‘COLLAPSING UNDER SALMON 
AND OHAMPAGNE, 
“LEGAL INQUISITORS TIRING THEIR 
BRETHREN—THE FEAST WHICH MR. 
DOLPH GAVE—MR. CATE UNSEATED.

The Senate bas not yet aeciaed the exact 
mature of the awful fate it has in store for the 
newspaper men who nave refused to tell the 
special smelling committee where they obtain 
the news they publish about star chamber sit- 
‘tings. There are indications, indeed, that the 
Senators are getting weary of Mr. Dolph and 
the resolution to commit the contumacious 
witnesses, which he wants them to adopt, and 
are becoming indifferent to the outcome of the 


farce. One of these indications was the empty- 


appearance of the star chamber when to-day’s 
sitting came to an end. 

There are eighty-two members of the Senate, 
and a good many of them were present to-day 
when Mr. Dolph secured the order for the secret 
sitting in order to resume consideration of the 
smelling committee’s report. But some of the 


legal lights of the body got hold of the discus- 
sion to-day, and when they had talked them- 
selves tired they discovered that their audience 
had disappeared. The Senators began to drop 
out of the chamber when Mr. Dolph began to 
quote speeches of their dead and gone prede- 
cesssors, Who had argued that the Senate had 
the power to imprison newspaper men who pub- 
lished the Senetorial business. 

They keptitup while Mr. Evarts rolled out 
yard-long sentences, which were supposed to 
sustain Mr. Doiph’s views of the situation, and 
they aid not stop. when Mr. Edmunds also 
argued that the wicked correspondents must be 

unished. The same thing happened when Mr. 

yest read from the records how futile previous 
Senatorial attempts to muzzie the press had 
been, and when Messrs. George and Teller also 
insisted that there was no use in trying to pun- 
ish the newspaper meu for printing the news 
to which the public was entitled. 

The result was that by 6 o’clock only a dozen 
or so Senators were left in the chamber. There 
was no chance to do anything with such a slim 
attendance, so the shining legal lights put their 
notes in their pockets and wert home. 

Tne discussion to-day developed the fact that 
there are nearly a8 many opinions in the Sen- 
ate as to the exact legal power of the Senate tu 
deal with the pay men as there are law- 
yers in the body. ach opinion is backed up, 
too, by the records of previous farces which the 
Senate has undertaken to piay, and which have 
proved as unsuccessful as the present is prov- 
jn. 

Lots of law to sustain the position taken by 
Mr. Dolph and bis coinquisitors was found to- 
day in the histery of the Hallett-Kilbourn case 
of several years ago, while the same case fur- 
nished undeniable proof that Dolph could 
never sustain his position in the courts. Mr. 
Vest, for example, pointed out that in 
that oase the Supreme Court had de- 
cided against the House of Representa- 
tives, which had locked up the witness, at 
areat subsequent expense, for refusiug to an- 
swer questions concerning his private business, 
and be warned the Senate that if they under- 
took tocarry out the Dolph resolution they 
would be beaten as the House had Deen. 

Mr. Dolph will try again to-morrow to got his 
reselution passed.

The American public ought to be aware that 
the august Senaté does not intend to be taken 
seriously, in the pretense, that a few of its 


members have recently made, of indignation at 
having what they are pleased to cail their 
“secret sessions” reported in the newspapers. 
It is not every Senator that oan be serious, and 
even the must owlish Senator will have his 
lapses from assumed and Pickwickian dignity 
into a condition of mere communpiage decorum. 

Mr. Dolph, who has been laugbed at in the 
last alleged *‘secret session” for his zeal in sup- 
pressing reports of executive sessions, is not by 
any Weans the ogre that the country is likely to 
picture him, There is no handsomer or more 
amiable man in the Senate. No Senator, it may 
be said without qualification, has anything like 
s0 handsome a beard, Not even his fellow- 
inquisitor, the genial Blackburn, who has made 
the humorous suggestion that afew correspond- 
ents shall be invited to try “rotting” as a cor- 
rective of newspaper enterprise, can be etffect- 
ively serious when his convincing voice cannot 
be heard. 

It is a melancholy duty that the conscientious 
newspaper man has to perform, as he as to- 
day, in referring to the fact that Mr. Dolph has 
exposed himself and a score of his associates to 
the charge of unseemly and untimely frivolity 
to eating and-drinking with merriment an 
good appetite at a time when their presence 
was demanded in the Senate Chamber for 
the transaction of business. More than tha 
this ordinarily human affection for ooc 
tiings, solid aud liquid, was indulged 
in by Senators with apparent contempt for the 
constitutional) obligation to attend to the busi- 
pess for which they were chosen, and with con- 
spicuous contempt for the rules of the Senate, 
to which Senators propose to hold newspaper 
men to the strictest obedience. Thisis all by 
way of preface to an official recognition of a 
Senatorial ‘“‘spree” that will go down to pos- 
terity in the Congressional Record. 

Sergeant at Arms Canaday of the Senate had 
something to do to-day other than serving sub- 
poonas on witnesses for Senate committees. It 
was about 1:30 o’clook when the Senate 
reached @ vote on @ private pension bill, in 
which somebody took enough interest to ‘de- 
inand a yea and nay vote. This vote revealed 
the absence of a quorum, and, under the rules, 
a call of the Senate was ordered. Only 37 
Benators responded. Mr. Platt moved that 
the Sergeant at Arms be directed to. ‘‘re- 
quest” snch Senators as: he coulda find 
to attend the sitting. A list of absentees 
was handed to Sergeant at Arms Canaday 
and he disappeared. Mr. Geerge tried to have 
Mr. Walthall excused, on the ground that he 
was sick, and Mr. Blackburn made the same 
plea for Mr. Beck. Mr. Platt raised the point 
of order that no businesé could be cone without 
a quorum, and President Pro Tem. Ingalls said 
he was right. 

Mr. Canaday reappeared, and whispered into 
Mr. Ingalle’s ear. ‘Bring ’em up,” was Mr. 
Ingalls’s audible reply. The Sergeant at Arms 
went out, but quickly returned and whispered 
again to the presiding officer. 

“The Sergeant at Arms,” said Mr. Ingalls, 
rising, “‘reports that twenty-two Senators are 
in the restaurant, that they have been notified 
to attend, and that they refuse to come up.” 

“T move that we adjourn,” exclaimed Mr. 
Platt, but Mr. Harris begged him to withdraw 
this motion, in order that he (Harris) might 
move that the Sergeant at Arms be directed to 
“compel” the attendance of Senators. Mr. 
Platt stuck to his wotion, and, to give time for 
the Senators to come up, a yea and nay vote 
was called for. Mr. Canaday hurried down to 
give the absentees warning, and then a proces- 
gion of disgusted Senators with toothpicks in 
their mouths filed into the chamber and voted 
BeaIDSt ournment, 

They had been dining with Mr. Dolph on two 
very large and extremely good Columbia River 
salmon which had been sent to the Oregon Ben- 
ator. The salmon were fianked by suitable 
“ fixins’ and the flow of champagne had been 
uuetinted. All agreed that it was a shame 
to break up such a dinner, for the 
interruption spoiled the feast. Before 
Cavaday had visited the merry diners, 
Mr. Dolph, who is Chairman of the special 
smelling committec, aud who proposes to pun- 
ish severely the coutumacious newspaper men 
if the Senate will let him, had given a very cor- 
dial invitation to ove of these witnesses to 
join the party. The invitation was not accepted, 
‘and the newspaper man thus failed to have his 
dinner disturbed by tue Sergent at Arms. 


The Republicans added to their membership 
in the House thie afternoon by unseating W. H. 
Cate, who has represented the First Arkansas 


District since Congress assempled, and by put- 
ting L. P. Featherston in his place. It will now 
be in order for Mr. 
the party in Congress that has eiven 
him a place to which he was not elect- 
ed to put other men in the seats now 
occupied by Democrats. This process will go 
on until a long list of Democrats will be offered 
to their constituencies for renomination, with 
the undoubted assurance that in tue next House 
they will have an opportunity to indulge in the 
stime of unseating a few Republicans who 
ave been put on the roll by a Republican Clerk. 
Mr. Cate, the unseated member, was heard 
to-day 1n defense of himself and his constitu- 
enoy. It was to no purpose, however, tnat he 
{nsisted that the allegations of the violence and 
menace in his district were grossly exaggerated, 
and bis appeal to the Republicans to refrain 
from assuming the power to eleot a member of 
Congress: was thrown away. There was a re- 
port about the House before the previous 
uestion was ordered vhat Taylor and 
itt of Illinois and other members who 
aid not believe in seating Featherston would 
oppose the Republican plan. It did not amount 
to m O'Connell of Nebraska, Hitt of Ili- 
nois, Kerr of lowa, and De Haven of Califernia 
voted against the motion for the previous ques- 
tion. If Stahinecker, Wiley, Spinola, and other 
Democrats nad been in their places, the motion 
would have been beaten. It was carried by a

The trial of the Cushing torpedo, boat No. 1, 
built by the Herreschoff Manufacturing Com- 
pany of Bristol, R. I, has been fixed to take 
forse in Narragansett Bay next Monday. The 

oard Was announced by Secretary ‘Tracy to- 
day as follows: Commander Theodore F. 
Jowell, Commander John 8. Newell, Lieut. 
Thomas C. McLean, Passed Assistant Engineer 
Stacy Potts, and Assistant Naval Constructor 
Joseph J. Woodward. 

The boat is required by contract to make a 
speed of twenty-two knots an hour for three 
consecutive hours in sinooth water, with seven- 
teen tons of coal and stores on board at the be- 
ginning of the trial. If she falls short of twenty 
knots, the department reserves the right to re- 
ject her. If she exceeds twenty-three knots, the 
contractors are to receive a premium of $1,500 
for each guarter knot, including twenty-four, 
=e $2,000 for each quarter knot above twenty- 

our. 

The speed is to be measured by the method 
proposed by Engineer in Chief Melville for all 
future speed trials. She is to be given three 
runs over the Newport measured mile course be- 
fore the trial and three runs after the trial. Of 
these six runs, three are to be with the tide aud 
three against it. The number of revolutions 
tor each run are to be carefully counted, 
50 as to get the average number of 
revolutions ye mile. With this average deter- 
mined, it will be very easy to find the speed of 
the vessel by dividing the whole nuuber of 
revolutions made in three hours by three and 
by the number of revolutions required to runa 
mile. The contractors are confident of earning 
a handsome premium.

This is an unusnal court for a trial in time of 
peace, both in the number and rank of its mem- 
vers, and indicates the grave estimate put upon 
the case by the department. 


The Ways and Means Committee gives out all 
sorts of reports nowadays. One of these is 
that the Republicans will put “reeled silk” or 


raw silk on the dutiable list. This is to encour- 
age domestic silk production. It does not ap- 
pear to be encouraging to domestic silk manu- 
facturere, Who have already been heard trom 
in protest. The suggestion thrown out is that 
the eee gs ee cs are to pe comforted by an 
addition of duty to the rates already imposed 
upon silk manufactures as a compensation for 
the increased cost of the raw materlal. 

It is not at all itkely that the Tariff bill will 
be in in two weeks. The date of its report will 
probably be later than that of the Pan-Ameri- 
ean Conference. 

The President, in transmitting to Congress 
his messave recommending legislation to carry 


into effect the provisions of the agreement 
made with the Chippewa Indians in Minnesota 
Tor a cess:on of a part of their reservaiion, 
says: “The Commissioners did not escape 
the embarrassment which, unfortunately, 
too often attends our negotiations with 
the Indians, viz., an  indisposition to 
treat with the Government for fur- 
their concessions while its obligations incurred 
under former agreements are unkept. Iaw 
sure it will be the disposition of Congress to 
consider promptly and in # just and friendly 
spirit the claims presented by these Indians 
through our Commissiouers.” 

The bill submitted with the President’s mes- 
sage appropriates $190,V00 to pay the amount 
due the Chippewa Indians of Lake Superior and 
Mississippi, being the total of balances of appro- 
priations made under treaties with these [n- 
dians between the years 1843 and 1878, with 
interest at. 5 per cent. ‘ 


The second call upon national banks for the 
surrender of a portion of their Government 


deposits matured Maroh 1, but it was not until 
to-day that the Treasury Department was in- 
formed that all the banks had complied witn 
the terms of thecall. The two calis have caused 
areduction of nearly $15,000,000 in the amount 
of Government funds held by national banks. 
That fund now amounts to about $32,000,000, 
and it is understood to be Secretary Windom’s 
intention to reduce 1t still further, tu $27,000,- 
000, on the theory that the latter amount is 
sufiicient for wll Government purposes. An- 
other call will be issued tu &@ few days. 


The Secretary of the Navy has detailed Capt. 
R. B. Bradford, Lieut. Commander Manney, 


and Lieut. Shroeder as a board to test the firin 
qualities of the two dynamite guos on board 
of the cruiser Vesuvius. The test will be made 
in a few daysin the Delaware River, ana will 
include the firing of shells containing 200 
pounds of some high explosive overa distance 
of at least one mule.

DEs MOINEs, Iowa, March 5.—The two houses 
of the Iowa Legislature met in joint session at 
noon to-day and consummated the election of 
Senator Allison. 

Early in the day the House, without objection 
from any one, did the unprecedented thing of 
juggling the Journal so that it will show that 
Byers, who was at his home, a hundred miles 
away, when the vote was taken yesterday, was 
actually present and voted for Allison, and 
that Woods, whe was paired with him and did 
not vote, and Hipwell, who was absent, actu- 
ally voted fur Bestow. With the Journal thus 
doctored, the result showed Allison to have re- 
ceived 79 votes, tow 63, and Larrabee 8, 
The Lieutenant Governor therefore declared 
Allison elected. The credentials wére signed 
and the joint convention dissolved. 

The Republican high-taritf advocates in the 
Senate to-day put themseives in the attitude of 
opposing a memorial to Congress asking that 
jute, sisal grass, and other material entering 
into the manufacture of binding twine he put 
on the free list.

You were met at the railroad station and 
had the city’s ‘ advantages” expounded by red- 
nosed and smutty-faced committeemen; you 
were informed by the hotel clerk that Chicago’s 
accommodations forthe peopie of the world 
were Unsurpassed; you had it dinned into 
youc-ears by waiters at table, by grip-oar 
conductors, by cabmen, by bootblacks, by 
the “gent” behind the bar, and the vocil- 
erous man on the Board of Trade, that 
ho other place on earth equaled Chicago, 
aud no other place had such unparalleled 
natural facilities for making this Columbus ex- 
hibition, in fact, the ‘‘yreatest show on earth.” 
lt was thesame old perennial and somewhat 
tiresome story, related with embellishments; 


the ancient and familiar statistival iliustrations 
of pork und produce, lumber and railroads; the 
shupworn, threadbare arguments which Dave 
done service since 1865, when trade began to 
concentrate here. have been tamiliar with 
all this thing for twenty-five years, aud I have 
rejoiced to Know that Cuicago has so wonder- 
fully advanced. I have been im and out of 
town a good many times the past three months 
on my way trom the East to far Western points, 
and 1 have had all the experience | desire as tw 
World’s Fairs. 1 bave veen piastered with 
pasters and talked to by the day, but [ sur- 
vived. [ am now tearing olf the tags and re- 
gaining my nearing. 

Yesterauy 1 cawe to town after an absence of 
atortnight Whatachange!

The oratwrical committees no longer greet 
you at the siations; the brass bunds have veen 
called in; the hotel clerk coniines himself to 
“lront!” and the weather; waiters wear a de- 
jected look and attend strictly to tips; barbers 
no longer harass,one’s soul with taat abdsent- 
minded air they displayed when the fair was a 
matter of uncertainty, snd you can come out of 
@ Darber’s chair now with ears intact and your 
upper lip safe. The flend with pasters has 
elther been paralyzed, sent to Joliet for life, or 
given a legitimate job at bill posting for some 
circus. The business Man dves not expatiate 
upon “advantages.” ‘there has come 4 great 
change that is significant. There is an ali-per- 
vading quiet. But it is a suspicious stillness. 

No one talks fuir save when he is forced tudo 
soby some curious and tresh New-Yorker or 
St. Louisian, und then it 18 with a meek air and 
subdued spirit. No ove apparentiy likes to talk 
fair; itis a tender, touching subject. There 1s, 
seemingly, something in the topic that awakens 
saddening thoughts, regretful reflections, 
everywhere. There is & tinge of positive regret 
even that the country nas been sv generous 
with the only Chicago as to humor her desires. 
In fact, Chicago, now that sbe sees the ixir 
standing at her doors, is disposed to shut the 
visitor out. After having invited, urged, 
pleaded, coaxed, and cajoled, she would now 
like to ‘*shake” her guest for the simple reason 
that she cannot—positively cannot—aftord to 
entertuin her.

‘rhese are to be ‘“‘ placed everywhere.” Itisa 
very pretty plan, and, if carried through, every 
business man in the East will have them 
dumped upon him by the thousands. Every 
business housein Chicago will expect its vor- 
respondents in the East and elsewhere quietly 
to subscribe for all the tickets offered them. In 
sport, itis asort of ge oom aid scheme, 
which wholesalers and other dealers througa- 
out the country related to the Ohicago trade 
will be calied upon to he)p oarry out.

A CHICAGO VIEW OF THE SITUATION. 

CHICAGO, March 5.—A feeling of anxiety is 
taking the place of the wild enthusiasm that 
has been notable here for some time in connec- 
tion with the Chicago fair. The fact that East- 
ern nowspapers have been reproducing edito- 
rials from the Chicago Tribune and Herald, in 
which the statement has appeared that this 
city must have aid from the Government if the 
fair be made a success, has caused alarm. 
Everybody realizes that itis easy to talk about 
raising $10,000,000, but when it comes down to 


actual business $1,000,000 in cash looks pretty 
large to the heaviest capitalists in Chicago. 
The World's Fair Committee insists that It 
has bona fide subscriptions amounting to 
$5,000,000, but that is far from being sutticient 
to meet the obligations. It has been proposed 
to issue bonds for $5,000,000 more, yet if all 
the money in sight and plannea tor—$10,000,- 
000—is secured, it will fall short of the amount 
required, 

This is what disturbs even the optimists. The 
newspapers here have argued that $15,000,000 
will be needed and insisted that Congress must 
be looked to to provide $5,000,000. Instead of 
that, however, the bill as agreed on by tie com- 
mInittee will allow but from $500,009 to $1,000,- 
000, and that werely for use in making the na- 
tional exhibit. Not a cent is to be used for gen- 
eral World’s Fair purposes. So even the largest 
claims as to Chicago’s financial ability to make 
the fair a success lack $4,000,000 or what is 
deemed necessary. No one need be deceived 
with the idea, however, that Chicago is giving 
up. She recognizes that a big fight is anead, 
and although the load she has taken may be 
pepe iet than she can carry, the struggle will be 
made. 

The special committee to confer with the 
World’s Fair Congressional Committee left 
ae he a afternoon. Itis composed of Lyman 
J. Gage, Thomas B. Bryan, Controller W. J. 
Onahan, Otto Young, and Col. George R. Davis. 
Marvin Hughitt, R. R. Calve, and 8. A. Kent, 
who are in New-York, will meet the party in 
Washington to-morrow night Goudy 
will leave Chicago for Washington Saturday. 
The delegates carried with them, for purposes of 
investigation and review, photographs of a de- 
sign for an exposition building prepared by 
Architect Edward 8. Jenisoa. Lhe plan pro- 
vides for an immense building of iron and glass, 
tu be construvted upon pile work in the harbor 
between the lake’s shore front line and the 
Government breakwater. 

The design proposes ‘‘starting at the east 
line of Michigan-avenue, making anu approach 
across the park to the Illinois Central right 
of way, rising to about twenty feet above 
the tracks, bridge over tbe tracks’ to 
the first gallery of a building that shall 
be one grand central exposition 3,000 feet 
in diameter, located on the inner harbor, be- 
tween the Illinois Central tracks and the 
breakwater, built on piles and constructed 
of stone, brick, glass, and tron, having in 
the centre, as the method of construction, a 
central tower thirty feet in diamoter, contain- 
ing elevators ascending to the height of 100 
feet. The tower woula be continued as an ob- 
servatory to the height of 1,600 feet. The main 
building would be constructed around this con- 
tral tower Dy rodsof varying thickness hang- 
ing from the centre and running to the outer 
wall 1,500 feet away, to carry the roof and to 
steady the same by guying is in all directions.” 





FREIGHT TRAHFFIO IMPBDED. 


THE SWITCHMEN’S STRIKE IS GREATLY 
PARALYZING BUSINESS, 


PITTSBURG, March 5,—The freight traffic of 
the Pittsburg and Lake Erie Railroad Company, 
which belongs to the Vanderbilt system, has 
been paralyzed by the strike of the switehmen 
in this city. The company has been able to 
move only a few freight cars since Monday 
morning, and it has required a great effort to 
keep the passenger trains running. Thus far 
the mail trains have been sent out on schedule 


time, but the tracks are beooming seriously 
blocked with freight and coal cars. 

The yards at Pittsburg and at Chartiers are 
crowded, and even with an immediate settie- 
Ment of the trouble several days will be re- 
quned to get business in shape again. The 

emands of the sixty switchmen would amount 
to an increase tn wages of about $15 per day, 
and it is estimated om alow calculation that 
the railroad company has sustained a loss to its 
business since the beginning of the strike that 
will not fall short of $50,000, 

It is said the strike is also causing eonsidera- 
ble logs to patrons of the railroad. One con- 
tract requires the company to furgish not leas 
than one hundred cara of coke por ay to a Chi- 
cago steel mill. No eoke, it is aeserted, has 
been s Apped to that mill during this week, and 
it is anticipated thatthe Chicago firm will be 
compelled to close down until fuel can be ob- 
tained from some other source. 

It js said that many other industries that de- 
pend upon the Pittsburg and Lake Erie Rail- 
road fot shipment are being seriously incon- 
veniencea. A score of plants hereabouts also 
find it impossible to have their product moved 
for the present,

PRIESTS AT LOGGERHEADS 


ATTAOKS MADK UPON BISHOP 
LOUGHLINS ULE. 

A CIRCULAR GENERALLY CREDITED TO 
THE YOUNGER CLERGY—WHAT THE 
ARCHBISHOP WOULD LIKE TO SEE. 
The Catholic clergy of Brooklyn are puzzled 

over the authorship of an anonymous ciroular 

which has been sent by mail to every priest in 
that city. It conveys the declaration that one 


. of the objects of Archbishop Corrigan’s visit to 


Rome isto secure the appointment of one ot 
his favorite priests who is in charge of an im- 
portant ecclesiastical trust in the archdiocese 
as Coadjutor Bishop of Brooklyn, cum jure suc- 
cessionis, and the circular calls on the clergy 
to protest against apy such appointment, in 
view of the fact that an eligible selection could 
he made of a coadjutor to Bishop Loughlin out 
of the large number of experienced and able 
priests in the Brooklyn Diocese. The circular 
directs attention to Bishop Loughlin’s advanceu 


age and contains the following criticism vf his 
management of his diccese: 


“The present venerable Ordinary of this diocese is 
every Le giving evidence of his inability to meet 
the rapidly-growing wants of his important charge. 
Complaints are heard that there are no episcopal 
visits, no examinations of clergy; nor are there in 
the diocese the necessary active officers to aid iu 
the discharge of these sacred duties. Add to this 
that hints are heard on all sides regarding the un- 
fairness of appointments; that 1t 18 seen that not 
only are seniority and merit disregarded, but apso- 
lute strangers are often admitted to the diocese, and 
promoted almost immediately to its most important 
charges. Besides this it is painfully apparent to 
the clergy thatthe manner of the Ordinary in deal- 
iug with them personally is often unfatherly and 
sometimes scarcely courteous.” 

This document is said to have emanated from 
a number of the younger priests who have be- 
come tired of waiting in vain for preferment 
that never comes. 

Bishop Loughlin yesterday refused to discuss 
the matters touched upon in the ciroular, but a 
prominent priest admitted that he had received 
one of the letters by mail. 

‘It was a very ill-advised move on the part 
of any Catholic, much less a priest,” said he, 
“to be guilty of sending out such a document, 
and it was a cowardly thing besides to take 
this way of attacking the old Bishop, who is 
now seventy years of age, and has presided over 
this diocese for the past thirty-six years. He has 
loat none of his old-time vigor, and mostof the 
statements made in the circular are absolutely 
false, particularly the one which connects Arch- 
bishop Corrigan’s name with the appointment 
ot a coadjutor to Bishop Loughlin. 

“ Bishop Loughlin is a suffragan of the Arcb- 
bishop, but in his own diocese he 1s entirely in- 
dependent of any control from the Archbishop, 
and itis no partof the Archbishop’s functions 
to suggest Who his assistant or successor shall 
be. This would be done at the request or sug- 
gestion of the Bishop himself, or at a confer- 
ence of the Catholic — They would then 
eelect the names of three priests whom they 
might deem sultable in every way to be raised 
tothe episcopate, and these would be forward- 
ed to the Pope to enoose from. He is not obliged 
select apy one ofthe three, but he usually 

0e8.’ 

From another equally reliable authority it 
was learned that the matters compiained of in 
the circular had much more foundation than 
bey oo clerical informant was willing to 
admit. 

‘It ia a notorious fact,” said this authority, 
“that the Archbishop has felt Bishop Loughiin’s 
inactivity in the McGlynn matter very keenly, 
and it would not surprise me to hear 
that the Archbishop had _ fostered the 
claims of some of his own priests. to 
the Coadjutorship—Vicar General Preston, 
for instance. The Pope has authority 
to appoint a Coadjutor of his own motion at 
any time that he is satisfied that Bishop Lough- 
lin is incapacitated from active duty either by 
reason of his advanced age or for any other 
cause. It would be quite natural for the Holy 
Father to consult with the Archbishopon the 
subject, and 1t would be juss lke Dr. Corrigan, 
who lasn’t forgotten Dr. MeGlynn’s recalci- 
trancy, to suggest that the condition of the 
Brooklyn Diocese would be improved by a little 
of the discipline that prevails in New-York. Dr. 
Corrigan is nothing ‘if not a disolplinarian, 
whife Dr, Loughlin has antagdnized a large 
portion of his clergy by a ponty, tyranny from 
which they have no appeal. he Archbishop 
Would doubtless feel that witha man of vigor 
like himself at the helm of the Brooklyn Dio- 
ces@hisown hands would be immeasurably 
strengthened and the discontent among the 
clergy would be allayed. 

“ The curates or younger priests in Brooklyn 
have certain)y some ground for dissatisfaction 
and there is more truth than poetry in the com- 
plaints enumerated in the ciroular. Thereis a 
number of clergymen who have been assistant 
_ in Brooklyn for from ten to fifteen years, 
and who have repeatedly seen outsiders ap- 
pointed to vacant parishes to  whiw 
they had at least the claim of seniority 
in active work. Only a year ago a new 
parish was formed in the upper wards, 
and the assistant priests who bad seen long 
service naturally expected one of their number 
would be selected as pastor. They were some- 
what chagrined, however, to find that a eem- 
Feige bee new comer from California was given 

he post of pastor, and he is now officiating in 
that eapacity.” 

It was said last night that an investigation 
had been ordered by the Bishop to discover the 
author of the circular, 





THE VIRGINIA LEGISLATURE, 


THE POSITION IT HAS TAKEN ON THE 
STATE DEBT QUESTION. 


RICHMOND, Va., March 5.—The Virginia Legis- 
lature, which assembled here en Dec. 5, ad- 
journs to-morrow. The Democrats have a big- 
ger majority in the Legislature whose labors 
are now practically closed than in any that has 
ever assembled in this State since the war. 
With a view of learning what has been done of 
public interest at this session THE TIMES’S corre- 
spondent this evening had an interview with 
Senator Walter Moore of Fairfax, one of the 
ablest and most progressive young men in the 
Legislature. He is a@ member of the Senate 
Finance Committee, and has been prominent in 


the discussions of all important measures con- 
sidered at this session. staid Senator Moore: 

“When we met here there was a general fear 
that as a result of our large majority and the 
absence of a strong oppdsition party there 
would be much extravagance and recklessness. 
Of course it is not to be denied that some things 
have been done that ought to have been left 
undone, but a review of the work of the session 
—s calm review uninfluenced by the spirit of in- 
discriminate faultfinding that people some- 
times exhibit toward Legislatures—will show 
thatI am not mistaken in thinking that our 
work has been fairly good.” . 

Coming to the question of the debt, Mr. Moore 
said; “Eerly in the eession the council of 
foreign bondholders in London sent a com- 
manication to the authorities here proposing a 
further eonference on the debt. The letter 
clearly showed that the counoj! looked for bet- 
ter terms than those of the Riadleberger act, 
and that this expectation was founded on the as- 
sumption that there is a great increase of taxa- 
ble vaiuables in Virginia, and that there is about 
to be, therefore, a great increase of revenue, 
There being nothing to justify suoh an assump- 
tion, and there wee no reason to hold out to the 
council any hope of a material departure from 
the Riddleberger act, a new conference was 
thought undesirable. So much for the London 
council. ‘The position now is just hm 
The State offers the Riddleberger settie- 
ment, and she offers it in such good 
faith that for the present the Legislature has 
declined to put alimit tothe time of accept- 
ance. She cannot offer moré, and she will not 
as leng as her offer is declined. She will, in self- 
defense, prevent the use of coupons, and this she 
can do successfully. She is able to make provision 
for the interest on the entire Riddleberger debt 
when all bonds are funded, in spite of the state- 
ments fo the contrary, for there are ene or two 
subjects of taxation to which she can at any 
moment resort, and being able to do this, but 
not to go beyond this, she has raised a commis- 
sion, made up of the Governor and others, who 
are authorized to deal with the creditors of the 
State or any one who comes forward empow- 
ered to bind the creditors by his action.” 





TO AID THE OHOOTAW TREASURY. 

ATOKA, Indian Territory, March 5.—It is 
learned that while the attention of the public 
was directed to Louisiana and ltorth Dakota, 
the lottery plan was quietly at work inthe 
Choctaw Nation, so quietly that the fact was 
generally unknown fn the nation until yester- 
day, when the * Laws of the Choctaw Nation” 
appeared in pamphiet form. 

The lettery scheme resembies the North Da- 
kota proposition in outline and details, and 


like the proposed indueement of the Loulsiana 
Lottery Company to the Sugar Bowl State for 
an oxtension of its charter, is conditioned upon 
the payment of an annual sum into the Choc- 
taw Treasury. :

THE MOALLA CHARGES. 


WHAT THE COMMANDER SAYS OF THE 
DAY IN BERMUDA. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—There is much talk 
among naval officers of the course of the Enter- 
prise and the achievements of her commander 
and his party at Bermuda. The “precept,” or 
letter of instructions to the court of inquiry, is 
to the effect that the investigation shall cover 
the entire voyage of the Enterprise from the 
time she salled from New-York until her return 
home. * 

There are no specific charges or directions as 
to any certain matters to look into, except that 
the court is to determine whether or not Com- 
mander McCalla was in any way cruel or un- 


necessarily barsh in his conduct toward his 
crew, or went beyond the laws in bis treatment 
of prisoners. It is assumed that it will be large- 
ly a matter of opinion with the court as to the 
responsibility or liability of the commander, 
and this fact may have a bearing upon the atti- 
tude of the members in their findings. 

Commander MocCalla is quoted as saying, of 
THE TIMES’s story of his celebration of Wash- 
ington'’s Birthday, that there is just enough of 
truth initto givea clever writer a chance to 
exaggerate. He says that the 22d, being the 
birthday of the Surgeon of the ship as well as 
that of the immortal George, some of the otti- 
cers, including himeelf, had a “ little dinner” in 
the hotel and had a jolly time, but there were 
none of the extraordinary features accredited 
to the affair in THE TrMeEs’s letter. 

A writer in the Siar of to-night says,in re- 
gard to Commander McCalla’s statement con- 
cerning his trouble with the sallor Walker at 
Southampton: ‘In all my experience in the 
navy, and [ have made many cruises, I never 
knewW an occasion where there was a sembiance 
of necessity for a commanding officer to so far 
forget the dignity of his position as to take 
Dart personadly in the attempt to subdue a 
drunken sailor. There are on every seagoing 
vessei of the navy two petty officers, the Mas- 
ter at Arms and the ship’s Corporal, to whom 
especially is relegated the duty of attending te 
just such cases as this sailor Walker. 

“TI have seen some of the roughest aud 
toughest cases in the navy come aboard the 
ship uproariously, abusively, pugnaciously, and 
maniacally drunk, who were overpowered, 
ironed, and put in the brigin less than twenty 
minutes by the two above-mentioned petty of- 
licers. The punishment generally meted out to 
such oftenders is a few weeks’ quarantine—that 
is, restricted to the ship for that period. Tne 
sailor is not noted for his sobriety, and gener- 
ally every time that liberty is granted the 
mnen there are three or four of them who come 
aboard the ship in just such eondition as 
Walker is represented to have been In. 

“At the court of Inquiry the first question 
that will be, or should be, propounded to Com- 
modore McCalla by the court is, ‘What was the 
exigency that compelled you to go in person, 
with sword buckled on, to assistin the arrest 
of one poor benighted sailor, who was too 
drunk to distinguish the Captain of the ship 
from the captain of the head, when you had at 
your command the Master at Arms, tbe sbip’s 
Corporal, @ guard of marines, and last, but not 
least by any means, the whole ship’s crew, oras 
inany of them as you might have seen fit to de- 
tail, to effect the purpose in view?’ 

“Such an act as Commodore MoUalla has 
been guilty of has not occurred, except in cases 
of = since the primitive days of 1776 and 
1802.’

The lie wus passed and 
Uarsey knocked the reporter down. Assembly- 
man Riese of Ulster, one of the most inoffensive 
and quiet members of the House, sprang for- 
ward to protect the luckless newspaper man, 
whena son of Carsey’s jumped from behind 
Rice and dealt him a blow over the righteye, 
making an ugly wound. Old man Carsey fol- 
lowed up his onslaught on the newspaper man, 
by striking in the eye James A. Buekvdee of 
Greenbush, tne same whom Gov. Hill nomi- 
neted for Railroad Commissioner toree years 
ago, and for three or four minutes the corridor 
was a bedlam, 

Dunham, Rice, and Buckbee were taken too 
much by surprise to defend themselves, and the 
result is that they bear the appearance of hav- 
ing passed through the first stage of a cider 
= Their antagonists escaped with but few 
bruises. 


YOUNG LINOUOLN’S DEATH. 





SYMPATHY WITH THE BEREAVED MIN- 
ISTER TO ENGLAND. 


Lonpon, March 5.—Master Abraham Lincoln, 
gon of Mr. Robert T. Lincoln, the United States 
Minister, who has been suffering for a long time 
from blood poisoning arising from a malignant 
carpuncle on the left side below the armpit, 
died at 11:07 o’clock this morning. 

During the morning the lad was in a coma- 
togze condition. He was unable to retain nour- 


ishment, and the doctors stated definitely that 
his death was merely a question of a few nours. 
He suffered no pain. Mr. Lincoln and his fam- 
ily were at the bedside of the dying boy from 
early in the morning until he died. He passed 
away quietly. 

The funeral service will be held in Mr. Lin- 
coln’s house Friday. Only intimate friends of 
the famiiy and the officials of tae United States 
Legation will be invited. The dody will pe de- 
posited temporarily in the catacombs at Ken- 
gal Green, whence it will be transferred to the 
family tomb at Springtield, Ill. Mr. Lincoln de- 
clares that the funeral will be conducted with 
tbe greatest privacy and simplicity. Tne Min- 
ister is bearing up well under his affilotion. 

Upon being informed of the death of Master 
Lincoln, the Queen immediately sent a message 
of sympathy to Mr. Lincoln.

OATTLE DYING FOR LACK OF FEED. 

Orrawa, March 5.—The Hon. Edgar Dewd- 
ney, Superintendent of Indian Affairs amd Min- 
ister of the Interior, to-day received informa 
tion from British Columbia that affairs in the 
Nicolet district are very serious. The Indians 
are entirely out of feed and their cattle and 
horses are dying, while the stockmen, with 
very few exceptions, have darely enough to 
last a week longer. 

There is at present no indication of a break- 


ing up of Winter, and if it continues much 
louger it will make this one of the most dis- 
astrous seasons in the history of British 
Columbia. 

The Nicolet district is the great ranching dis- 
trict of the province. From the information 
received the outlook for the stook is terrible.

Minister Dewdney has given in- 
structions to the Government agents to do all 
they can for the settlers and Indians.

INDIANA’S GREAT LEAGUE 


EARNEST WORKERS FOR TAR- 
IkF REFORM. 
PLANS SUGGESTED FOR ADVANCING THE 
CAUSE BY THE CONVENTION HELD 
IN INDIANAPOLIS. 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 5.—The proceedings of 
the Indiana Taritf Reform League to-day were 
characterized by the strict attention to bust- 
ness and earnestness of the delegates, 200 in 
number, who represented eeventy of the coun- 
ties of the Hoosier State. As there are only 
ninety-two counties in Indiana, and seventy 
were represented by varying numbers of dele 
gates, the meeting is easily seen to be repre- 
sentative. The counties not represented were 
those not easily accessible, and which the 
Committee on Organization has not reached 
yet. 

Edgar A. Brown, President of the league, in 
calling the meeting to order, stated that ways 
and means for carrying on the work of the or- 
ganization must be devised. The success in 
forming organizations had been satisfactory; 
now work must be done. There was a pressing 
need for money. There was a demand from 
every part of the State for tariff reform litera- 
ture, but it could not be sent unless money was 
forthcoming with which to provide it. 

William C. Ball of the Terre Haute Gaze/ie 
was selected to preside over the meeting. Offi- 
cers for the ensuing year were elected as fol- 
lows: President—Edgar A. Brown, Indianapo- 
lis; Secretary—Thomas J. Hudson, Indianapolis; 
Treasurer—Jonn P. Frensel, Indianapolis; 
Vice Presidents— First District, W. 4H. 
Stone, Booneville; Second, J. H. O’Neal, 
Washington; » Third, Charles A. Many, Scotts- 
ville; Fourth, Osear L. Fultz, Greens- 

Fifth, Frank Ader, Greencastie; 

kK. CC. Griffiths, Delaware County; 
Seventh, Dr. W. C. Thompson, Indianapolis; 
Eighth, C. W. Wellman, Sullivan County; Ninth, 
b. A. Wood, Kokomo; Tenth, George Burk- 
hardt, Logansport; Kleventh, M. W. Lee, Bluft- 
tou; f'welfth, 8. M. Foster, Fort Wayne; Tnhir- 
teenth, Charles H. Reeve, Reymouth. These 
gentlemen are representative citizens of tie 
communities in which they live. Mr. Brown is a 
young attorney of Indianapolis, formerly a Re- 
publican, and a son-in-law of the Hovn. George 
W. Juliau. Mr. Hudson is a carpenter and von- 
tracter, actively connected. with labor wove- 
ments in the State. He is uw representative and 
unprofessional laboring mau. Mr. Frensel is 
the President of the Merchants’ National bank 
and a prominent German resident of this city. 

The report of the Executive Committee, rep- 
resented by Mr. Hudson, wentinto the detalis 
of the work of organization during the year. 
It showed that every Congressional district, 
except the First, is pretty troreughiy organ- 
ized. Several local leagues have been estab- 
lished in the First District. Out of the binety- 
two counties in the State about seventy-five 
are organized and have townsuip leagues sub- 
ordinate to the county orgauization. This work 
of organization, it was stateu, had been in 
charge of M. W. Lee. who had been paid $100 
per month for his services. Many couuties had 
orgauized without any urging from the parent 
league. ; 

The most important matter sonsiderad by 
the meeting Was & proposal to gather statistics 
by counties, with a view of suowing tue evil 
effects of the tariff. At a meeting of the 
league, a committee composed of Jacob P. 
Dunn, State Librarian of this city; Cortez Ew- 
ing of Shelby County, ana Thomas J. Hudson 
of this city, was appointed tu report upon the 
advisability of undertaking the collection of 
such statistics. That committee throush Mr. 
Ewiog reported in favor of the undertaking. 
The report recommended that the Chairman of 
the State league shall cause to be forwarded at 
once to the Chairman of each county league orio 
any other person he may selezt, instructions as 
to what statiatics are desired, and that the 
county Chairman shall place "be workin the 
hands of a competent and reliabie tariif re- 
former. The comwittee submitted with its 
report alist of forty or fifty sample questions, 
for the purpose of showing the scope of the 
proposed work. 

Mr. Dunn, who took an active part in the 
league’s deliberations, has just conuciuded a 
valuable article on the farm-mortgage ques- 
tion, which appears in the current number of 
the Political science Quarteriy, and that easay 
was discussed somewhat. It was urged that 
original research 18 a mest Valuable method of 
education, and some line of work will be ar- 
ranged by the Executive Committee und sent 
to the local league. In this way much vaiuabie 
service ought to be done, the members of the 
league securing the advantage that goes with 
making research and gainiug the benefit of 
knowing fully the économic aspect of their 
own region. For instance, as suxgested by Mr. 
Duan, the farmer is not moved by the statistics 
of the cotton spinners of Massachusetts, but 
figures of the farm mortgages ww his own 
strike home. Such ques- 
suggested as, How many 
merino sheep inyour county? State the average 
numbér of fine-wool sheep owned by each wan. 
How many woolen manufacturies have you 
now or since Jan. 1, 1890! Are they all in 
operation! If so, their full capacity! If not 
running, when did they close, and why did they 
close? How many manufacturing establish- 
ments have yout State fully what kind. If 
running, are they running at fullcapacity! if 
closed, when wud where dia they close! How 
many idle men in your county? If possible give 
us aD 6xact statement of the real-estate mort- 
gages how oulstanding and the amount due on 
them. If your county isin debt, give the amounts 
of public indebtedness. What are the average 
dally wages of the laborers in your county?! 

The committee also recommended that the 
next Legislature pass & law requiring that all 
returns sent to the State Statistician be certified 
to oa oath, and providing that each County Re- 
oorder of the State keep a mortgage record and 
make report tu the State Statistician annually 
of the mortgages filed during the prevedin 
year. The report of the collmittes was re- 
ceived, and the Executive Committae was 
authorized to carry out the work planned In 
presenting the report, Mr. Ewing said that the 
undertaking.wouid require a vast amount of 
labor and a Vast expenditure of money. ‘rhis, 
however, was provided for. It was also pro- 
vided that the work of gathering the statistics 
should begin at once, so as to have the figures 
in use during the coming State campuign. The 
committee said that it was necessary to gather 
the statistics desired, because the man placed 
in charge of the Census Bureau was a renegade 
Englishman and a radical protectionist, who 
would have figures gathered in the interest of 
the Republican Party. All these recommenda- 
tions were accepted. 

Interesting suggestions were made by various 
delegates upon the report of the Committee on 
Literature und the dissemination of tariff-re- 
form principles. A scheme to adopt a plate 
system of newspaper articies was ruled out. 
A piss of reading viubs was favorably viewed, 
and the issue of pamphiets and frequent arti- 
cles in the press was thought a wise plan if 
pursued faithfully. The work is to be pushed 
in the colleges of the State. At the State Nor 
mal School at Danville there is nuw a greatdeal 
of work done by the students, and {it is to be 
tried at the universities and minor colieges of 
the State. The whole matter was referred toa 
committee, with power to act, composed of W. 
c. Ball of Terre Haute, W. O. Pickens of Spen- 
cer, and W. H. D. Aunter of Lawrenceburg. 

It was decided by the league, upon recom- 
mendation of the Finance Committee, to levy 
an assessment of 2 cents per head upon the 
vote for Cleveland in 1888. This would give 
$5,000, while the share of this county would be 
only $350 and that of only eight counties over 
$150. This is for general State purposes, each 
county being expected to pay fur its own puar- 
ticular work. 

Tne speech of ex-Attorney General Baldwin 
last night has caused a great deal of comment 
by his Republican friends to-day, and the ses- 
sion of the leagne has left a most favorable im- 

ression. There was considerable alarm mani- 
ested among Republicans about the State

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DEMOCRATS ARE JUBILANT 


GAINS REPORTED ALL OVER 
1HE STATE. — 
SOME OF THE REASONS FOR THE RE- 
PUBLICAN LOSSES SHOWN IN THE 
ELECTIONS OF TUESDAY. 


ALBANY, Maren 5.—The Democrats bere are 
in a jubilant frame of mind over the result of 
the charter elections in this State yesterday. 
From every part of the State come the reports 
ot Republican losses, and out of the thirty iu- 
corporated cities twonty-four are now in the 
hauds of the Democrats, with their destinies in 
the control of Democratic Mayors, 

Gov. Hill is particularly delighted, and re- 
gards Democratic ascendency in the State as 
permanent, and as a complete vindication of 
his policy. The Governor lastevening attend- 
ed the representation of “The Gondoliers” at 
Harmann’s Bieeker Hall, occupying a seat in 
the box of Mr. John Boyd Thacher. Ho sat in 
the rear of the box, close by the door, where he 
could, unseen, receive telegrams which were 
brought to him every few minutes, and which 
conveyed the cheering news of Democratic suc- 
cesses or gains Wherever any voting was done, 
To-day the Governor bas been looking over the 
lieid of carnage with a very pleased expression. 
He finds that in the ten citiee where Mayors 
were elected the Democrats in every instance 
elected their man, notwithstanding the fact 
that in tive of them to-day Republican Mayors 
are domiciled, 

‘ne Democrats regard their success as due to 
& combination of cuuses, the first of wWhion is 
the universal dissatistaction With the Harrison 
Actministration, Owing to its failure to carry 
vut its promises, discontent over the policy of 
ihe Administration on the tariff, aud the wide- 
spread and deep-seated suspicion that the Re- 
publican Party is responsible for all the dis- 
Lress and depression in business circles, Cer- 
tum it is that the farmer of the 
biate has never been 80 poor; his heavy 
taxes hoe charges to the Kepublican Ada- 
Ininistration at Washington and to the 
Keopubican Legislature at Albany, which has 
heaped upon him the burden of $300,000 ad- 
dillgnal tv the annual and regular canal appro- 
priation by ihe ridiculous, useless, aud oppress- 
ive law of last year, tixing the pay ef laborers 
ln the Department of Pablic Works at $2 a day.

To-day only six gities 
of the State are under the control of Repub- 
licun Mayors, namely: Auburn, Jamestown, 
Lockport, Ogdensburg, Poughkeepsie, and 
Syracuse, Whiie the roliowlug boast otf Demo- 
cratic Mayors: Albany, Amsterdam, Bingham- 
ton, Brooklyn, Buffalo, Cohoes, Dunkirk, El- 
mira, Hornelisville, Hudson, Ithaca, Long 
Island City, Middletown, Newburg, New-Yora, 
Oswego, Kochester, Rome, Schenectady, Troy, 
Utica, Watertown, Yonkers. 

What better proof of the unpopularity and 
Want of success of the Harrison Administra- 
tiou is needed thun the statement that since 
Gen. Harrison was elected these cities have 
changed trom Republican to Democratic rule: 
Butlalo, Binghamton, ithaca, Kingston, Mic- 
dietown, Newburg, Oswego, Kochester, Sche n- 
ectady, and Watertown. The Democrats only 
lost one city, Syracuse, and that by the treach- 
ery of the friends of Goy. Hill It is but 
natural that the Democrats are beginning to 
boast that they will elect the next Assein- 
biy with a imajority heavy enough to 
offset the majority in the Senate and 
sullticient to insure the election of a Democratic 
United States Seuator. It is this card which 
Goy. Hill proposes to play this coming Fall. 
He bolieves that its success will put the noml- 
nation for President in 1892 within his grasp. 
The Governor has started his canal machine 
and finds if in good working order. If 
he ean succeed in beguiling the Leg- 
isiature to pass the  three-million-dol- 
lar Capitol Appropriation bill which he 
vetoed last pei he can build a new and equal- 
ly powerful machine. His published reasons 
for vetoing that bill last year were economic, 
aud because he had no faith ia the commission 
that was to do the work; but his secret and 
real reason Was that such a bill would be more 
Valuable to him in 1890-91, owing to 1ts close- 
ness to 1892, the Presidential year, than it 
would have been a year ago.

HE RESIGNS AS A SCHOOL TRUSTEE BUT 
THE INQUIRY GOES ON. 


The entef interest in the meeting of the Board 
of Education yesterday afternoon was the pos- 
sible development of all sorts of interesting 
things concerning the Ninth Ward school scan- 
dal, involving the good names of School Trus- 
tee E. J. Tinsdale, Principal B. D. L. Souther- 
land, and bis assistant, Miss Isabella F. Lewis. 
There did occur atleast one surprise. Just about 
as the committee of inveatigation wag to enter 
the star-chamber where the prodding of wit- 
nesses was to continue under the same aus- 
pices as characterized the preeeding invosti- 
gation, Chairman O’Brien received a very 
brief message from Mr. Tinsdale, which was 
addressed to the Board of Etucation, contain- 


ing the interesting announcement; ‘I hereby 
resign my position as Trustee of the sconuools 
of tne Ninth Ward.” Of course this created a 
sengation, 

It had been the intention of a few of the Com- 
missioners to nove that the investigation be 
conducted publicly. Commissioner Sanger, 
with that endgn view, made a personal canvass 
of the twenty-one Cummissioners prescnt at 
the méeting of the board preeeding tho in- 
Vestigation, and found that they stood 17 10 
vpposition Lo an open bearing and 4 10 favor of 
it. Because of this astonishing disregard of 
rublig sentiment Mr. Sanger and hia friends 
reluctantly abandoned their intended motion, 

So, doubly protected, the iuvealiguting corm- 
Mmittes went on with its suspiciousiy-secret 
work, announcing to Mise Lewis that “it was 
being conducted in order to give her ample op- 
portunity to explain the chargeg which were 
made against ber by Mr. Tinadale.” 

Inapecter Fitzpatrick testified concerning 
the statement of Mr. Tinsdale that he founa 
Misa Lewis and Mr, Southerland alone in the 
Principal’s roow long after school had closed 
for the day, Mr. Fitzpatrick said there was 
with Miss Lewis and Mr. toutherland at thar 
1ime another teacher named Miss Smith, He 
furthermore averred that Miss Lewis was in 
street costume, and subsequent witnesses testi- 
tied that the conversation on that eventful oc- 
casion between Miss Lewis and the Principal 
was about the merits of a new reader, It wus 
usserted with great emphasis by Mr. Fitzpat- 
rick that the door of the room in question could 
not have been closed, as Mr, Viusdale said it 
was, at the time of his alieged discovery, be- 
Cause there is a strong spring lock upon it, aud 
he could not bave gained admittance to the 
room save with a key or unless he bad been ad- 
mitted by the persons within the reem, Among 
Miss Lewis’s witnesses who were examined 
were Trustees Benedict, Van Aredale, John P, 
Faure, and i. J. McNamara, M. D, 

When Miss Lewis had testified, her evidence 
being a specific denial of the charges mude by 
Mr. ‘Yiugdale, Mr, Southerland was called, and 
followed witb a repetition of previous denials. 
In both instances the statements were the same 
in substance as those which baye already ap- 
peered in Tuy Times, In all, there were fifteen 
witnesses examined, all of whom testitied in 
Miss Lewis’s favor, Her associates in the 
school volunteered the information that it was 
customary for the teachers in Mr. Southerland’s 
school to meet him between 4 and 5 o’¢lock in 
the afternoon. 

The committee adjourned, after a session of 
nearly six bours, to Monduy afternoon at 5 
o’clock, Wien one more witness will be exam- 
ined. The investigation of the counter-charges 
against Mr, Tinsdale will not bs made, owing to 
lis resignation us Troxtee. ‘he letter of resig- 
nation which he sent to the board was returned 
by the committee, its members refusing to 
wake it public. It was intimated that Mr. 
Tinsdale informed the committee that it was 
“packed” and partial, and that its members 
had determined, before hearing a word of tes- 
timony On either side, to return a report to the 
Board ef Education cogdemniog him and his 
course.

INCENDIARY O8IGIN. 


TWO TRENTON POTTERIES BURNED AT 
A Loss OF $100,000, 


TRENTON, N. J., March 5.—Thomas Maddock 
& Sons’ sauitary ware potiery was found to be 
in flames at 6:30 o'clock to-night, and withina 
short time all of the old wing of the concern 
was a wass of flames, which soon extended to 
the adjoining pottery of John Moses. ‘The fire 
soon reached great proportions, an area of 


nearly two hundred feet square barning. A 
strong breeze blew the flames toward other 
valuable property. 

During ths progress of the fire one of the 
walia of the Maddock Building fell, burying 
several firemen beneath it. ‘they were all 
speedily extricated and none was seriously in- 
jured except Thomas Boyd, Jr., a young gon of 
ex-Chief Enginger Boyd, who was badly crushed 
by the falling débris. 

The loss on the Maddock pottery is estimated 
at $75,000, and on Moses at about $25,000, both 
of which are covered by insurauce. The fire is 
supposed to lave been of incendiary origin. 
Bundles of cottou waste saturated with coal oil 
were found in several paris of the Moses pot- 
tery, aud the time clock at Maddocks’ showed 
that the watchman had been in the room wheres 
the fire began tive minutes before the flames 
were discovered.

A THREATENING FIRE IN BROADWAY. 

The janitor of the Prescott Building, on the 
northwest corner of Broadway and Spring- 
street, was alarmed shortly before 9 o’clock 
last night by smoke which was gradually filling 
the lower portion of the premises. He hunted 
for the fire for nearly twenty minutes before he 
discovered that it was burning in Ernestine 
Lauter’s restaurant in the basoment of the five- 
story building 535 Broadway, adjoining the 
Prescott Building. He lost no time in sending 
outan alarm. When the firemen burat open 
the front doora of the basement they were 
driven back by a body of flame and smoke 
which rushed out upon them. The entire base- 
ment was ablaze, and the fire appeared so 
threatening that Chief Lally ordered a third 
alarm to be sounded. This brought a large 
force of engines and hook and ladder trucks to 
the scene. The fire was quickly extinguished. 

Yhe basement restaurant was completely 
burned out and the loss there will reach 
$2,000. The fire also extended to the rear of 
the firet floor of the building, which is oecu- 
pied vy Stone Brothers, dealers in jewelry 
novelties, whose stook was damaged yg! by 
water to the amount of $1,000. The building 
can be repaired for $700. There was very alight 
damage done to the Prescott Building,

TEXAS PACIFIC'S ANNUAL REPORT. 

The annual meeting of the Texas and Pacitio 
Railway was held yesterday at the offices of 
the company, 195 Broadway. There was no 
election, as by special vote at the last meeting 
the old Board of Directors holds over. The re- 
port contains the satisfactory statement that 
at the close of the fiscal year the company was 
practically free from debt, its available assets 
being sufficient to meet all its obligations. 

The gross earnings for the year to Deo. 31 were 
$6,917,802, an increase of $543,416; expenses, 
$5,072,942; increase, $144,485; net earnings, 
$1,846,860; increase, $398,930; taxes, $173,116; 
increase, $29,903. 

The current floating indebtedness at the close 
of the fiscal yesr was $1,634,710, which was 
offset by cash on hand, due from agents and 
foreign roads, land notes receivable, material 
on hand, &c., $1,636,371. Betterments charged 
to Deo. 31,1889, were: Eastern Division, $134,- 
842; Rio Grande Division, $20,704; New- 
Orleans Division, $165,664; locomotives, steam- 
boats, and other equipments, $177,415; total, 
$498,627, of which $310,853 was charged to 
operating expenses and $187,773 to income ac- 
count. 

The report says that the company’s terminal 
facilities at New-Orleans are not adequate to 
its increasing business. It is believed that 
with an expenditure of $30,000 the company 
can save from $15,000 to $20,000 a year in 
labor, hire of sheiter, &c. Sales of land during 
the year amounted te $105,129.

Gen. John B. Woodward, President of the 
Brooklyn Institute, spoke of the founding of 
tue old institute and the good work it had done 
for Brooklyn, and said it would turn over to the 
new institute property valued at about $150,- 
000, 

The Rev. Dr. Chamberlain was asked to speak 
of the scope and purposes of the new institute, 
and delivered such a glowing address that he 
was givelya rising vote of thanks, and it was 
resolved to print and distribute the speech in 
the interest of the institute.

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FAGAN MAY BE THE MAN 
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THE EX-SENAIOR LONGING 
FOK PARDEER’S SEAT. 

A CHANGE OF SUPERINTENDENTS FOR 
LONG ISLAND CITY’S SCHOOLS TO 
BE TRIED BY THE MAYOR. 


The Long Island’ City School Board had a full 
attendance last night for the first time since 
Mayor Gleason’s determined persecution of 
Principal Burdick led to the resignation of 
Commissioners Fiesel and Hipple. John 
Waish of the First Ward had been ap- 
pointed in Mr. Fiesel’s place, and as that 
of Commissioner Hipple had been already filled 
by the appointment of Mr. MoWilliams no va- 
cancy was left, Mr. Pitcher was absent when 
the board wasealied toorderin itsrooms at 
the City Hall, and the ring had a clear field for 
afew moments, which it utilized by passing a 
resolution providing for the paymentoft $4,500 
to John f. Woodruff for work on the new build- 
ing for the First Ward school. 

When the order of communications was 

reached one was read from George 8. Me- 
Andrews, Principal of the Hillhouse School at 
New-Haven, Conn., applying for the position of 
Superintendent o?7 Schools in Long Island City 
in case @ change was to bemade. Mr. McAn- 
drews was indiscreet erough jo ineclose an in- 
dorsement of himself by Noah Porter, which 
probably seals the fate of his application. 
The resignation of Miss Topping, whom the 
Mayor accused of having ovtained her certifl- 
cate fraudulently, was read and accepted with- 
outcomment. Her friends say there never was 
the shadow of a basis for the Mayor's accusa- 
tion. Then Mr. Kavanagh suggested that the 
board have a regular organization. He said he 
was tired of always having to sign his name as 
** Acting Chairman.” The suggestion was accept- 
ed, of course, and on motion of Mr. McWilliams 
Kavanagh was elected Permanent Chairman, 
A large number of small bills were audited and 
ordered paid. After Mr. Pitcher came in a res- 
olution was passed empowering the Chairman 
to order 4 Warrant drawn for the payment to 
Union College of one year’s rent for the old 
First Ward schoul building without any men- 
tion of the amount, Outside of the irregularity 
of this way of doing business and the op- 
portunity for collusive fraud which i6¢ 
affords, the funny part of this transac- 
tion lies in the fact that the city 
now owes something like ten years’ rent of 
these premises at $2,400 per year, anc is trying 
to get out of paying it to Union College. As 
part of the period for which the rental is due is 
so far back as to be covered by the Statute of 
Limitations, the Trustees of the college, poping 
for some sort of an honest compromise, have 
hesitated to appeal tothe courts for that part 
of the debt which they can still collect. 

The meeting adjourned to Friday evening. It 
is evident from last night’s work that tue new 
Commissioner is as abject a creature of the 
Mayor as Kavanagh and McWilliams and Ban- 
non. There is pobody in the board whois 
likely to oifer even tacit opposition to the at- 
tempt to turn the schools into a political 
machine except Mr. Pitcher, who comes from 
Astoria and represents a constituency which is 
reasonably respectable—tor Long Island City. 

, That Pardee has got to gois generally con- 
ceded. He has fairly licked the dust from tne 
Mayor’s not microscopic shoes since the pres- 
ent trouble began, but the powers that be dis- 
trust him, and ‘‘so much for Buckingham!’ is 
to be the motto of the rudely formed, but ever 
warlike monarch of Long Island City slums, 
He is convinced that deep down in Pardee’s 
heart lies hidden the abominable heresy that 
the public schools are intended to educate 
children properly, and not for the primary pur- 
pose of making votes tor Patrick J. Gleason.

where. Gleason knows him and likes him. He 
has been faithful of late to the fortunes of the 
Hibernian chieftain and may be rewarded. But 
Mr. Tarpy also wants the piace, and if he makes 
himself sufficiently obnoxious to respectable 
people, May secure the promotion. 

A citizen who bas children in the school 
told a TIMES reporter last night that on Tues- 
day the Principal appeared in school so intox- 
icated that he could bardly stand. Ee had 
probably been engaged with his duties as Ex- 
cise Inspector in Morrisania. He has or- 
dered an examination of all the scholars inde- 
pendent of the rules of the School Board. He 
has surreptitiously installed a daughter of his 
own as teacher in the school. A reign of terror 
prevails among all the teachers who have no 
special friends atcourt. Gleason’s last visit to 
the school building reassured nobody. He 
went into the room of Miss Green, a lady who 
-was known to bave appreciated the excellent 
work of Mr. Burdick as an educator, and as he 
was leaving, in the full hearing of all the chil- 
dren remarked, “Yes, we've got a new Prin- 
cipal, and we’re going to have some new teach- 
ers, and don’t you forgetit.” Rumor says that 
the first teucher to be removed will be Miss 
Nettie Brodie, whose testimony at the investi- 
gation, though she tried to make it 60, was not 
satisfactory to’ Gleason, and the next Miss Rose 
Dempsey, whose male relatives were with the 
Petry wing of the Democracy at the last local 
election. 

The Chairman of the School Board is rapidly 
assuming the position of Lerd Lieutenant to 
Mayor Gleason in local politics, He is about 
the nerviest and safest man that the Mayor can 
find, and most of the less important stars in 
the Gleason galaxy shine with his reflected 
light. The heelers, from members of the gt 
of Aldermen down to the men who do not ac 
as street sweepers, take their orders from 
“Tom” Kavanagh. In the Board of Education 
he makes every motion, and the other members 
only ratify his action. But the Mayor makes it 
@ point to be close at hand, so that consultation 
may be easy with one who never shirks re- 
sponsibility. The condition of things is there- 
fore curious, but thoroughly characteristic of 
Long Island City.

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CAROLINE DONOVAN DEAD.

THE FOUNDER OF THE ENGLISH LITER- 
ATURE CHAIR AT JOHNS HOPKINS. 


BALTIMORE, Md, March 5.—Mrs. Caroline 
Donovan, whose gift of $100,000 to found a 
chair of English literature at the Johns Aop- 
kins University has made her name well known 
in literary circles, died at her residence at 
Catonsville this morning at 5 o'clock. She was 
in her eighty-seventh year. 

Mrs. Donovan was born in Baltimore Dec. 20, 
1803, and her maiden name was Caroline Souls. 
by. She was of a Maryland family. Her hus- 
band, the late Joseph Donovan, who was a mer: 
ehant during the early part of bis life, died in 
1861. In her bequest of $100,000 to the Johns 
Hopkins University she stated thas it 
was her desire thas the money should be 
used to establish a char of English litera- 
ture. Her request will be carried out. She ex- 
pressed very decided views that a sound, prac- 
tical knowledge of English was of greater 
value and woula be more beneficial than the 
exolunive attention to a classical and scientific 
education, for which it:should be made the 
groundwork, j 

She had at first intended leaving this money 
to tne Washington and Lee University of Lex- 
ington, Va., but decided, after mature delibersa- 
tion, that it would be better to encourage the 
home institution, particularly as at that time the 
finances of the Johns Hopkins were not in a ve 
flourishing condition, She had a great rega' 
and admiration for Gen. Robert Lee, and 
expressed her intention of leaving him $100,- 
000 if bis death had not prevented the carrying 
out of this design, Among her bequests was the 
sum of $10,000 to the Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity. She also left a block of warehouses on 
Charles and Camden streets, valued at about 
$80,000, in trust with ex-Mayor Latrobe and 
Mr. J. H. Harvey, the income to accrue to the 
Colonization Society of Liberia. A bequest 
was made to the Little Sisters of the Poor,

Lhe towns of Union, Weenawken, and 
Wes Hoboken showet no important miscounta 
and no cortain evideuce of fraud. But there 
Were no registry lists, some of the poli booka 
were very irregularly kept, and few of the 
boxes stamped the ballots. The box from the 
Second Precinct of the town of Union was an 
old-fashioned one without any etamping or 
puncturing apparatus. The opportunities for 
fraud were therefore abundant. : 

The result of the recount in the entire county 
is as given in detail below. The classification 
of the McDonald ballots as “regilar’ and 
“frregular’ is the only general one that it 
seems possible now to make, though it gives an 
inadequate idea of irregularities in the boxes. 
The ballots classed as ‘irregular’ are those 
which boar such unmistakable evidences of 
fraud that no one is likely to question the pro- 


priety of throwing them out of the count. The 
greaier part of them are the so-called ‘little 
okera,”’ but with them are nearly five hundred 
arger ballots, which beara stamp different from 
that of the box they were foundin. Among the 
Daliots classed ag ‘‘regular”’ are all those of 
ordinary size, whatever device they bear at 
their head, if stamped by the box they were 
found in or not stamped at all. 

There is no doubt that there are hundreds, 
aud perhaps thousands, of fraudulentiy-cast 
baliots among them, but the committee has not

Several plans were proposed to remedy this 
difficulty. it was suggested that play start on 
Friday afternoon and be continued on Satur- 
day, two innings being played toa matcéch. An- 
other plan introduced was that two-inning 
matches be played, the game starting on Satur- 
day and being concluded a week later. still 
another scheme of the same sort was that play 
be called at 9 o’clock on Saturday morning and 
two innings be pushed through that day. 

All of these plans, however, met with consid- 
erable opposition, owing to the difficulty in 
getting the players to tuke sufficient time from 
their business to Carry thém out. A séheme was 
then suggested by Mr. Thayer, which . he be- 
lisved would meet the ditliculty. His plan was 
to divide an ianing into three turns, that is, the 
side batting first was to stay in until threes men 
were Out, then the other side would go in and 
lose three wickets. This operation would be re- 
peated, and inthe third turn four wickets to 
go down instead of three. 

Mr. Thayer argued that this scheme would 
keep up both the play and interest until the 
time fixed for drawing stumps. [f, as is gen- 
erally the case, the first inning of a match 
should be finished abouts 4 o’elock P. M., there 
would be still pienty of time to play a turn or 
two foreach side, while there would not be 
time to fipish a complete second inning. Thus, 
aithough undér the present system the gaine 
would be practicaily over at 4 o’elock, under 
the proposed plan the side behind on the first 
inning Would still have a good opportunity to 
win the match, as the result of the game would 
not go back to completed innings but to com- 
pleted turns, 

This plan suggested a change from all the 
cricket methods 50 radical in its nature that it 
took some time to convince the majority of 
those present that it would be for the good of 
the game. ‘The more it was considered and dis- 
cussed, however, the more firmiy did the ma- 
jority of the meeting seem to be of the opinion 
that 1t was just what was needed to popularize 
the game in this country. 

The matter will be finally acted upon at a 
mecting to be held next Thursday, 13th inst. 
The meeting to-day also carefully considered 
the proposition to form a central club to man- 
age international matches and games with 
clubs from other cities. 








REVENUE MARINE DHGRADED. 





MERELY FOR THE ADVANCEMENT OF A 
MAN NOW A CIVILIAN. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—An amendment has 
been proposed by Senator Chandler to the bill 
transferring the Revenue Marine to the navy, 
whereby Isaac MeKinley of New-York City can 
be made a Captain in the Revenue Marine and 


be transferred, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the bill, to the grade of Lieutenant 
Commander in the navy. 

Amone Revenue Marine officers the amend- 
ment is deemed eminently unjust, and navy ofti- 
cers, supporting the measure otherwise, are 
especially adverse to this provision. Isaac Mc- 
Kinley left the navaiservice in 1862, ranking in 


company with all volunteer officers discharged 
from the uavy, his diseharzge conveyed tho 
thanks of the Navy Department. McKinley, 
however, is said to be making considerable vit 
of this printed expression, that can be pro- 
duced by hundreds of 6x-volunteer naval ofli- 
cera throughout the country. At the presént 
time McKinley, who is fifty-five years of age, is 
serving as Assistant Constructor in the Fire 
Department of New-York City. His salary is 
$2,500 ayear. Should he sucésed in becoming 
# Lieutenaut Commander in the navy, he would 
receive $2,300, and this without having per- 
formed any service since 1862. 

It is reported that there are fully fifteen 
vacancies in the different grades of the Rev- 
enue Mariné Service as yet unililed by pro- 
motions, and some oflicers have been kept 
Waiting for over @ year without obtaining 
what is rightfully deemed theirs. The ap- 
pointment of McKinley is e¢onsidered an asper- 
sion on the whole service in effect that none 
of its grades contains officers competent to fill 
vacancies that occur, McKinley, being fifty-five 
years of agé, would retire in seven years, or 
at sixty-two, on three-quarter pay, the full 
pay after five years’ service being $3,000, A 
greater injustice to the officers of the Revenue 
Marine could not, itis thought, be perpetrated 
than the appsiniment of a civilian te its high- 
est grade, while oflicers havé performed duty 
for upward of fifteen years only to find them- 
selves at the last inoment deprived of advance- 
ment rightfully and legally theirs. 1t is un- 
derstood that Mr. John Purroy is the backer of 
McKinley.

HIGHHER AVERAGE PRIOES 
THAN EV&E BEFORE, 

A NOTABLE LOT OF HORSEMEN AT 

THE CLOSING OUT SALE OF THE 

ROSE MEADE TROTTING STUD. 


All previous sales of horses at auction were 
eclipsed at the American Institute Building yes- 
terday when the clearing out sale of the Rose 
Meade Trotting Stud was begun. Forty-three an- 
imals were sold for a total of $140,270, au aver- 
age of $8,262 09, arecord the like of which is not 
known in the history of the breeding of horses. 
The lot included four stallions, which sold for 
$62,500, an average of $15,625; three trotting 
sisters, one, two, and three years old, respect- 
ively, who sold for $12,900, an average of 
$4,300, and thirty-six brood mares, who 
brought a total of $64,870 and an average 
of $1,802 41. A year ago, March 7, 
1889, Mr. L. J. Rose had a decidedly sen- 
sational sale at the same place, forty-six ani- 
mals, mostly the get of Aloazar and Stamboul, 
then selling for a total of $117,700, an aver- 
age of $2,558 70. The highest price then paid 
wa® for the two-year-old colt Masvot, which 
brought $26,000, The star at yestorday’s sale 
was Aloazar, who brought $25,800, but the 
two-year-old Voodoo, by Stamboul, pressed him 
very closely, he being disposed of for $24,100 
after a hard fight. 
But the sale of Alcazar was the sensation of 
the day, and the crowd that assembled to take 
part in the bidding or to enjoy the contest for 
possession was such a one as is rarely seen to- 
gether. A thoroughly well-informed horseman 
estimated that the gentlemen present Own 
or control in the aggregate trotting and 
pacing stock that at a fair valuation, 
as prices now rule, is worth between 
$1,750,000 and $2,000,000. All parts of 
the country were represented, and even 
Nova Scotia had its representatives 
therein Henry Townsend, who bred the first 
standard trotter ever raised in the province, 
and his friend, “Sleepy Jack” Murray. Tho 
cash capital represented by the gentlemen 
present must have been at least $200,000,000. 
From this city, for example, there were present 
the Bonnors—Robert, David, and Alley—Theo- 
dore F, Havemeyer, the Sugar Trust magnate; 
A. B. Darling of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, the 
Sire Brothers, Charles E, Ford, Samuel MeMil-

A. BE. Whyland, the rich grocer; William Rooke- 
feller, the Standard Oil magvate; Jobn

All these inspected with critical eyes the 
parade of the Rose-Meade stock which preceded 
the sale, and which was a better one than is 
usually seen at any horse snow. Mr. Rose and 
Auctioneer Kellogg made their little speeches, 
and then L. J. Rose, Jr., drove out tho star of 
the sale, the seven-year-old stallion Alcazar, a 
fairly well built ploodgoay, who promises to be- 
come one of the sensational sires or the coun- 
try. Mr. Kellogg proceeded at once to business, 
and so did John E. Madden of Kentucky, who, 
in responses to Mr. Kelloga’s question, How 
much am I bid?’ shouted: 

“Fifteen thousand dollars !’"" 

That set the bali rolling, and bids came thick 
and fast until $21,000 was reached by jumps of 
$1,000 at atime, Robert Steele of Philadelphia, 
KE. A. Tipton, Secretary of the Kentucky re 
ciation; Capt. Fred Pabst of Wilwaukee, and I. 
G. Babcock of Hornellsville, taking part in it. 
Then came bids by hundreds of dollars, Mr. 
Steele stopping at $21,500and Mr. Madden re- 
tirlng at $23,000. Business was lively up to 
$25,000, and then bids of only a hundred ata 
time were made until Mr.. Tipton stopped at 
$25,300, the limit set by the syudicate for whom 
he was avting. Capt. Pavst aud Mr. Babcock 
were left to fight it out alone, and $25,600 was 
the latter’s last bid. A jumpof $200 convinced 
him that he could not beat the Milwaukee brew- 
ers, and to them went the prize, the Ublein 
Brothers, who have started astock farm in Wis- 
congin, being partners in the purchase. 

Capt. Pabst was surrodnded by friends and 
congratulated, as there was a general impres- 
sion that whoever bought Alcazar would have 
to pay at least $50,000 for him, 

* Milwaukee has “he best beer in the world,” 
shouted the Captain, flushed with his success, 
‘and we are going to have the best stock farm, 
if money will getit.’” H6é was very happy. 

The excitement over this sale had hardly 
abated when Voodoo, a two-year-old son of 
Stamboul, was led onto the track, and Messrs. 
Madden, Tipton, Babcock, and one or two 
others had a lively scrimmage in bidding until 
the colt was run up to $10,000. Then John H. 
Shults shied his castor into the ring and began 
bidding $1,000 at a time to the other bidders, 
$100. He made sort work of all but Mr. Bab- 
cock by the time $20,000 was reached. The 
latter hung on persistontiy, however, and 
shouted back his “100” every time Mr. Shults 
raised him $1,000 until $24,000 was _ reached. 
Then Mr. Shults retired, and Mr. Babcock’s 
noxt bid of $100 secured the prize. 

These two were the sensational features of a 
remarkable day’s sale. But biddiug was none 
the less lively for the other prizes of this famous 
farm. As one lot after another was knocked 
down at remarkably stiff prices théré came tlie 
observation from One enthusiast: ‘Why does 
Mr. Rose abandon such a puying game as this? 
Ho won’t find its equal ameng the runners; 
there’s harder work there.” 

Mr. Rose’s explanation is this: He has suc- 
ceeded wonderfully with the trotters and be- 
li6ves he can do equally well with the 
thoroughbreds, rezarding which he bas theories 
that he believes wiil bring him both fortune 
and fame with equal rapidity. Tne general

POLIOH OAPTAINS #BXPLAIN. 
SIX OF THEM ON TRIAL FOR VIOLATING 


A RULE OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The eix Police Captains, McLaughlin—Brogan, 
Clinchy, Reilly, Killilea, and Washburn—who 
are accused of violating one of the rules of the 
department in failing to transmit to the Central 
Office complaints against members of their 
commands within twenty-four hours after they 
were accorded on the biotter at the station 
house, were placed on trial before President 
MacLwan yesterday. 

Capt, McLaughlin had two such complaints 
against him, and he claimed that the delay was 
caused by his custom of investigating trivial 
complaints before forwarding them to Head- 
quarters. In the case of Capt. Brogan, against 
whom fottr complaints were recorded, the ac- 
cused officer explained that the complaints 
were made on Saturday morning, and that on 
account of the Saturday half holiday and Sun- 
day intervening, when the Chief Clerk’s office is 
closed and no person present suthorized to 
receive the documents, he held them over until 
Mouday. This is the first complaint recorded 
against Capt. Brogan for twenty years past. 

Capt. Clinchy based his defense on an exactly 
similar state of facts. Capt. Reilly explained 
that the complaint against him wae due to the 
time occupied in the proper investigation of a 
serious charge against a policeman. Capt. 
Killilea said that the delay in his case was 
caused by an oversight of the Sergeant who re- 
ceived the complaint in not entering it on the 
blotter at the time it was received. Capt. Wash- 
burn in his defense sald that the complaint 
which was delayed did not reach him until 
after his morning returns and other returns 
bad been dispatebed by messenger to Head- 
quarters. His station house at High Bridge is 
atleast nine miles from Police Headquarters 
and he dia not believe it was either wise or nec- 
easary to take a policeman from his regular 
duty and send him all that distance with the 
document.

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THE BASBHBALL M&ETING. 
PROBABILITIES THAT INDIANAPOLIS 
' AND WASHINGTON WILL RETIRE. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 5.—The meeting of 
the National League did not begin until 11 
o’clock this morning, and two hours later. when 
recess was taken, it was given out that only 
committee business had been transacted. It is 
understood that the morning session was de- 
voted to a discussion concerning the reduction 
of the number of clubsin the League to eight, 
but no definite result was reached. It seems 
tobe the general impression that President 
Brush of Indianapolis will not se}! bis fran- 
chise tothe League at a price that would be 
considered. 

President A. G. Spalding was seen during the 
recess and asked as tothe probable admission 
of Detroit to the League and as to the ten-club 
schedule. He said that the policy of the 


League was not to increase but to decrease the 
number of clubs, and there was but little possi- 
bility of the admission of Detroit. If that club 
was admitted it would necessitate a twelve- 
club League, and an Easiern club would have 
to be taken in. There was uo Eastorn city that 
was desiredin the League at this time. Re- 
garding the schedule Mr. Spalding remarked 
that the matter was still in the hands of the 
committee, and none but members of the com- 
mittee knew what had been decided upon. It 
was not proposed to give information on the 
subject until the committees wae ready to re- 
port, and the schedule would be the last busi- 
neas considered at the meeting. 

Manager Leadly of the Detroit Club tnwit- 
tingly betrayed the secret ot Brush’s anxiety 
when asked if there was any probability of a 
transfér of the Washington franchise to the 
City of the Straits by saying: “1 am afraid not. 
It looks to me asif there would be only eight 
elubs in the League this year. Washington 
wants to sell and we are anxious to buy, but 
I’ve made a good many inquiries during the 
last twelve hours, and [ am constrained to be- 
lieve that we have not much hope of getting in. 
The general desire is for an cight-club League, 
and in spite of all that has been said to the con- 
trary Lam about convinced that Indianapolia 
and Washington will go out.” Secretary Sean- 
drett of the Pittsburg Club seemed to think 
that thé Schedule Committee anticipated tha 
sale of Washington’s franchise to Detroit when 
it drew up the recommendation providing for 
@n equal division of the mileage expenses of 
the several clubs. 

‘* You sée,” he said, “if Detroit were to take 
Washington's place Pittsburg would be thrown 
into the Eastern group, and the consequence 
would be a gréatly-increased mileage expense. 
Under the present division of the ciuis Pitts. 
burg has Much the best of it, for when the 
Western clubs go East we have a shorter dis- 
tance than any of them to travel. But if we 
wets put in the HKastern division we would 
have to do some very lively hustling to jump 
around With Boston, Brooklyn, and New-York, 
and onr mileage would be much larger than that 
of any other club. This equal division of the 
miloagés éxpenses will, of course, do away with 
the objections that we would otherwise be com- 
pelled t6 raise against being transferred to the 
Eastern group. However, I think this scheme 
to divide the mileage expenses equally is a very 
good one, no matter whether Detroit takes 
Washington’s place or not, and I’m surprised 
that something like It was not thoughiof long 
ago.”

The seating of FEATHERSTON, vice CATE, 
‘for the First Arkansas District yesterday 
in the House of Representatives was 
accomplished by a very narrow margin. 
Four Republicans—O’CONNELL of Nebras- 
ka, Hirr of Illinois, Kerr of Iowa, and DE 
HAVEN of California—voted against the 
motion for the previous question, and had 
there been a full attendance of Democrats 
the scheme would have failed, as, accord- 
ing to all the facts that have been made 
public, it ought to have done. The vote on 
this motion was only 145 to 141. But 
apparently the courage of the dissenting 
Republicans did not last to the end, as the 
vote on the final question was 145 to 135. 
The case was interesting as showing the 
use for which Mr. REED’s new rules were 
intended. They seem to be acting very 
effectively. 
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Gov. Huiii’s economy in vetoing last 
year’s appropriation for the State Capitol 
was shown up in the Senate yesterday. 
According to Commissioner PERRY’s state- 
ment, read by Senator SLOAN, the neglect 
to complete constructions already begun 
and to make repairs as they aro required 
costs the State at least $75,000 a year in 
the deterioration and disintegration of the 
work. The amount of lastyear’s appropria- 
tion could not be saved by a veto, because 
it was for work that must be done, but that 


work willcost $75,000 more on account of 
the delay for which the Governor is re- 
sponsible. His ideas of economy did not 
lead him. to veto the bill providing for 
an unnecessary. clerk to disburse the 
funds which he did not permit to 
be appropriated. Gov. HILL’s manifest 
and persistent abuse of the veto pow- 
er is begetting a serious discussion of 
its dangers, which may sooner or later lead 
to its restriction. It is a power that 
should be used with the deepest sense of 
public responsibility, but by Gov. HILt it 
i has been abused to serve all manner of 
partisan and personal ends, to the vast in- 
jury of public interests. He has assumed 
‘to exercise a power over legislation greater 
-than that of the Senate and Assembly, and 
jhe hus exercised it wantonly aud recklessly 
-in scores of instances. 


The subway business has evidently got 
‘into a new tangic through the proposed 
’ sontract for a division of the work of con- 
‘{seruction, There would be no objection, so 


far at least as the public is concerned, to 
the’ proposition to give to another com- 
pany the‘construction of subways for elec- 
tric light and power wires, reserving to the 
Consolidated Company those for telegraph 
and telephone wires, if the company to 
which it is preposed to give this new con- 
tract were an independent subway com- 
pany that could be relied on to treat all 
corporations using light and power cur- 
rents with fairness and impartiality. But 
it is well known that the Standard Com- 
pany is a creature of the United Light 
and Power Company and in the control 
of the interests that use the West- 
inghouse system. It is certainly not de- 
sirable to give the control of sub- 
ways for light and power currents to 
a concern that owns and operates a par- 
ticular system, thus enabling it either to 
exclude rivals from the use of the subways 
or to place them under ruinous disadvan- 
tages. All companies using electric wires 
should have equal opportunities and ad- 
vantages in the use of the subways, and 
the latter should not fall under the control 
of any one or any number of electric com- 
panies. If they cannot be held for the use 
of all on equal terms and conditions in the 
possession of companies formed only to 
construct and maintain them, they ought 
to be brought speedily under a direct public 
control. 
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Chicago knowsthat it cannot raise money 
enough to hold a World’s Fair. Everybody 
knows it—even the Republican bosses and 
the obedient Congressmen who did their 
bidding in voting to let Chicago have the 
fair. But what are the Republican bosses 
and the Congressmen going to do? If Chi- 
cago asks them for ten, fifteen, or twenty 
million dollars from the Federal Treasury, 
and they refuse to give it, the gusty rage 
of that city will descend upon them with 
cyclonic violence, and Illinois will go Dem- 
ocratic in 1892. If they do give it, the East 
and South, and reasonable men every where, 
will ask them to justify sending the fair to 
a city too poor to hold a fair, when New- 
York stood ready to carry out the project 
with her own abundant means. Whatever 
they do, they will be sevefely and justly 
censured, and that is what they deserve. 
They behaved like narrow and stupid parti- 
sans in the first place, and they must now 
freely squander the public funds or confess 
that they are cowards and shirk their re- 
sponsibility. 








The. court-martial which was ordered 
yesterday to convene at Mare Island for the 
trial of Commander J. B. COGHLAN will 
concern itself chiefly with a very remark- 
able letter which that officer wrote to the 
editor of a Vallejo newspaper. It was a 
prolonged ‘‘ growl” of a very comprehensive 
character. It accused the engineers of 
being all ‘‘mad” because they could not 
command the ships, of being afraid to 
make their engines go, and of being always 
behind the times. It satirized the Medical 
Corps and the Pay Corps, yet paid just as 
much attention to the line officers, denounc- 
ing them for constantly aiming to get some 
advancement in pay or promotion, and for 
complaining because some brother officer 
had got ahead faster than themselves. 
One particular accusation which seems 
to have, stirred up the Navy Depart- 
ment was as to the management of 
Mare Island, which the letter declared 
to have been run im the interest of politics. 
It is at least a kind of extenuation of Com- 
mander COGHLAN’S all-embracing dissatis- 
faction that he was in command of the 
Mohican at the time he expressed it, and 
Secretary WHITNEY used that vessel as a 
conspicuous illustration of how repairs 
could be made to cost ‘three times what a 
new ship of the same character could have 
been built for,” while she is now several 
knots slower than before all the repairing 
was done. Possibly, also, it may be shown 
that the letter was intended for a more 
limited use than the one to which it was 
put. 


A TRIBUTE JO CIVIL SERVICE RE- 
FORM. . 
Hypocrisy is said to be the tribute that 
vice pays to virtue, and the attack made by 
such vulgar champions of the spoils system 
as Messrs. HATTON and EWART upon the 
Civil Service Commissioners, under the pre- 
tense that they have failed in their duty, 
may be taken as a conspicuous tribute to 
the cause of civil servicereform. That such 
creatures as these should be put forward to 
make this attack shows the desperate 
straits to which the enemies of the reform 
are driven. The strength of the cause in 
public confidence is virtually admitted 
when men in official stations, who have 
some care for their reputation, dare not 
appear as its open opponents, but instigate 
those who have no reputation to lose to 
make charges which they cannot sustain. 
In a review of these charges, which we 
print this morning, Mr. Witt1am Dup- 
LEY FOoULKE, the well-known leader 
of the civil service reform cause in 
President HARRISON’s own State, dis- 
tinctly declares that “there is defi- 
nite information showing that Mr. 
Hatron of the Post, in his attacks upon the 
commission, has been sustained by officials 
high in the Federal service. Government 
employés have been sent to him for the 


purpose of furnishing him with informa- 
tion upon which he prepares his attacks 
against the commission.” Mr. FOuULKE 
does not name these “officials high in the 
Federal service,” but it is a safe sur- 
mise that Postmaster General WANAMAKER 
and his first assistant, Mr. CLARKSON, are 
gmong them. When enemies of the reform 
*‘ high in the Federal service” resort to such 
instruments as Mr. HATTON and Mr. Ewart 
for an attack upon the Commissioners, and 
when their so-called charges prove to be 
such flimsy stuff as has been presented be- 
fore the House committee, and break down 
so’ completely under investigation, the 
friends of the reform have reason to rejoice 
in the strength 1t has attained. 

Mr. FouLkKE is well known all over the 
country as one of the fairest and most can- 
did as well as most zealous of civil service 
reformers. He supported HARRISON in the 
last Presidential campaign and looked to 
see the pledges of his party fulfilled. A 
warning coming from him is‘ entitled to 
more ¢har ordinary signifecance, and he

distinctly warns the Administration thatif 
this attack upon the Commissioners were 
to attain its purpose of securing their 
‘removal, it would ‘“‘stultify the Ad- 
ministration,” ‘‘ discredit the Republican 
Party among all those who still believe the 
President meant what he said when he de- 
clared that the law should be enforced and 
extended,” and would ‘drive from the 
party the reform element, whfch is far 
larger than the politicians have ever im- 
agined.” Mr. FouLKE justly regards the 
charges now under investigation by the 
Civil Service Committee of the House of 
Representatives as “nothing more nor less 
than an attack by the spoils system against 
civilservice reform itself.” He also distinctly 
shows how “ most of the charges have mis- 
erably failed,” a large number being simply 
abandoned for lack of testimony to give 
them even a semblance of plausibility. 

Practically these prosecutors in behalf 
of the spoils system have been reduced 
to the Shidy case for anything at all that 
can be made to hold together, and there 
is very little substance to that. We do 
not quite agree with Mr. FouLkr that 
the Commissioners were altogether right 
in exerting themselves to provide a place 
for SHipY ‘at Washington after he had 
been discharged from the Milwaukee Post 
Office for telling the truth and aiding them 
in their investigation of that office. Wedo 
not question the principle upon which they 
acted or the motives by which they were 
actuated, but the man’s conduct had shown 
him to be unworthy of the confidence they 
placed in him. They were induced to re- 
gard him as being in himself worthy and 
well-meaning, as well as capable, and as 
having consented to wrongdoing under 
pressure through fear of losing the place 
upon which he and his family were de- 
pendent. Doubtless they believed that if 
freed from coercion in some department 
at Washington he would justify his pro- 
fessions and their confidence, but they 
judged hastily, and Mr. ROOSEVELT now 
admits that he believes SHIDy’s “moral 
make-up” to be ‘‘such as to unfit him to 
be in any public position.” In point of 
fact he made that pretty plain at Mil 
waukee, 

But after all the only serious point in the 
charge relating to SHIDY’s appointment in 
the Census Bureau at Washington at the re- 
quest of the Civil Service Commissioners is 
that they concealed the Milwaukee record of 
SHipy from Mr. WANAMAKER and Mr. Por- 
TER and represented him to be a worthy and 
deserving person. Notonly has this not been 
proved, but it is absurd upon the face of it. 
SHIDY’s record had been fully made known 
in the report of the Commissioners upon 
the investigation of the Milwaukee Post 
Office. It was known of all men, and 
most of all to Mr. WANAMAKER, un- 
less he had excluded from his mind 
knowledge of the affairs of his own 
department which was familiar to all news- 
paper readers. His pretense that he had 
read the Commissioner’s report without 
learning all there was to know of SHIDY’s 
character is ridiculous. No attempt was 
made to conceal anything from him, and 
there was no reason to suppose that he 
needed information about SHipy. Mr. Por- 
TER, after testifying that he did not know 
that SHIDY had been mixed up with any 
wrongdoing, finally admitted that Mr. 
ROOSEVELT had told him that SHIDY was a 
weak man who had been coerced into doing 
wrong. 

Nothing is really left even of this charge 
of deception or misrepresentation. lt has 
been clearly shown that the Commissioners 
concealed nothing in asking for SHIDY’s 
appointment by Mr. Porter and for Mr. 
WANAMAKER’S consent to it. Both knew 
exactly the circumstances of the case, and 
if SHipy has turned out badly it is to the 
disappointment of the Civil Service Com- 
missioners, and shows nothing worse in 
them than a misjudgment of the man’s 
merits. To this has the investigation of 
the spoilsmen dwindled, and they have 
succeeded only in vindicating the commis- 
sion and showing the strength of the re- 
form by the impotency of their attack 
upon it. 








FUSSING WITH SILVER. 

A bill has been introduced into Con- 
gress proposing still another way of deal- 
ing with silver in our currency, so that 
certainly if the national legislators do not 
find a way out of the muddle in which we 
have involved ourselves it will not be for 
want of suggestions. The new bill differs 
from its numerous predecessors in provid- 
ing for entire honesty on the part of the 
Government toward the people—a feature 
which in itself has the charm of nov- 
elty. In substance the bill authorizes 
and directs the Secretary of the 
Treasury to issue certificates upon gold 
and silver bullion, payable at the op- 
tion of the holder, one-half in gold coin or 
bullion and one-half either in gold or in 
silver bullion in quantity to make its value 
equal to gold or in silver dollars. The price 
by which the Secretary will determine how 
much silver bullion is equivalent to gold 
when payment is made in this way is to be 
the price in the open market, but he must 
‘disregard speculative quotations.” This, 
as we have said, is honest. The man who 
accepts such a certificate as is here 
provided as money in payment for 
a purchase or discharge of a debt 
will be sure of getting the face value of 
his certificate. So far as his “‘ money” is 
concerned, he will not be cheated. He will 
get the real thing for it, or what he can 
exchange it for will be worth the same the 
world over. This isno small virtuein any 
money issued by the Government, and one 
that is sorarely met with that *‘ Goxern- 
ment money” is generally understood as 
something not possessing it. 

There are other features of the bill which 
are not so satisfactory. In the first place, 
the Secretary is directed to buy not less 
than $4,000,000 worth and not more than 
$5,000,000 worth every month of silver 
the product of American mines, or of ores 
imported into the United States, antil he 
shall have bought $250,000,000 worth in 
all. He is to issue certificates upon this 
bullion and an egual amount of gold bull- 
ion as fast as he_ possibly can, ex- 
cept that he must not issue in any 
one month more than twice the value 





of tho silver purchased, and tke limit 
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to the total issue of bullion certificates is 
fixed at $500,000,000. As these certificates 
are to be legal tender for all debts, public 
and private, including Clearing-House bal- 
ances, and are to form part of the legal 
reserve of the national banks, we should 
say that $500,000,000 would be quite 
enough to add to the currency in the next 
ten years or so. The obvious objection to 
this scheme is that it proposes to tax the 
people of the United States in the long run 
very heavily to maintain the price of 
silver or to advance it. The pur- 
chase of at least $48,000,000 worth 
of eilver each year, which is more than the 
product of the American mines over and 
above the demand for mechanical purposes 
and the arts, would very likely advance the 
price so long as the purchases were kept 
up. But when the purchases were stopped 
we should find ourselves with $250,000,000 
of certificates to redeem whether the price 
were to fall or not. It most assuredly 
would fall so soon as the artificial stimn- 
lus of forced purchases in such large amounts 
was withdrawn. A stock of that size 
steadily depreciating in value would not be 
@ good investment., 

It is only too apparent that in all these 
schemes the main purpose is not to provide 
a perfectly sound currency of uniform value 
at all times and all places—which is the sole 
function that the Government of the United 
States can fairly perform, or has any right 
to undertake—but to provide a profitable 
market for silver. Now that is no part of 
the business of the Government any more 
than it is the business of the Government 
to make a market for wheat or iron or con- 
fectionery. If the owners of silver mines 
can make a fair profit out of the legitimate 
use of their product by the Government, so 
much the better for them. If they cannot, 
they must look out for themselves, as their 
fellow-citizens are required and compelled 
todo. This legitimate use is, in our judg- 
ment, confined to the coinage of silver 
within a fixed limit that has well nigh 
been reached already. Thatcan be done 
without risk to the community or favorit- 
ism to any part ofit. But itis all that can 
be done under these conditions, which are 
imperative, both in honesty and in common 
sense. 











SECRECY AND “SEDITION.” 

Every Senator who took part in what was 
supposed to be the “ secret session” of the 
Senate on Tuesday, and who yesterday read 
the full and accurate accounts of the pro- 
ceedings of that session in the morning 
papers, must have been not a little ashamed 
of the body of which he is a member. His 
chagrin must be nearly as great if he 
opposed as if he supported the absurd prop- 
osition of Mr. DOLPH to proceed for ‘ sedi- 
tion” against the correspondents of news- 
papers who had told the public what 
Senators had told them. A man who can- 

not keep his own secrets is commonly and 
justly regarded as a weakling, and every 
executive session affords fresh evidence 
that there are Senators who either can not 
or will not keep the secrets which they are 
trying to punish people who are under no 
sort of official or honorable obligation to 
keep for disclosing. It is not to be assumed 
that the Senators who tattle are the same 
Senators who threaten, though this is by 
no means inconceivable. It is enough to 
be assured that the Senate as a body shows 
a disposition to punish other people for not 
keeping to themselves what it cannot keep 
to itself. The extraordinary precautions 
taken against leakage at the last executive 
session simply served to bring out in sharp- 
er relief the fact that, if the secrets of ex- 
ecutive sessions promptly transpire, it is 
not because wails have ears but because 
Senators have tongues. 

The star chamber, to which the Senate 
in secret session has not infrequently been 
hkened, was an oppressive and tyrannical, 
but it was at least a serious and business- 
like tribunal, whereas the Senate in session 
with closed doors has become a mere farce. 
It does notchange its farcical charucter that 
Mr. Dotrx should propose to punish the 
promulgators of its proceedings for the 
antiquated offense of ‘‘ sedition,” which 
really has no place atall in the catalogue 
of crimes in a Government of laws and of 
public opinion. The spectacle of half a 
dozen newspaper correspondents arraigned 
for this undefined and mediwval offense, 
in the United States and late in the nine- 
teenth century, for not keeping the secrets 
of the Senate better than the Senate can 
keep them itself would be likely to dispel 
the whole cloud of mystery and nonsense 
which overhangs executive sessions im a 
burst of Homeric laughter. Senator DoLPH 
isof the opinion that it would be an edi- 
fying spectacle, admirably calculated to 
strike terror into evildoers, and Senator 
EVARTS seems inclined to agree with him 
that ‘‘sedition” is a substantial and serious 
oitense for which the correspondents are 
triable. Unless, as we partly suspect, the 
Senator from New-York expressed this 
opinion with his tongue in his cheek, he 
appears to have lost, among other things, 
the sense of humor for which he was at one 
time distinguished. 

It is to be assumed, however, that the 
whole Senate, or a majority of it, is not 
lost to a sense of humor, and that it will 
not adopt Senator DoLpPn’s ridiculous pro- 
posal for the selection and flagellation of 
scapegoats for its own indiscretion. That 
Senator seems torely upon the definition 
of sedition in the dictionary, which de- 
olares that itis “‘ the arousing of discontent 
against government and disturbance of 
public tranquillity by speaking or circulat- 
ing inflammatory publications.” The in- 
flammatory publications now in question 
age reports of what has been actually said 
and done by Senators of the United States 
in executive'session assembled. The accu- 
racy of the reportsis not questioned. In 
fact it is the accuracy of them that is 
offensive, so thatif the public has been 
inflamed, of which we have seen no evi- 
dence whatever, it has been inflamed by 
the words and acts of Senators themselves. 
Even Senator DoLpH ought to be able to 
see that a prosecution of the correspondents 
for this offense has no; proper place except 
upon the burlesque stage. 

It is possible that the ridicule such a per- 
formance would bring upon the Senate 
might do what reason has thus far failed to 
do in bringing to an end the oustom whiah 
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can be maintained only by ridiculous 
means. The crime of sedition is best known 
to modern laymen by the reference to it in 
the litany, where it is conpled with “ privy 
conspiracy.” To the ordinary mind the 
Senate itself is mach more clearly engaged 
in “privy conspiracy” when it attempts to 
settle public affairs in secret sessions than 
the correspondents are engaged in sedition 
who repeat what Senators tell them about 
what goes on in those sessions. If any con- 
fidence is betrayed, obviously it is be- 
trayed by the Senators and not by the cor- 
respondents, and it is by the action of its 
own members that the Senate is brought 
into contempt. The only way in which it 
can purge itself of this contempt is to dis- 
cuss public affairs in public and to abolish 
the secret sessions, which can escape being 


farces only by becoming seriously danger- 


ous.

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THE NEW BREWERY COMPANIES. 

At the suggestion of one of the original 
owners of the property now held by the 
English Limited Liability Company of 
SAMUEL ALLSOPP & SONS, a committee of 
shareholders will soon make a thorough in- 
quiry concerning the foundation and sub- 
sequent history of the corporation. The 
results of this inquiry cannot fail to interest 
a large number of persons in Great Britain, 
and a considerable number in the United 
States, for the methods observed in trans- 
ferring the great breweries at Burton-on- 
Trent from the private owners to 
the shareholders of a corporation were 
those that have since been used in 
making a similar change in ownership 
with respect to scores of breweries in 
England and the many similar properties 
in this country—whose total capitalization 
probably exceeds $50,000,000—that have 
recently passed into the hands of English 
investors, 

In nearly all transfers of this kind the 
capital of the new company has been sub- 
scribed in three classes of securities—de- 
bentures, preferred stock, and ordinary 
stock. Upon the first two classes there is a 
fixed rate of interest, and the third class 
takes that part of the profits which can 
safely be distributed after the interest on 
the debentures and preferred stock has 
been paid. Prospectuses commonly indicate 
for the ordinary shares a dividend of from 
8 to 12 per cent., and the investment in 
such shares has a speculative element. In 
the case of the Allsopp company the inter- 
est on the debentures was fixed at 41, per 
cent., and the rate upon the preferred 


stock at 6 per cent., while the prospectus— 
based upon' the record of the original 
owners’ business as shown in the certifi- 
cate of certain well-known accountants— 
indicated a dividend of at least 8 per 
cent. on the ordinary shares or common 
stock. The entire capital is $16,500,000, 
one-third of which is allotted to each of 
the three classes of securities. The ordi- 
nary shares ran up to 180soon after the 
foundation of the company, but are now 
selling at about 75, because the dividend 
has steadily fallen from about 8 per cent. 
to only 31. But the market price of the 
debentures is 105, and the preferred shares 
are selling at 110. It appears that the 
$11,000,000 represented by these securi- 
ties was in the neighborhood of the real 
value of the property, and that the ordi- 
nary shares represent the “ water’ that 
was added when the company was formed. 

So far as we can learn, the experience of 
investors in the Allsopp shares has been 
exceptional. But that company is three 
years old, and scarcely any of the com- 
panies to which American brewers have 
sold out have been in existence long enough 
to declare a full annual dividend. There is 
in Ergland one older venture of the kind, 
and a remarkably successful one—the 
Guinness Brewery Compauy, whose ordi- 
nary shares are quoted at 340, (par 100,) 
while its 5 per cent. debentures sell at 127 
and its 6 per cent. preferred shares at 156. 
But, while it was the great profits of in- 
vestors in the Guinness securities that 
gave force to the movement for the 
purchase of similar properties by lim- 
ited liability companies, the prosperity 
of that concern has not been equaled by 
any of those set up in imitation of it. The 
shares of several of the new American com- 
panies—or new English companies owning 
American property—are quoted in London. 
The ordinary shares of the Frank Jones 
Brewing Company of Portsmouth, N. H., 
are selling at about 104; those of the 
United States Brewing Company at 110, 
and the 8 per cent. preferred shares of the 
same at 104; the ordinary shares of the 
Denver United Breweries at 98, and the 8 
per cent. cumulative preferred shares of the 
Bartholomay Company ef Rochester at 131. 
As we pointed out some weeks ago, the first 
dividends of such American companies as 
have been in existence long enough to de- 
clare any have been at arate high enough 
to encourage investors. 

The reasons given for the decline of the 
Allsopp company’s profits are-these: That 
the company started without having be- 
come connected with any licensed ale- 
houses and that rivals afterward got con- 
trol of a large pumber of such houses; that 
heavy loss was incurred in a purchase of 
bad barley, and that the rearrangement of 
the English duty on beer reduced the in- 
come. But the’ London Economist declares 
that the business really was a declining 
one when it was sold to the company, al- 
though the prospectus did not show it. 
Still, the Economist says there is no reason 
to suppose that the statements of the pro- 
spectus were inaccurate. The Zconomist also 
says: 

“Itis obvious that the practice of starting 
brewery companies with large amounts of cap- 
ital has greatly increased competition in the 
trade, atid it is in the nature of things iney- 
itable that this tendenoy should continue. Al- 
most every brewery prospectus that has been 
issued in the past twoorthree years has ex- 
pressed the more or less confident belief that 
the effect of introducing additional capital into 
the business ‘offered for sale would be to aug- 
ment its capacity for earning profits. Investors 
therefore have hastened to supply the capital 
asked for, in the belief that even tf the more 
sanguine expectations of larger profits were 
not realized, there would at all events be no 
falling off from the average earnings mentioned 
in the prospectus. But the very publication of 
these statements has tended tc make the com- 
petition for business more keen than it had been 
previously.” 

This probably refers to competition in 
England on the part of established con- 








cerns. But, as we said some months ago, 


the publication in this country of the very 
considerable earnings of firms of brewers 
in order that shares of a purchasing com- 
pany may be sold to the public, tends 
powerfully to draw other capital into new 
brewery plants and so to reduce the profits 
of the companies that buy the old plants. 

Questions of this kind affect in this coun- 
try persons who are better able to ignore 
them than are a majority of the owners of 
brewery shares in Great Britain; for in the 
United States the only holders of the se- 
curities ef the new limited-liability brew- 
ery companies are the owners who sold out 
to those companies at high prices, while in 
England the holders are, with few excep- 
tions, the citizen investors to whom the 
shares were sold by those who “ promoted” 
the new organizations. 











The success of the effort to raise a fund 
for the education of the children of the late 
Pirie H. WetcH has been remarkable. 
Mr. WELCH died on Feb. 25, 1889, continu- 
ing to the very last, even amid the mental 
and physical tortures of the malady which 
he had for months foreseen must end fatal- 
ly, to furnish for the press those amusing 
bits of humorous writing which thousands 
of newspaper readers enjoyed and appre- 
ciated long before he was publicly knowa 
as their author. Subscriptions to a fund 
which some of Mr. WELCH’s newspaper 
friends undertook to raise to meet the ex- 
pense of educating his two children were 
first invited on Aptil2, The Treasurer of 
the fund, Mr. Epwarp P. CuarK of the 
Evening Post, who has performed his task 
with great industry and intelligence, now 
announces that the subscriptions amount 
to $25,927, and this sum has been placed 
with the United States Trust Company, 
under a deed of trust, to be invested and 
managed for a term of twenty years, the 
interest and the principal, by installments, 
to be paid to Mrs. WELcH. The contribu- 
tors to the fund number many hunéreds, 
and their contributions range from 25 cents 
to $5,000. The generosity with which this 
appeal has been responded to shows on the 
part of the public a genuine gratitude to 
one who had done something to make life a 
little pleasanter as well as admiration for 
the heroism he manifested in his last days. 








The Ways and Means Committee, or some 
members of it, must have queer notions of 
what protection to American industry is. 
It is now announced from the committee 
room that a duty is to be put on the im- 
portation of raw silk against the protest 
of the silk manufacturers, which has 
already been submitted to the com- 
mittee. The expectation is that the 
manufacturers will be compensated by 
higher duties on their product. But this 
wouid be no real compensation, as the man- 
ufacturers themselves very well know. 
They have made a successof their business, 
because, with free raw material, they have 
been content with what, compared to other 
duties, has been a moderate duty on manu- 
factured goods. In other words, they have 
sought to extend their sales in the home 
market by skill, energy, and ingenuity in 
meeting the wants of that market at fairly 
moderate prices. If the eost to them of 
these goods is to be increased, it will not 
offset that cost to let them charge more 
without fear of foreign competition, because 
the higher charge will diminish the de- 
mand. Thisisa fact so perfectly patent 
to any successful manufacturer that one 
would say that a wayfaring man, though 
a Congressman, ought to be able to under- 
stand it. Undoubtedly Major McKINLEY 
and his colleagues of the majority of the 
Ways and Means Committee do understand 
it, but there seems to be some reason why 
they will not act upon it, and it can hardly 
be a good reason. 








In the interest of public decency itisa 
matter of congratulation that the clerical 
influence is still strong enough in France to 
prevent the production of a play founded 
upon the Gospels in which SARAH BERN- 
HARDT was to appear as the Virgin Mary. 
The author of the play bewails his hard 
fate and insists that his treatment of the 
Scriptural narrative was entirely serious 
and respectful. In a remote German ham- 
let it is still possible to give a passion play 
without outraging public feeling, but to 
imagine such a production in Paris is te 
condemn it. The injured dramatist still 
has hopes of producing his play “ in Amer- 
ica,” which shows how unacquainted he is 
with American feeling. An attempé of that 
kind was made not very long ago and the 
rebuke it received was so unanimous that 
no manager is likely to revive the project, 
even with the additional attraction of 
Mlle. BERNHARDT’S appearance in an en- 
tirely novel character. 








MR. KREHBIEL’S LEOTURES. 

H. E. Krehbiel’s fifth Wagner lecture was de- 
livered in Steinway Halli yesterday afternoon 
before a large audience. His subject was “The 
Ring of the Nibelung—the Prologue.” He 
traced the similarity of the Siegfried story to 
that of other legendary and mythological tales, 
and showed thatit was the common property 


of the Aryan races. Ho gave a general account 
of the plot of the Wagner tetrology, demonstrat- 
ing that Wotan was the hero and that he was 
overwhelmed by fate. He explained some of 
the most important typioal phrases introduced 
in ‘‘Das Rheinzold,” and generally eleared the 
way for the brief exposition of 6 remaining 
three dramas which he will give in his last lect- 
ure. Owing to tho fact that a rehearsal of “Die 
Meistersinger” was called at the Opera House 
eprerday afternoon, Anton Seidl was unable to 

eipresent. His place at the piano was accept- 
ably fliled by Maurice Gould, solo repetitor of 
the Metropolitan. 





A PERMANENT BANK CIROULATION. 
The Londen Statist of Feb. 15 publishes in 
full the “Bill to provide for a permanent na- 
tional bank circulation,” prepared by Mr. John 
Jay Knox of this city, accompanied by two 
columns of comments. In introducing the sub- 
jectitsays: ‘‘No manis better qualified, than 
Mr. Knox to prepare & measure on this subject, 
and certainly there are few subjects of greater 
importance at the present time, not merely to 
the United States, but to the money markets, 
and therefore to the trade, of all Europe. As 
we bave frequently pointed out, there is no 
single influence affecting our money market so 
owerfully as the action of the United States 
reasury, and that action in turn is much felt 
through its operation on the note circulation.”

DALY’S THEATRE. 

The rich, costly, and tasteful production of 
“A Midsummer Night’s Dream” that was 50 
popular at Daly’s Theatre two years ago Was 
revived there last night successfully, with no 
impairment of effect.

merly took part in the comedy were mnissed,, 
and their places were filled very cored 
itably.

The first prize of $1,500 for the Grant Mont. 
ment at Washington has been won by Messrs, 


Cluss & Schulz of thatcity. Mr. Cluss, a nativ 
of Wiirtempurg, is now one of the Governmen 
Inspectors of Publie Buildings. Mr. Pauj 
Schulz,a native of Breslau, was a draughtsman iy 
his oftice and became his partner. Toxether they 
designed and made working Crawings for the 
monumentto thse priest Hidalgo at Mexico, ta 
celebrate the first revolution of the Mexicang 
against Spain. For this work they were paid 
$18,000. The Grant Monument has two plans, 
one with a snaft, the other with aspire. The 
former will cost $700,000, the latter $500,- 
000. The shaft will be 300 feet high, but 
if the spire is used that feature will 
be only 150 feet. On the shaft a figure of Col- 
umbia is to stand, while a statue of Grant is to 
be on one of the faces half-way up. With the 
spire the Grant will stand on its top. The main 
monument is a tomb surmounted by an espla- 
nade. Shaft and spire are arranged for ascen- 
sion by stairs within. Having paid these build- 
ers and draughtsmen well for their pains, 
perhaps the authorities will now oall in an ar- 
ehitect and a sculptor of approved talents. The 
country 1s tired of hideous monuments, all bulk 
without brains.

THE CAPITOL IN DANGER 


DHFEOTS THAT REQUIRE. AT. 
TENTION AT ONOB. 
‘THE PECK SCHOOL FUND BILL PASSED IN 
THE ASSEMBLY IN SPITE OF NEW- 
YORK AND BROOKLYN OPPOSITION. 


ALBANY, March 5.—Another evidence of Gov. 
Ail’s “peanut politics” was cleverly intro- 
Auced in the Senate to-day by Senator Sloan, 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, who, in 
exploding the Governor’s boasts of economy in 
vetoing the Capitol Appropriation bill of last 
year, showed how the Governor signed a bill to 
create an office for a clerk whose only duty. was 
to disburse the money appropriated under the 
Capitol bill. The Governor could not sign the 
necessary bill, but he could sign an unnecessary 
one to make a place for one of ex-Mayor Mur- 
phy’s henchmen. Oneof the ludicrous features 
of the morning was displayed by Senator Col- 
ling of Troy, who comes from Mr. Murphy’s 
own district, and who unwittingly voted for 
the Clerk Repeal bill. The matter was brought 
before the Senate by Mr. Sloan, who read the 
following communication from Commissioner 
Isaac G. Perry—a private letter originally, put 
given to the Senate with Mr. Perry’s consent: 


MARCH 3, 1890. 
The Hon. George B. Sloan: 

DEAR SIR: I deemit my duty, as Commissioner 
of the new Capitol],;to make the following state- 
‘ment in relation tothe defective portions of the 
Capitol Building. I do}this in order that you may 
be fully informed as to the destruction that is con- 
Btantly going on in parts of the structure for want 
of repairs, and the urgent necessity of the Legisia- 
tnee providing an appropriation for doing such 
work as is required to arrest the progresé of disin- 
tegration that is now taking place, and for making 
the repairs rege necessary to reatore the de- 
fective portions of the building, and todo such 
other work as is required to put the whole struct- 
ure in a sound and abitable condition. 

The construction of thé western staircase and 
corridors to the third-story floor ise imperative in 
order to secure the stoné-groined ceiling of the 
main western entrance and lobby adjoining and 
connected with the staircase, a portion of which 
has rested on temporary wooden supports for the 
past four years, daring whic eriod the work on 
the staircase has been suspended for want of an 
appropriation. This granite ceiling has already 
yielded tothe pressure on the temporary wooden 
supports and its destruction has steadily pro- 

ressed, and unless it is permanently secured by 

he erection of the 8 case and piers which are 
to be permanent supports of the nite work above 
referred to, and are also part of tne staircase, at 
the present rate of destruction the anite work 
will soon become irreparable, except at a great cost. 

The central reading room ef the State Library, 
which is now nearly finished, is directly over ani 
rests upon the stone-groined ceiling above referred 
to, and will be seriously damaged by reason of the

“he ceiling of the corridor on the second fioor, east 
of the western staircase, which is of masonry, resets 
on temporary supports, and is also giving away. 

The north centré section of the Capitol, through 
the gS er yo by the Courtof Appeals, 
Second Division, reaching into the apartments vf the 
Becretary of State, to say the least, is in a dilapt- 
dated condition, demanding immediate and vigorous 
troatment in order to arrest further destruction 
and to put the Court of Appeals rooms in suitable 
condition for the accommodation of the court. The 
unlined stone gutters are ina leaky condition and 
thereby merce Semaep is peing done, both to the ex- 
terior and interior of the building, and should the 
— be postponed even for another year, the 
solidity of the walle will be greatly impaired. They 
have already beeu so long water-goaked as to cause 
much damage up to the present time. 

The stone roots over the four small towers, two on 
the north and two od oa south sides of the puild- 





fing, are in a damag d leaky condition. Por- 
tions of the stone work o 6 dormer windows re 
quire resetting. Tne finials of several of the dor- 
mers have been removed, as they were in such condi. 
tion as to endanger life. The granite pedestals 
iuside of the central court, by reason of their not 
‘being properly protected, are constantly being dan- 
aged. Seventy-tive thousand dollars is a low esti- 
‘mate of the damage to the building that is now 
yearly taking place for the want of necessary re- 
pairs for ita restoration and preservation. As to 
‘the urgent necessity of completing and furnishing 
the State Library apartments and of the necessities 
of the Court of Appeals, Second Division, you have 
full knowledge. 

+ There is on hand a large amount of granite 
for the eastern approach and the greater por- 
tion of the Medina sandstone require 

steps of the western staircase. The 

shed and the kemith and machine shops 
‘west of the Capitol are in a dilapidated condition, 
and much needed repairs are reqQired to seve them 
from destruction. The facilities for handling stoue 
are complete, and there is @ traveling derrick 
which runs the entire léngth of the stone shed. 

The a omg of plans for the full completion 
of the building has been steadily progressed during 
the past year, and they are so advanced that there 
would be no delay for the want of drawings for all 
work above mentioned. Resp ully,

Commissioner of New Capitol 
Senator Sloan made a long speech, which, 
with Commissioner Perry’s letter, was placed 
on the Journal. He went into the history of 
last year’s legislation for the Capitol, and in as 
many words aceused the Governor of dema, 
gozy. He told the Senate how the Governor 
vetoed the bill of lastyear. “During all the 
time that the bill was under consideration,” he 
said, “I supposed, and everybody else sup, 
posed, it was to meet a great emergency and 
was moving along lines that met the approval 
of the Governor of the State. Inever was so 
surprised as when I picked up a paper after the 


Legislature had adjourned and found the Gov- 
arnor had vetoed it. I confesa I looked for his 
reasons with a great deal of surprise, and was 
ptill more surprised to Jearn that the veto 
was based wn the constitutional composition of 
&@ Capitol commission and on the assumption 
that the work of the commission would be at- 
tended with ‘pernicious results.’ [am free to 
confess that that word pernicious is not palata- 
ble to a commission so constituted, for, ac- 
cording to an Neer lexicographer, it is de~ 
scribed as ‘evil-hearted, malicious, and wicked.’ 
Now this same commission which has had this 
word applied to 1t has been tried before, and it 
is a@ cOmmon remark that no better work has 
ever been performed than that done “under its 
supervision in the State Library.” 

‘be Senator repeated Mr. Perry's figures that 
the Capitol was yearly costing $75,000 from 
neglect alone, and in view of this he wanted to 
know where the responsibility should fall, He 
closed his remarks with these words: “ Parti- 
sanship has been carried too far for even the 
Governor of the State in withholding his ap- 
‘proval of a bill, particularly where the cost to 
the taxpayers r es $75,000 a year. And, 
‘unless the Governor consents to use more busi- 
nesslike methods in the treatment of méasures 
of this character, he will continue to put upon 
the people of the State additional burdens. I 
do uot believe this Legislature 1s ready to sur- 
render all its BD ga pier ana make the 
frank and candid admission that in ref- 
erence to all provisions of ali bills 
they must be made to conform to the dotting 
of ap ‘i’ and to the crossing of every ‘t’ to meet 
the peculiar views the @overnor may entertain 
on that question. say that it is time for 
the people of this State to take note of 
the extent to which the prerogatives of the 
Governor are carried on the question of veto- 
ing bilis. It was never intended that the Gov- 
ernor should exercise bis right in the way he 
‘has been and is exercising it, and I do not know 
of any better opportunity tolay before the Sen- 
ate und the people of the State one of the most 
notable instances.” 

Mr. Cantor attempted a _ feeble defense 
of the Governor, but everybody who heard 
what ne had to say was fully aware that the 
Governor had carefully coached him before he 
came into the Senate O em ber. 


A few minutes later Mr. Sloan’s bill to repeal 
the law for the appointment efa clerk for dis- 
bursing the funds appropriated under the 


Capitol bill of last year was read for the third 
time. In explaining the act Mr. Sloan said the 
law was ap excrescehnce and ought to be re- 

ealed. The moment he introduced the bill, 

owever, he found he had stepped onthe toes 
of some one. The Governor, in his economical 
voin last year, did not veto this bill. On the 
contrary he signed it on the 15th of June and 
pn the 16th the appointment was made and the 
clerk has been draw ag pay ever since. He 
aid not think that ere was time to save 
very much woney, butthe State might make 
6800 or $400 out of it, When the roll was 
pailed Messrs. Cantor, Chase, Hawkins, Ives, 
and MoCarren, Democrats, made the mistuke 
pf refusing to vete, clearly demonstrating the 
ridiculous influence Gov.

Senator Chase introduced a bill to provide for

As soon as the Saxton Baliot Reform bill was 
reported in the Assembly Mr. Sheehan sprang 
to his feet and suggested that it would be a 
good idea to have the bill considered as soon as 
possible.

Thursday. 

Mr. Acker said the amendments to the bill 
added by the Judiciary Committee would have 
to be printed, so that all the members could 
study the bill intelligently.

Mr. Pack’s Sohool District Apportionment bill, 
which provides that each school district which 
employs a teacher for thirty-two weeks (after 
the current year) shall receive $100, and the 
same sum for each additional teacher so em- 
ployed, passed the Assembly this morning in 
apite of tne determined opposition of most of 
tne New-York and Brooklyn members. Mr.

Mr. Blumenthal led off for the opposition.

Mr. John Connelly expressed the opinion that, 
in respect of this particular bill, the State at 
large Was unjust to the city of New-York. He 
referred to the State Assessor's bill, saying it 
was sleeping on the table, and that its parent 
dared not awaken it through fear that the 
country members would assassinate it. The 
—- among his constituents, be said, was 
that Mr. Peck’s bill was prejudicial to them, 
and he must therefore a it. 

Mr. Henderson of Herkimer County said he 
was sorry to notice a feeling of rivairy between 
the city and country members. As a matter of 
Yact, he said, the Peek bill would increase the 
appropriations for the country districts and de- 
orease them for the cities aud large villages. 
The bill was ajustone. The trend of popula- 
tion was from the country to the cities. The 
cities should not refuse to give up something 
to the country from which they received such 
enormous streams of wealth. 

Mr. McTernan renewed his argument that the 
bill should be recommitted in order that the 
New-York and Brooklyn representations might 
be given opportunity to present their views to 
the committee. 

Col. Webster of New-York said he deplored 
sectionalism at all times and particularly so in 
connection with a measure of this character. 
He had examined this bill carefully and was 
convinced that it would not increase the bur 
dens of his constituents, but would help the 
poor country districts. He voted for the Dill. 
Lhe vote a8 aunounced stood 90 to 28 in favor

Judge Greene’s Hudson River Bridge bill was 
called up for second reading by its sponsor just 
previous to adjournment to-day and was ad- 
vanced, to his entire satisfaction. John Con- 
nelly of New-York made on the measure a fierce 
and bold attack, which failed of results. He de- 
clared that it wae devised to enrich a few men, 
who would dispose of the franchise as soon as 
it became theirs to sell. Such a valuable fran- 
ohise should not, he contended, be bestowed 
upon the men who were behind this bill. Mr, 
Connelly sent to the desk an amendment to 
Section 8 of the measure wid asked its adop- 
tion. It increased the amount of the stock 
cocontes from $300,000 to $1,000,000. Judge 

reene thereupon made a plea tor the bili, 
ge that it was as near perfection as pos- 
sible, and that the proposed amendment was 
only designed to hamperit. The House voted 
down the amendment, and the Olerk proceeded 
to read the different sections. 

When No. 19 was reached Mr. Connelly again 
made an impassioned speech in favor of an 
amendment providing that three of the pro- 
posed bridge Commissioners be appointed by 
the Mayor of the city of New-York and two by 
the Governor, and that the names of the three 
Commissioners in the bill be stricken out. Mr, 
Connelly contended that it was wrong for the 
Legislature to try to take from the city of New- 
York the power vested 1n its loosl authorities. 
He said he opposed the bill because it was 
wrong in principle and subversive of the rights 
of the oity. The Chamber of Commerce had not 
demanded the passage of this bill, and the busi- 
ness men of the city did not want it. 

Mr. Mase showed his partiality for the bill at 
this junoture by asking Mr. Connelly a series 
ot b aneniag ee designed to tangle that gentleman 
and put Judge Greene in the light or a philan- 
thropist. Mr. Connelly saved himself, however, 
and reiterated his statement that tne bill was 
crooked and that the franobise sould be traded 
a@s soon as it was secured. The fact that his 
business-like amendment was not desired 
proved conolusively, De said, that there was 
something wrong behind the bill. 

Judge Greene again secured recognition, and 
made another explanation of the purposes of 
the biJl. Messrs, Sulzer, Kerrigan, and Blu- 
menthal of New-York came to Connelly’s aid, 
but were unable to stem the tide,and the 
amendment was lost by a large majority. The 
bill is now on order oft ird reading.

Whatever bills or 
documents are sent to persons not connected 
with the Legislature interferes just so much 
with legislative work. The document room 
cormorants have fixed upon a stated rate to 
carry on their business, and for 


for the session guarantee to supply all 
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matters printed by the Legislature. Members 
of Assembly and Senators are daily put to in- 
convenience and annoyance owing to their in- 
ability to obtain an extra copy,of some impor- 
tant Db All these dooument room olerks are 
Well aid by the State, but that fact is simply 
an incidentin their career. They 6an pick up a 
great deal more in pilfering documents, bills, 
and oivil liste than from their legitimate salary. 
A large number of civil lists belonging to oftfi- 
cers of both houses and to newspaper corre- 
spondents bave failed to reach their destina- 
tion in consequence of the enterprise of some 
of the experienced hangers-on about the Legia- 
lature, The document rooms certainly need a 
Shaking up, and the Legislature owea It to its 
own dignity to begin it at once,

Gen. Swayne, 
President of the Sunnyside Printing Company, 
to which the contract had been assigned by 
Davis, said he had now about 3,000 pounds of 
type, two ae. and a cutterin the prison, 
and had ordered an additional 6,000 pounds of 
wre and ee Deputy Attorney General 

itaker testified that he thought, under ex- 
isting laws, the contract was valid, and ne had 
therefore approved of it. 

Warden Brush thought the contract all right 
and the bondsmen good. In February tbe 
amount of typesetting was about $36. He.had 
not given Mr, Swayne permission to put presses 
in the prison and he would not allow their use 
there. He thought the contract had not been 
lived up to. He had looked through the Re- 
vised Btatutes, but had not found any law 
axgoinst printing in State prisons, 

John D. Parsons testified that all matter used 
under the contract could be put in use inside of 
three weeks. The average price for typesetting 
is 42 cents for 1,000 ems. James Wall of Al- 
bany said that 42 cents per 1,000 ems was the 
outside price paid for such work as was done 
for 15 cents at sing Sing. 

F. F. McEwen of Typographical Union No. 6 
protested against the contract and against the 
degradation of the trade. 1t was a step toward 
taking work from honest men and putting it in 
the baods of felona. William H. Bailey of the 
same union protested against the contract and 
asked for its amendment. The price tor type- 
setting was low enough now without making 1t 
lower by prison competition. The contract 
was a menace to other trades. Airam Adams 
of the Brooklyn Union also entered a protest, 
and he was followea by Florence Donovan of 
the State Board of Arbitration. ana H. Myer of 
Albany, representing the Federation of Labor. 

The committee decided to report a resolution 
asking for the amendment of the contract. 





CATHOLICS AND THE SCHOOLS. 


MGR. DOANE EXPLAINS HOW HE WOULD 
DIVIDE THE SCHOOL FUND. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

I have to thank you for your prompt insor- 
tion of my letter and the kind words with 
which you accompanied it. I must trespass 
again on your columns to set myself right on 
@ point on which I should have expressed my- 


self more clearly, and thereby laia myself and 
the cause I was pleading open to misappreben- 
sion, as I find by aletter that came from a 
friend this morning. Itis with regard to the 
division of the school fund. If, ‘* per impossi- 
ble,” that should ever happen, no Catholie 
would ever claim that the money should be 
paid directly to Bishop or prieat, but that the 
—_ shouid have its examiners or inspectors 
agin England and elsewhere, and disburse the 
money if the schools were found up to the 
mnark, 

We bave no quarrel with the schools as such, 
but with the system of training children with- 
out religion, and 80, it seems to me, that your 
editorial, in the language of the dialecticians, 
“begs the question.” If in the community 
there are two large classes, one satistied with 
the present state of things, and one dissatisfied, 
why not ry if some way cannot be found to 
satisfy the wants of the minority, and discuss 
the question dispassionately and on its merits? 
If education be merely the training of children 
for this life, then the secular system is sufii- 
cient. But if the principal object of education 
istoenable the baptized: child to save his im- 
mortal soul, then it is not. 

The contention is not to teach a religious 

grammar, arithmetic, history, and geography, 
but to teach over and above them the Cate- 
chism, the mysteries of the faith, the obliga- 
tion of the Commandments, to prepare the 
child at an early age for its first confession 
and communion and for confirmation, for the 
day will come when these will be of impor- 
tance, when the others will absolutely be of 
none. 
«w However, I must not abuse your patience and 
runon. It is more or less ** beating the air,” as 
experience has shown, fur those who are satis- 
fied with the secular system of education are, 
— Epbraim, joined to their idols. Let them 
alone. 

In your editorial you dignify me with a title 
which, in theology, I do not possess, that of 
“doctor.” As I read it, it reminded me of a 
story that the great Dominican, Father Tom 
Burke, used to tell when he met athen strong 
anti-Catholic who would not call him “ father,” 
but chose toaddress him as ‘*doctor.” * My dear 
Madam,” he said, ‘Iam nota doctor, Iam not 
even ad apothecary.” 

One more word and I have done, and thatis 
in commendation of your ty pesetters and proof- 
readers. I have had more or less experience of 
having things published in newspapers. but I 
never remember to have had one so perfectly 
done as my letter to you waa the other day; it 
was an absolute reproduction of the orieinal.

RHODE ISLAND DEMOCRATS 


THE OCUNVENTION NOMINATES 
' A STATE TICKET. 
A PLATFORM THAT INDORSES BALLOT 
AND TARIFF REFORM—A CONSTITU- 
TIONAL AMENDMENT DEMANDED. 


PROVIDENCE, R. L, March 6,—Almost the only 
uncertainty about the ticket when the Demo- 
cratio State Convention was called to order this 
morning was in regard to the second place. It 
was thought that Newport should have the 
Lieutenant Governor, and among the names 
mentioned were Howard Smith, the candidate 
of last year; Samuel R. Hovey, ex-Senator 
Underwood, Capt. John Waters of that city, the 
Hon. Lorillard Spencer of Newport and New- 
York, ex-United States District Attorney Dav- 
ids Baker of Noftth Kingstown, and the Hon. 
Nathaniel Church ot Tiverton. Mr. Spencer 
seemed to be the favored one, but he declined 
to allow the use of his name, and the nomina- 
tion was left to the Bristol delegation. 

Speaker Augustus 8, Miller of the House of 
Representatives was permanent Chairman and 
made aringing speech, ‘he Republican Party 
of Rhode Island, he said, has taken its cue from 
the Republican Party of the whole country, and 
is trying to accomplish in this State what the 
Republicans in our National Government are 
trying to accomplish—obtain possession of the 
country and hold it by all means for an unlim- 
ited time. The last Presidential election was 
“fought with the most unblushing bribery on the 
Republican side, and although they succeeded 
in landing that “little pigmy” of theirs in the 
Presidential chair, there is no man whose words 


have. so large an audience and are so carefully 
read as the greatest American citizen to-day, 
Grover Cleveland. Tne Ballot Reform act as 
passed was found to be defective, and now the 
Republican Party, through the Senate, is plan- 
ning to avail itself ot the shortcomings or the 
act for its advantage. “They say they have 
got us in a hole on this law.”

O'Reilly wanted a compact body of 
fifteen men chosen without regard to the towns 
represented. After a discussion, in which con- 
siderable opposition was developed, he with- 
drew his substitute and the other change was 
made. The following is the platform adopted: 


We, the Democratic Party of Rhode Island, in 
convention assembled, hereby declare our adhesiou 
to all wholesome reform ee Se eer of elec- 
tions, economy in financial administration, and the

We atlirm our devotion to the principles of tariff 
reform as enunciated by President Cieveland in his 
official utterances, and we demand the abolition of 
the customs tax on raw material for the mapufact- 
urers. Our diversified industries should no longer 
be compelled to languish under the oppression of a 
war tax to enrich anoverfiowing Treasury and grat- 
ify the cupidity of unscrupulous legislators, 

We condemn the wholesale trafticin public of- 
fices carried on by the Chief Executive of the Na- 
Ulun, in gross Violation of his publio pledges. We 
heartily commend the Democratic members of the 
National House of Kepresenutatives in their deter- 
ined stand against the recent unprecedented as- 
suinption of power aud the partisan conduct of the 
Speaker of the House.

A HARLEM MASS MEETING DECLARES 
FOR A PURE BALLOT, 


A crowd of up-town residents of all shades 
of political belief filled the hall of the Mount 
Morris Academy, in Third-avenue near. One 
Hundred and Tenth-street, last night at the 
mass meeting held by the Twenty-third Dis- 
trict Branch of the New-York Ballot Reform 
League. Resolutions indorsing the principles 
ofthe Saxton bill were passed, and speeches 
on the necessity and value of a free and honest 
voting system were made by Simon Sterne, 
who acted as Chairman of the meeting; W. O. 
Eastlake, Percy D. Adams, Patrick Doody, and 
Thomas B. McGuire. 

Mr. McGuire spoke partioularly for the work- 
ingman, and drew a graphio picture of the way 
in which the ward heeler bunches the ballots of 
his illiterate constituents. He pitchea into 
Gen. Spinola particularly for his speech at 
Tammany Hall a few nights ago, in which he 
said in an attempt to decry the Saxton bill that 
“ Tammany waa in favor of ballot reform, but 
thatit did not need to go to a penal settlement 
tor its ideas for such a measure,” 

“Spinola,” sald the speaker, “does not like 
the ideaof adopting a good idea becyuse it 
comes from a settlement of criminals, but he 
favors the yr system of vote-buying that, 
more than anything else, makes thieves and 
criminals of every one participating in it, and 
puts thieves and criminals into office and re- 
sponsibility.” 

Mr. MeGuire assured his hearera that tho 
passage of the Saxton bill would blot ont the 
present disgraceful bribery at elections, be- 
eause the heeler would not be certain that the 
two-dollar bill he gave out would insure him a 
“delivery of the goods.” Tne speaker also 
scored W. Bourke Cockran for giving as an 
argument against the Saxton bill that it would 
**disfranchise the illiterate but honest voters,”

THE LATHE EDWIN OOWLES. 


SOME OF THE PECULIARITIES OF A 
REMARKABLE MAN. 


CLEVELAND, March 5.—The late Edwin Cowles, 
editor of the Leader, who died on Tuesday, was 
possessed of an individuality that was saved 
from eccentricity only by a substratum of 
Now-Engiand sense, inherited from his hard- 
headed and sound oid father. There was gever 
another man like him, and there never will. 
be. Absolately devoid of humor, he could 
gravely go through with some measure that his 
deep earnestuess alone saved from being 
absurd. Whon the Leader office had a general 
housecleaning a few years ago, a room was 
rathiessly broken into that years before had 
been sacred to Mr. Cowles and had been locked 
up and forgotten. In it were found two 
Machines into which he had put an endless 
store of labor and energy—a bone-break- 
ing velocipede that no man could ride 
and live, and an intricate and cumber- 
some machine for the detection of’ thefts on 
railroads—a great box that the conductors 
were to carry when engaged in the collection of 
fares, One road attem pted to use it, but the 


conductors rebelled, and threatened to leave 
the road and mob the inventor. Yet Mr. 
Cowles, at the time, regarded this machine us 
among the greatest inventions of the age, and 
was sure he would make a fortune from the in- 
vention. His courage was matchless, a8 sev- 
eral men disposed to instruct him in his edi- 
torial duties discovered to their cost. Wien a 
saloon keeper named Zelmer came into the 
Leader ottice apd thrust an ugly revolver into 
Mr. Cowles’s face, the editor sprang to his feet, 
and before his opponent could shoot struck him 
on the head with «a heavy iron cane, which laid 
him onthe floor. ‘The blow wae so beavy that 
it bent the cane, and in that shape it hung over 
his desk for years. 

A few years before, when certain enemies had 
been rather loud in their threats, Mr. Cowles 
bought a sword cane, which he always carried 
upon the street. One night, when passing up 
Euclid-avenue, a man demanded his money. 
Mr. Cowles threw up his cane in deferise, and 
the man grasped it. With asudden jerk the 
sword was drawn from the wooden sheath, and 
before the robber knew what had happened the 
Dlade was ip his body. Several rival editors 
who met Mr. Cowles In fistic combat in the 
early days of nie career in after years always 
spoke of his courage and muscular powers with 
the greatest respect. 

The *‘egge story” that has been for years one 
of the choice traditions of the Cleveland press 
is absoiutely true, and well illustrates Mr. 
Cowles’s inability to understand a joke. <A re- 
porter upon one occasion, after describing an 
immense egg which some bucolic trieud had 
sent In thatit might have its size sounded in 
the trump of lovai fame, added this explana- 
tory note: “Itis perhaps needless to say that 
this egg was laid by only one hen.” When Mr. 
Cowles reached the ottice on the morning rol- 
Jowing he sent for tne city editor, and, laying 
yis finger on the olfending paragraph, demanded 
“Who wrote that item?’ ‘‘Mr. M,” was 
thereply. ‘*Send him here immediately.” Mr. 
M. appeared and acknowledged the author- 
ship. Mr. Cowles looked at him for a moment 
1n amazed disgust, and then thundered: ** Only 
one ben! Don’t you Know that two bens couldn’t 
lay one egg?” Mr. M. acknowledged the fact, 
and milaly added that he had attempted ‘a 
joke.” “A joke!” was the response, ** Here- 
after I don’t want you to attempt any joke un- 
less you mark it, ‘ This is a joke.’ ” 

Mr. Cowles conducted the Leader upon the 
principle that whatever he believed in wus to 
be supported with all the power there was in 
him, and that whatever he did not believe in 
was to be aenounced. His warfare upon the 
Catholic Church was one of the bitterest, most 
determined, and longest continued of all the in- 
Gividual contests carried on in the American 
press. He really founded the Order of the 
American Union, that at one time extended 
over & — part of the United States, and that 
for a time almost dominated the politics of 
Cleveland. He was its chief, and several of his 
addresses are yot in existence in which he 
showed what he apprehended to be the dangers 
of Catholic control. 

Some of Mr. Cowles’s peculiarities of manner 
doubtless grew from his lifelong impediment of 
speech, and it was touching to see him, when 
almost an old man, éudeavor to overcome a de- 
tect of nature and the habitof alifetime. By 
some peculiar freak of nature, as already te- 
scribed in THE TIMES, he never heard the hiss- 
ing sound of the human voice, and, so far as he 
was concerned, there was no letter S in the 
alphabet. Not haviog heard it, he could not 
make it. When he was acandidate tor some 
foreigu appointment be was finally told that, 
all other things beivg equal, his difficulty of 
speeck would stand im the way. Mr. Cowles 
immediately put himself under tha care of an 
elocutionist, and for a long time took daily 
lessons, learning mechanically the aspiration 
he could not command by sound. His prouun- 
=" wus improved, but was not made per- 

ect. 

When Dar Gardner, once a local politician of 
some note, was Mr. Cowles’s assistant in the 
Cleveland Post Office, be recklessly and un- 
Kindly fell into a nabit of mimicry of which his 
ehief was the victim. Mr. Cowles heard of it 
and of the jokes played by Gardner because of 
his ability in this line. One day when Mr. 
Cowles and his brother Alfred were passing up 
Superior-street the former pointed to Guardner 
and said: ‘Alf, there goes a Man who can talk 
like me better than 1 can myseilf.”’ On one oo- 
casion Mr. Cowles was showing « Government 
inspector about the olfice,and coming up to one 
of the chiefs of division, tapped him on the 
shoulder and said: ‘‘Mr. —— let me Introduce 
you to Col. ——, a Government inspector.” Tne 
man never looked up, but blurted out: “Oh, go 
to —— with your nonsense.” ‘Mr. ——!” oried 
Mr. Cowles, “what do you mean, Sir!” ‘The 
man looked up, his jaw fell, and he could only 
stammer out, ‘*Exouse me, Mr. Cowles, but [ 
thought it was Dar Gardner again.” 

As years passed by, the public of Cleveland 
and Ohié came to kaow Mr. Cowles as he was 
known to those about him, and to respect him 
tor his patriotism, his belief in American insti- 
tutions, his generosity, and above all his loy- 
alty to his fricndsa. No man ever lived whose 
heart could be wore readily touched by a tale 
of woe or trouble. No employe was ever lor- 
saken or denied support when he had tried to 
do his duty. No one could yield a point more 
gracefully when no matter of vital belief or 
deep prejudice was touched. Where Mr. Cowles 
liked he liked strongly, and his dislike took ou 
a touch of hatred. 6 hada hard struggle in 
the early years of his career, and it taught him 
to look kindly on the struggies of others. No 
Man could enjoy sdeial life to afuller extent, 
and no man could be more generous or thought- 
fulin the entertainment of his friends. With 
all those peculiarities that made nim the mark 
of good-natured comment by the enemy, in 
politics or the loeal press, he had the cordial re- 
spect of all, and every feeling of animosity was 
laid away years before his death.

AN ART SENSATION SPOILED. 


MR. WALTERS’S ORIGINAL BLACK AND 
WHITE DESIGN OF THE “ ANGELUS.” 


CnhicaGo, March 5.—The Daily News, under 
the heading “A Sensation in Art,” this morning 
publishes an afticle tending to throw doubt 
upon the gonuineness of the painting 
“L’Angelus,” attributed to Jean Francois 
Millet, for which the American Art Asso- 
ciation of New-York paid $110,000 about 
@ year ago at the sale of the Secrétan 
collection of paintings in Paris, which picture 
is now on exhibition in this city. It is pointed 
out that the cyclopedia of paintings and 
painters, a standard work issued in 1887, 
states that at that date the “ Angelus” was 
owned by Mr. W. T. Walters of Baltimore. 

The News then quotes the history of the 
painting as given by the American Art Associa- 
tion, with its various owners, notes that the 
name of Mr. Walters is not among them, and 
points out that the account slurs over the 
period between 1885 and 1889, during which, 


according to the cyclopedia, Mr. Walters was 
the owner of the famoue painting. The article 
continues: 


“The —— now is: How and why and when 
did Mr, Walters dispose of his ‘Angelus’? Noone 
knows of two ‘Angelus’ paintings. Yet if Mr. 
Walters’s * Angelus,’ recorded in the cyclopedia, 
is the ‘Angelus’ now on exhibition here in Chi- 
cago it must have been sold some time prior to 1889, 
for in that year, so we are told, Mr. James T. Sut- 
ton bought the ‘Angelus’ for exhibition at the 
Secrétan sale in Paris. When did the sale of Mr. 
Walters’s picture take place? Certainly a paiut- 
ing as famous and much admired as this one would 
not Change hands without any one hearnng about 
it. Does Mr. Walters still own his ‘Angelus’? 
Ifso, the painting now on exhibition in this city 
is only a replica. 

* Did he sell it to the Secrétan collection or direct 
to his friend, Mr. Sutton? Then is that one-hun- 
dred -and-ten-thousand-dollar purchase on behalf of 
the American Art Inetitute a myth ? 

“Mr. Sation must know Mr. Waiters’s collection 
by heart, and this fact in itself casts a suspicion 
upon the validity of the one-hundred-and-ten- 
thousand-dollar purchase. It would be strange 
indeed if he should give such a sum for a mere 
replica. But then, taking the other horn of the 
dilomma and supposing that Mr. Walters parted 
with the painting, not attaching any special value 
to it, it would be cqually strange that Mr. Sutton 
did not buy the ‘ Angelus’ direct from Mr. Walters. 
Strangest of all, it would seem if, after being ex- 
hibited in every oity of the United States, the 
‘ Apgelus’ should be repurchased by Mr. Walters 
at a serious advance—say $150,000—and find its 
way back to its old place in the gallery at Balti- 
more.” 

BALTIMORE, March 5.—The story telegraphed 
to-day from Chicago questioning the authen- 
ticity of the “Angelus” is easily explained. 


The picture that Mr. William T. Walters owns 
is the original design in black and white of the 
painting—not the painting itself. It has never 
been out of his possession since he purchased 
it from Millet.

ONE SPAN OF 8,000 FEET. 


THE PROPOSED BRIDGH ACROSS THE 
‘NORTH RIVER AT NEW-YORK. 


WaAsHIneton, Maroh 5.—Engineer Lindenthal, 
who dosigned the projected bridge across the 
Hudson River at New-York, to-day explained 
to a sub-commitzee of tho House Committee on 

‘Commerce the details of the proposed structure, 

The committee has received the reply of the 
Becrotaty of War in answer to an invitation to 
express his views upon the bill. The Seoretary 
iIndorses aid transmits alotter from Gen, Casey, 
Chief of Engineers, in which he says that the 
bill was referred to the Board of Engineers 
stationed at Now-York. Upon théir findines he 
suggesta that the eentrea of the span shall be 
155 fect above mean tide, and that a séction 
shall be Inserted requiring the plans to be aub- 
mitted to the Secretary of War within onc year 
from the passage of the act, the constracticn to 
begin within one year after that and the bridze 
to be completed within ten years from the ap- 
proval of the plans. Gen. Casey says that, With 
thess amendments, he knows of no objection to 


the passage of the bill so far as the ifiterests of 
navigation are concerned. 

In the course of his argument Mr. Lindenthal 
commented upon these recommendations ad- 
versely. Ho said that the company would be 
willing to have the centre of the bridge 145 
feet above tide water, which would be 10 feet 
higher than the Brooklyn Bridge; but to make 
the bridge 155 feet high would add enormously 
to its cost, and would render it almost impos- 
sible so to grade the ‘approaches as to atiurd 
access to railroad grains. The best plan to 
adopt would bo to fix the height tentatively at 
145 fest in the bill, leaving a board of 6ngitiders 
to take testimony from navigators aud railroad 
men and detinitely settle the matter. 

Mr. Lindenthal also contended that the time 
allowed by Gen. Casey for beginning the work 
was entirely inadequate. Vast preparations 
would have to be made to get together material 
for a structure unlike any other in the world in 
size and design. It would also be necessary for 
the company to aeguire apout thirty million 
aollars’ worth of property in real estate for the 
approaches and right of way, and this was a 
time-consuming proceeding, He was willing to 
accept the suggestion of Chairman Baker tiat 
the bill should provide for the beginning of the 
work in three years, With a provisu that the 
Secretary of War might grant an exicnsion 
upon reasonable grounds, 

Mr. Lindeathal said that it had been his task 
tor the past five years to convinces the public, 
and particularly capitalists, of the feasivhity of 
his plan of throwing a single-span bridge, 3,000 
feet long, across the Hudson River, a plan 
which no other engineer had the courage or 
ability to put forward. As arasult of his work 
he had secured the indorsement of tlie Amer- 
ican Society of Civil Engineers and hac gotten 
tie support of capital for the construction of a 
bridges whieh in itself would cost $16,000,000. 

In conclusion and in answer to questions, Mr, 
Lindenthail gave some interesting statistics re- 
lating to the bridge. Ita central span would 
rise and fall 8 feet owing to changes of 
temperature. The anchorages would be halt as 
large as the Capitol at Washington, and each 
would contain 50 ver cent. more masodury than 
the largest of the Egyptian pyramids, The 
cables would be 4 feet in diameter (the 
Brooklyn Bridge cables are 15 inches) and 
the towers wouid be 500 feet high. Ths bridge 
proper would asvommodate ten railway tracks, 
Foot passengers could be lifted up to its level 
by elevators in the anchorages, but if it was de- 
sired to provide for the passage of vehicles 
they would have to ascend the palisades to 
Teach its level. 





AMENDMENTS TO THE BILL, 
ecco 
A SECRET MEETING OF THE JOINT 
COMMITTEE ON BALLOT REFORM. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 5.—The Joint Comunit- 
gece on Ballot Reform held a seerct meeting last 
night, which lasted well on into this morning, 
The meeting was held in the private office of 
the Superintendent of the Capitol, and elab- 
orate precautions were taken that none of the 
proceedings should be made public. Bach one of 
the ten members of thejcommittes expressed his 
views upon the Werts bill far moro freely than 
he would have done in public, and at times the 
debate is said to have been excecdingly lively. 
The main ebjection of the Republicans as ex- 
pressed atthe meeting was against the State 
Board of Registration, which, acecordiug to the 
bill, Was to cousist of the Governor and oue 
Member of each party. 

Assewmbiyman Voorhees, the Republican lead- 

rof the House, spoke ayatnst the State Board, 
and said thas it would make the voard partisan, 
and that such a board would not remedy the 
present evils. Senator Werts defended the 
clause at cousidcrable length. A compromise 
was finully elected, providing for a County 
Board of Registration in place of the State 
Board, which stall consist of three members, 
two appointed by the Chairman of the Lemo- 
cratic and Republican County Comunittees and 
one appointed by the Governor. ‘thé County 
Boards will, in turn, appoint the election ofs- 
cers of each precinct in the county, of whom 
each political party is to have an equal share. 
Assemblyman Erwin or ilndson, one of the 
brightest young men o? the House, also offered 
s0M6 amendments, Which were held under ad- 
visement. : 

Mr. Voorhees raised another objection to that 
section of the bill Which provides for alphabetic 
registration lists, and offered an amendment 
providing for registration by residences as an 
additionai safeguard against colonization. 
There was considerable discussion also over 
that section of the bill Which provides that the 
official ballots may be distributed ten days be- 
fore election. Senators Martin and Carter and 
Assembiymen Voorhees, Erwin, and Cole op- 
posed it strenuously, but no definite action was 
1aken upon the ciause. 

The committee adjourned until Monday after- 
noon. Other meetings wili be held during the 
week as circumstances may require, and the 
members of the committee expect to have the 
bill ready for presentation to the Legislature 
by the latter part of next weck. 

Another bill was railroaded through the Leg- 
islature to-day. It was introduced in the Sen- 
ate last night by Senator Martin and increases 
the salary of the Controller of Newark. Before 
So'ciock this afternoon it had passed both 
houses and was ready fof the Governor’s sigha- 
ture. The House also passed the bill provia- 
ing that caval and railroad companies shall pay 
their employesevery two weeks and that appro- 
priatiug $40,000 for additional buildings for the 
State Normal School. 

The Senate passed the House concurrent 
resolution providing for a joint committee con- 
sisting of three Assemblyimen and three Sena- 
tors to inquire into depression in the agricultu- 
ral industries of the State. The President ap- 
pointed Senators Koe, Gardner, and Smith to 
represent the Senate. 

The Senate in oxecutive session confirmed the 
nomination of Richard A. Donneliy as Quarter- 
master General and Andrew Kirkpatrick as Law 
Judge of Essex County. The Governor has 
nominated Eckard B. Budd as Prosecutor tor 
Burlingten Gounty.

THE PRESBYTERIAN ORBED. 


CHANGES WHICA DR. BITTINGER OF 
WASHINGTON PROPOSES. 


WASHINGTON, Maroh 5.—By a vote of 29 to14 
the Presbytery of Washington has decided that 
the Presbyterian Confeaston of Faith should be 
revised. Tho changés to be mato were not at 
ones brought up, but will be consideted Mon- 
day next, 


Th8 prodadlo adtion of the Presbytery was 
indicated in the tiesting of Monday by thé Rev. 
B. F. Bittingor, who proposes to exputige all of 
Section 6, Chapter 26, which speaks of thé 
Pope of Rome as “That antichrist, that man of 
silt and son of perdition.” The sééond change 
which ho favored was to expunge the 
words “or such willful desertion as can in no 
Way be temedied by the Chureh or divil magia. 
trate,” whith are used in the Confession 1h 
stating that desertion, as well as adultery, oon- 
stitutes a gt dee ground for divorce. 

The next changé which Dr. Bittinger favored 
Was tie otfission Of all that part of Sootion 4, 
Chapter 10, aa follows: 

“ Much less can, men not protesting the Chris. 
tian religion be saved in any other way whatsoever, 

that is, those not cail6d by the ministry of the 
ford,] be they never so diligent to frame their 
lives acootding to the light of nature and the law 
of that feligion they do profess; and to assist anid 
Thaintain that they may is very péruiclous and to 
be detested.” 

Dr. Bittinger alao whs in favor of changing 
the first) clausé of Section J, Chapter 10. The 
clase reads as follows: 

* Elect infants dying in infancy are regenerated 
and saved by Christ throngi the Spirit who work- 
eth When aid where and how He pleaseth.” 

He aaid that thore was doubt as to the mean- 
ing of the term “élevt infants.’ Some thought 
it meatt “infants elect of infants,” others 
‘infants elect of tie mass of mankind.” From 
the debates in the Westminster Assembly and 
froth contemporary sermons and other sermons 
it had beén concluded that the Weatminster 
divines held the dectrine of infant damnation. 
He said that !t was believed that the original 
phrase was ‘select of infants,” and the change 
had been madé in transcribing the Cotifeasiun 
or by thé committee in charge under the bélief 
that ye two phrases “elect infants” and ‘* elect 
of infunts” had the same méaning. 

He thought that, in view of the doubt and 
be ehechage ge as to the precise meaning of the 
phrase, # change ought to be made whieh would 
clearly establish the meaning, He suggested a 
change as follows: 

“ All infants dying in infancy are regonerated and 
saved by Christ, through the Spirit,” &e. 

Dr. Bittinger alluded to the representations 
that are made to the effect that a belief im in- 
tant damnation is a part of the system of doo- 
trine taught by the Presbyterian Church. He 
looked upon such an imputation 43 an unjust 
aspersion ona church which teaches the oppo- 
site doctrina, 

A change in the Collocation of the words in 
Section 1, Chapter 4, was reecommended by the 
speaker This clatse speaks of the creation of 
the world in six days, and the spealer said 
that,according to the best exegeres, the meaning 
of the language of the first chapter of Genesis, 
describing the operation of God’s power in the 
space of six days—whatever period the six days 
of time may include—refers to matter then al- 
ready existing. He said that there was no 
conhiict betweon science and the Soriptures— 
only of science falsely so-called. 

In regard to the sections in Chapter 3, in 

which, the Speaker said, could be sven the re- 
flection of the extra scriptural views of mem- 
bers of the Westminster Aasombly, he favored 
their omissions. He maintained that the doe- 
trine of the sovereign decree of God is by no 
means necessarily dependent upon or connected 
with the view plainly implied in these sections 
that God created @ part of his intelligent crea- 
tures for the purpose of damning them. He 
was of the opinion that euch omissions 
wonld relieve the Church of the odium and 
seemingly just inconsistency of inviting mén 
to except those provisions of grace and merey 
from Which, by an extra scriptural view of the 
decree of God, they are exclucaed. 
In conclusion Dr, Bittinger said that, in his 
opinion, by the adoption of the vhanges above 
referred to, the Confession of Faith would be 
made mors attractive and adceptable as a 
fortnula of belief to the large and growing 
Chureb than it is at present.

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THREE PRINCES IN STOCK 


HERHS A RARE CHANCE FOR 
YANKEH HEIRESSES. 
SALLER OF VIENNA IS TRYING TO 

ESTABLISH AN INTERNATIONAL MAT- 

RIMONIAL BUREAU. 


The exchange of foreign titles and foreign 
@ebts for American dollars and American helt- 
esses ia tobe put on a ecicatifie and strictiy 
€ommercial basis. At least, such is the project 
of an enterprising European, who finds thatthe 
fortune hunters are numerous enough to war- 
rant the establishment of an international 
matchmaking bureau. The Austrian firm of 
which this inventive genius is the head has 
been trying to secure an agent on this side of 
the Atlantic, and recently, Mr. William P. Burr, 
a lawyer of 320 Broadway, received an inter- 
‘esting letter. 

About three years ago, while Mr. Burr was in 
‘Delmonico’s café, he was introduced to Prince 
‘B. Meriadek dg Rohan. Prince de Guémenée- 
Rochefort of Vienna, Austria, and also io his 
companion, Arthur Goryenyi. Mr. Burr has 
or several yoars represented an Austrian syn- 
Cieate that is pushing a project known as the 
Danube-Oder Canal, that is to join those rivers, 
and thus seeure a commercial waterway over a 
large portion of Austria and Germany. The 
Prince and his companion were very much in- 
terested in the project 

This incident passed out of Mr. Burr's mind, 
bat Prince Rohan, it seema, did not forget Mr. 
Burr, and mentioned him to bis friends at home, 
among them Anton Sailer of Vienna, as an able 
man. Recently Mr. Burr received a letter from 
Nr. Sailer. The Austrian asked Mr. Burr to go 
into the matchmaking business with him. He 
informeé Mr. Burr that Prince Rohan had, en 
his return from America, tuid a friend that he 
would go back to that country because he had 
hopes of making a good marriage there. Soon 
after the Prince died, and thus he missed the 
main chance of his life. : 

Prince Rohan told this friend that while at 
one of the seaside resorts in America he had 
become acquainted with one of the richest 
heiresses of the country. He was poor 
at the time, was not gifted with the ad- 
mirable assurance of the English adventurer 
who borrows money from his friends and is 
daily expecting remittances, and, therefore, he 
could not screw up courage enougn to offer the 
lady hia title in exchange tor her cash. 

Mr. Sailer’s letter goes on to suy that the 
friend of the dead Prince had shown him an 
illustrated paper and ‘some photographs of 
some of the millionabresin America, also the pho- 
tegzraph of an heiress who recently married. 

A friend of the dead Prince has greatly inter- 
ested himsel?Zin the subject of American heir- 
esses and would produce a Prince for the 
woney. ‘thus Messrs. Saller and Burr could 
make a great deal of money if the latter coula 
bring about such a marriage. 

Mr. Saller possibly has a sackful of Princes, 
but he is cautious and pullsthem out one by 
one, lest perhaps the market should be glutted 
with them.

Two hundred connoisseurs assembled at the 
Buction rooms at 240 Vifth-avenue yesterday to 
attend the saie of a collection of rare Madeiras, 
sherries, ports, clarets, and various other wines 
belonging to the estate of A. ‘IT. Stewart. The 
collection was made during the fifteen years 
preceding Mr. Stewart's death, and}the wines 
have been stored since that time in the wine 
room of the Stewart house. 

Among the gentlemen presont who alternste- 
ly smelled, tasted, and purchased were Judge 
Truax, ex-Judge Hilton, Seth B. French, ex- 
Judge Russell, Robert G. Remsen, William H. 
Starbuck, Isaac Townsend, Brayton. Ives, B. K. 
Stevens, Charles M. Rarnett, Franklin Murphy 
ot Newark, N. J.; Kichard Church, J. Cc. Me- 
Dermott of Brooklyn, George Do Witt, A. F. 
Walcott, H. Cassidy, J. C. Carter, Prescott 
atall Butler, Samuel Bauer, I. White, Col. 
W. P. Koome, Edward Gilmore, Buchanan Win- 
throp, John C. Furman of Wesichester, Richard 
A. Saaltield, ©. O. Baldwin, and E, Parmly 
Brown. Representatives were present from the 
Knickerbocker, Manhattan, aud Unien Clubs, 
and trom tue Westchester Country Club.

Spirited bidding followed the 
presentation of any of these varieties, and some 
ancy prices were realized. Tho aggregate of 
i2,463 80, however, is said to be only a fair 
showing, as the collection was variously esti- 
wated to be worth from $20,000 to $25,000. 
Tne small aggregate may be attributed tothe 
‘fact that several of the choicest brands were 
‘badiy in need of recorking. The Madeiras had 
been carefully siphoned and pronounced sound. 

Three botties of old Lynch Madeira, 1817, 
wentte Mr. Gilmore at $7 25 per bottle.

JT DESERVES ATTENTION. 


SLOAN’S ADIRONDACK BILL SHOULD BE 
CLOSELY INQUIRED INTO. 


Thora was passed in the Assembly last Thurs- 
day Senate Bill No. 27, which was introduced in 
the upper house Jan. 13 by Mr. Sloan, and, after 
having been twice read, was referred to the 
Senate Committee on Finance, of which Mr. 
Bloan is Chairman. The billis entitied ‘An 
act to authorize the purchase of lands located 
within such counties as include the forest pre- 
serve.” ‘ 

In many respects this bill is open to criticism, 
and while under a Forest Commission which 
was freer from blume than the present one It 
might do asmall amount of good, it could not 
be applied by the commission as it is now con- 
stituted without arousing suspicion among 
those persons who have the welfare of the ‘Adi- 
rondack region at heart. The billin question 
provides that the Forest Commission, witn tho 
approval of the Commissioners ot the Land 


Ottice, may purchase lands within the forest 
preserve at a price not to exceed: $1 50 an 
nore. The Forest Comission is required to 
have such lands appraised by one or mure ap- 
praisers, not to exceed three in Dumber, to be 
appointed by that commission. The expenses 
ot sueh appraisal shall be a per diom allowance 
to the appraisers, not to exceed $5 per day for 
the time actually employed, and the necessary 
expenses inourred in each case.” ‘Che total 
amount of the appropriation fixed was $25,000. 

This billis regarded by the majqgrity of the 
triends of the Adirondacks as ridiculous and to 
@ certaln extent as an efforton the part of the 
present Forest Commission, through the one or 
two influential friends 1t has obtained in the 
Republican Party, to block legisiation until tne 
present session of the Legislature is ended. 

Lbere are also two or three other interesting 
~~ about this measure. Senator Sloan ts 
well known as @ man of integrity, and this faot 
naturally causes some questioning how he 
should introduce such a bill as this, which prac- 
tically gives the present commission the control 
of $25,000 to buy lands anywhere within the 
forest preserve. Forest Commissioner Knevals 
and Mr. Morris K. Jesup are warm friends, the 
latter having frequently of late expressed him- 
self as being perfectly content to rely upon any 
measures proposed by Mr. Knevals for the good 
of the Adirondacks. Mr. Jesup has become 
known as the man whose name snould be an as- 
surance of the wisdom of any legislative meas- 
ure relating to the forests whion he should 
choose to indorse. Senator Sloan and Mr, 
Jesup are triends, and the former would not 
hesitate to follow the latter’s advice upon the 
subject of the Adirondacks. 

The placing of a limit to the price per acre of 
the land to be bought has, of course, the same 
effect as though the bill read “ Ata price of 
$150 per aere.” But itis the giving the 
commission the arbitrary power of pur- 
chase which arouses the greatest suspicion 
concerning the measure. There are smait and 
large tracts of lana held by corporations and 
individual owners which ure not worth 25 cents 
anacre. In fact, the present holders would be 
very zlad to allow thei to pass to the State for 
this price. Yet these tracts, in most part, lie 
between plots of State land or between State 
land and good forest property owned by indi- 
viduals. “here would be nothing to prevent 
the commission, under the present bil, from 
purchasing this worthless laud at $1 50 an 
acre, on the ground thai itis absolutely neces- 
sary thatit should pass into the possession of 
the State so that the State plots might be joined 
and made intact. 

The ridiculous part of the bill is the inade- 
quacy of the appropriation of $25,000. Under 
the terms of the measure there could be bought 
about 17,000 acres, or about one-third of a 
township of the average Adirondack size. 
This would be a atep, it is true, toward redeem- 
ing the wilderness, but muchin the same light 
as a drop would contribute toward filliug a 
bucket.

NEW ARMORIES, 


SUBJECTS DISCUSSED AT THE ARMORY 
BOARD MEETING YESTERDAY. 


The Armory Board met yesterday in the 
Mayor’s office and took up the question of 
erecting an armory for the use of Batteries A 
and Band Troop A. Capt. Wendel of Battery 
A and Capt. Wilson of Battery B are opposed 
to going into an armory with Troop A, and 
President Coleman of the Tax Commission re- 
ported to yesterday’s mecting that Charles W. 
Dickel of 136 West Fifty-sixth-street would 
give the use of his riding room one night each 
week for Troop A, besides furnishing two large 
rooms for the use of the troop for $2,500 a 
year, with the understanding that a two years’ 
lease be executed, 

Mayor Grant did not like the idea of a two 
years’ lease, and Commissioner Coleman was 
instrucged to see if the place could not be ob- 
tained ou a lease forone year. Gen. Fitzgerald 
told his fellow-members on the Armory Board 
that Edwin Gould and other wealthy members 
of Trvop A were willing to contribute $50,000 
toward the construction of a new armory. 

The bill now befvure the Legislature requiring 
the State to build all armories was discussed 
by the Armory Board and looked upon as a 
good measure. New-York is now Duilding its 
own armories, besides paying bearly half the 
cost of those built in the Staie through its share 
of the State taxes. The board autnorized the 
execution of a lease for the Seventy-firat Regi- 
ment Armory at Broadway and Forty-fifth- 
street, at an annual rental of $15,000. Mr. 
Coleman was empowered to confer with the 
owners of the property on which the drili shed 
now oocupied by the Twenty-second Regiment 
on Fourtecath-street is situated, to ascertain 
for what price it can be obtained. It is pro- 
posed to erecta new armory upon it for the 
Ninth Kegiment,

TOE LADIES’ HEALTH ASSOCIATION’S 
ANNUAL MEETING. 


Tho Ladies’ Health Protective Association 
held their annual meeting yestorday at 20 
West Fifty-ninth-street, and elected the follow- 
ing officers: President--Mrs. M, F. Wendt; 
Vice Presidents—Mrs, H. 8. Bell and Mrs. M. W. 
Ravenhill; Secretaries—Mrs. M. E. Trautmann 
and Mrs. I.E. Harland; Treasurer—Mrs. M. J. 
Herbert; Chairwoman of the Board of Direct- 
ors—Mrs. M. E, Schoen. A Board of Directors 
Was also chosen consisting of the officers and the 
following ladies: Mrs. A. M. Palmer, Mrs. R. 
Kohnt, Mrs, A. E. Tiffany, Mrs. C. E. Fendler, 
Mrs. E. Hermann, Mrs, E. N. Sparks, Mrs. 8. 
baum, and Mrs. T. Baroalow. 

After tho election the ladies listened to an ad- 
dress by Mrs. Josephine Shaw Lowell, Presi- 
dent of the Women’s Conference, on the Fac- 
tory bill, now before the Leyislature. Mrs. 
Lowell quoted from the reports of Factory Iu- 
spector George A. McKay to show that during 
1388 no fewer than 200,000 women were em- 
ployed in the city’s 12,000 ractories, and that 
623 accidents had been reported. Mrs. Lowell 
proved from the data furnished by the report 
that the law had been of great bencfit to female 
oporatives, had tended to better their surround- 
ings, and lad added to tho safeguards against 
injury and accident. She said that fire escapes 
had been placed on 166 factories in this city 
and on 29 in Brooklyn by order of the inspect- 
ors, and that in 76 faetories in both oities the 
proprietors had been compelled to inclose dan- 
gerous machinery, shafting, belts, and fiy- 
wheels, 80 as to render accidents impossible. 
She said that other alterations and changes in 
buildings or rooms where women were el- 
ployed haa been secured ja 2,620 places in this 
city and in 571 places in Brooklyn by order 
and under the supervision of the inspectors. 

Mrs. hu. E. Schoen reported that the Board of 
Directors had had several conferences with 
Street Commissioner Loomis, with Superin- 
tendent Murray, and with Dr. Cyrus Edson of 
the Health Department, and that all tne de- 
partments had acknowledged the valuable 
services rendered by the association. She said 
thatin view of. these services the members ot 
the association would be a’ sere with badges, 
which the employes of all departmonts would 
be instructed to recognize and respect, and that 
the police force would be directed to inake ar- 
rests of viclators of any of the health or- 
dinances upon the request of members of the 
association. 

‘We don’t intend to relax our efforts,” said 
Mrs. M. E. Trautmann, ‘until New-York is as 
clean a city as Paris. We will continue our 
war against filth and unhealthy nuisances until 
both disappear. We are inspired to renewed 
exertions by the alacrity with which the author- 
ities have seconded our efforts,and our work 
for the coming year will be thoroughly sys- 
tematized. Weshail cause the arrest of such 
ash men as 80 overload their carts as to scatter 
the stutf along the atreets, and if we see any of 
you men tearing up paper and soattering the 
pieces on the sidewalk we will have you ar- 
rested too. In a word, we are going to do what 
wecan to have the city ordinances regarding 
health and the cleanliness, of the streets en- 
forced.” 

‘The association adopted a resolution asking 
the Legislature for a charter. 


PILOT COLLINS KILLED, 





AN UNEXPLAINED FATAL ACCIDENT OFF 
SANDY HOOK, ‘ 


Pilot Edward Collins was killed off Sandy 
Hook yesterday in a peculiar manner while at- 
tempting to jump from a pilot yawl to the deck 
of the tug M. Moran, ‘he tug, under the com- 
maud of Capt Richard Moran, had towed the 
outward-bound Austrian bark Methusalem 
over the bar andshortly before noon dropped 
her hawser opposite the pilot-boat station 


where the boat Washington, No 22, was then 
on duty. 

Several pilots who bad been left at the station 
by outgoing vessels were anxious to get up to 
the city, and put off in the Washington’s yawl. 
Boatkeeper Scott, who was in charge of the 
yawl, brought her alongside the outguing bark 
and took off the pllot who had carried her out. 
Then the yawi started forthe Moran. When it 
came alongside all of the pilots eoerre. for the 
tug. Pilots John Hobbs, Edward * Turnure, 
Fred Ryerson, and William Crocker reached the 
tug’s Geck. 

‘Yo their surprise they saw Pilot Collins, who 
had jumped with them, lying in the bottom of 
the boat. There was a bruise upon one of ‘his 
temples, and blood was running from his eye. 
Some one said that Collins had been killed. 
Capt. Moran called out in joke that he was the 
original Tom Collins, and that he ought to have 
been killed long ago. No one at first thought 
that Collins had been seriously injured, but 
upon examination the man was found to be 
dead. Boatkeeper Scott had bruised one of his 
own arms severely in bringing the yaw) along- 
sidethe tug. He did not know how Collins had 
been killed. 

Capt. Moran thinks that the yawl sank down 
between two waves, and while coming up Col- 
lins’s head was dashed against one of the iron- 
bound fenders. of the tug, and that, receiving 
the blow upon one of his temples, it proved in- 
stantly fatal. The body was taken to Staten 
Island and plaeed in the charge of Coroner 
Schaefer. The dead pilot’s home was in the 
Baltimore flats at Tompkinsville. He leaves a 
widow and several young children. He was 
about thirty-five years of age, and was licensed 
as a pilot in March, 1883. He was skillful at 
his oaliing andis highly spoken of by his fel- 
low-pilots. He belonged to the Washington, 
which was then on the station. 

Boatkeeper Scott’s injuries were not of a 
serious nature. He returned to the Wash- 
ington. i

PHILIP H. WELOH’S FAMILY 


WHLL PROVIDED FOR, 
MORE THAN $25,000 GIVEN FOR THE 

DEAD HUMORIST’S WIDOW AND 

CHILDREN—LIST OF SUBSCRIBERS. 


When Philip H. Welch, the humorist, died, on 
Feb. 25, 1889, leaving his widow and four little 
children in a destitute condition, the story of his 
heroic struggle against disease created a pro- 
found impression among the numerous readérs 
of his contributions to newspapers and comic 
weeklies. This fact suggested to a fow friends 
who took an interest in his family the possi- 
bility of raising a fund for the support and edu- 
cation of his children, and on April 2 last it was 
announced that an effort would be made to raise 


@ trust fund for this purpose, and persons dis- 
posed to aid it were invited to send coatribu- 
vions to Edward P, Clark, Treasurer. 

The response exceeded the most sanguine ex- 
pectations of the promoters. The next day’s 
mat brought a check for $50 from a gentleman 
who had read tho announcement in an evening 
paper, and checke for small amounts and sus 
as large as $100 poured in until by June 1 the 
fund had grown to more than $8,000. During 
the — When everybody was giving to the 
relief of the Johnatown sufferers the growth of 
the fund lagged, but in August a check for 
$1,000 was received from a gentleman of this 
city then traveling in Norway, whither a circu- 
lar issued by the committee had been forwarded 
to him. Mr. Olark, in acknowledging the receipt 
of the cheok, wrote at length of the history 
of the project and expressed the wish thas the 
fund, which had then increased to more than 
$11,000, might eventually reach $25,000. 
When this gentleman returned from Europe 
last Fall he wrote to Mr, Clark that his interest 
in the matter had been growing, and that, if 
$20,000 could be secured from other sources, he 
would give $5,000. J. Pierpout Morgan, who 
had previously given generously to the fund, 
offered, when he heard of this proposition, to 
make the fund $20,000 if it could be raisea to 
$13,000.

In the meanwhile William A. Rogers, the art- 
ist, had conceived the idea that, with the aid of 
other artists, an illustrated book wight be 
made up of Welch’s most brilliant paragraphs, 
and an arrangement was made with Charies 
Soribner’s Sons, whereby “Said in Fun” was 
issued just before tne holidays. This book was 
edited by Robert Gordon Butler and illustrated 
by William A. Rogers, F. G. Atwood, Frank P. 
W. Bellew, ©. G. bush, A. B. Frost, CU. D. Gib- 
son, O. Herford, Kdward W. Kemble, J. A. 
Mitchell, F. Opper, W. P. Snyder, Albert E. 
Sterner, CG. J. Taylor, 8. W. Van Schatck, and 
M. A. Wolf On ‘Tuesday last the publishers 
announced that the royalties resulting from the 
sales of this book had reached several hundred 
dollars, and that addition carried the fund up 
to $18,000. Mr. Morgan, on being notitied of 
that fact, sent his check for $2,000, and. the 
gentleman previously spoken of contributed 
the $5,000 promised, thus completing the fund. 
While these tinal arrangements were making 
an unexpected contribution of $1,000 was re- 
ceived, and this replaced sums that had been 
paid to Mrs. Welch out of the fund from time to 
time, and made a round $25,000 for investment. 

Mrs. Welch, who was kept in ignorance of the 
growth of the fund until the latter part ot May, 
insisted, as soon as she learned that more 
than $10,000 would probably be raised, 
that the money should be so disposed of as to 
satisfy every contributor that it would be de- 
voted exclusively to the purposes for which It 
was given. Accordingly Walter Howe, who 
had taken much interest in the matter, and 
William E. Dodge, one of the first contributors, 
were consulted, and it was decided by their ad- 
vice that the money should be plaeed in the 
keeping of the United States Trust Company 
under a deed of trust to be Invested and man- 
aged for twenty years. Edward W. Sheldon, 
the counsel of the company, volunteered to 
draw up the deed of trust, by the terms of 
which the interestis to be paid to Mrs. Welch 
in quarterly installments, and the principal on 
an ascending scale beginning with an install- 
went of $500 on May 1, 1891, and increasing to 
$1,600 in 1902. From that time the payments 
will be diminished until 1910, when the bal- 
ance, $1,154, will be turned over. 

The contributions have come from persons in 
every walk of life.

FOR TAXES. 


CONTROLLER MYERS WANTS THE MAN- 
HATTAN COMPANY TO PAY UP. 


Auditor Gaynor of the Manhattan Railway 
Company has sent Controller Myers a state- 
ment of the earnings of the Third and Ninth 
avenue elevated roads, which shows that the 
average annual surplus earnings for the past 
five years have been nearly $1,200,000. ‘he 
Controller holds that such surplus earnings, 
which are the gross earnings with the operating 
expenses, taxes, interest on Donds and rentals 
deducted, constitute the net income upon which 
the city is entitled to 5 per cent, per annum. 

According to this argument the company is 
in arrears to the city tor the past five years for 
upward of $200,000. The Manhattan people 
of course take issue with the Controller. In a 
letter sent by Vice President R. M. Gallaway 
to the Controller he asserts that the obligation 
to pay the city an aunual percentage rests 
solely oh the Greenwich-street line of the old 
West Side and Yonkers Railway Company, and 
that the New-York Elevated Railway Company 
is liable to pay the tax only ‘as it has suc- 
ceeded to the rights, powers, and franchise of 
the former company.” 

Controller Meyers says that by their own 
showing the Manhattan Company, as lessees of 
the New-York Company, are in arrears to the 
city to a very large amount, and a big lawsait 
is likely to be the resuit. 


BROOKLYN REAL ESTATE AT AUVOTION, 

The Brooklyn real estate belonging to the 
estate of Robert Graves, the wall paper manu- 
favturer, was sold at auction yesterday by 
Richard V. Harnett. in the opinion of real 
estate men the prices obtained were unsatis- 
factory. The family mansion in Clinton-ave- 
nue, between Greene and Lafayette avenues, 
for which $100,000 had been refused, went to 
A. J, Pouch, together with the conservatory 
and the adjoining lots, for $88,000. The stable 
in the rear Mr. Pouch bougkt for $8,000. An 
adjoining stable brought $7,500. 

The seven-story brick factory in Fulton-street, 
near Adelphi, with a frontage of 60 feet, was 
sold to Menry Burn for $42,000, and the five- 
story brick factory, 100 feet front, in Carlton- 
avenue, near Fulton-street, went for $30,000, to 
Smith, Gray & Oo.

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ASSAULTED: BY THIEVES. 


TAILOR BARNETT BRUTALLY BEATEN IN 
HIS OWN SHOP. 


Solomon Barnett, an aged Hebrow tailor, the 
proprietor of a little shop at 1;230 Lexington- 
avenue, Dear Eighty-third-street, is lying at bis 
home in a badly-demoralizea condition from in- 
juries received in an encounter with a pair of 
desperate thieves, who in an attempt to rob 
him came near killing him. 

Barnett was alone in his store about 10:30 
o’clock on Tuesday morning, when two men 
entered. One of them was a tall man, about 
thirty-five years old, of light complexion, with 
light hair and sandy mustache. Hia companion 
was apparently about twenty-five years old, 
and a geod deal shorter than the other man. He 
had a short dark mustache. The taller man 
spoke to Barnett and said that he had got alot 
of tar on a coat and wanted to know if the tailor 
could remove it. Barnett said that he could. 
In a little while the men went away, promising 
to return later In the day with the tarred coat. 

During the afternoon Barnett thought he 
saw his visitors of the morning pass along the 


opposite side of the avenue at least twice. Bar- 
nett remembered afterward that he saw a police- 
Max on the avenue about the saine time. About 
4:30 o’clock the two men came in again. This 
time the shorter of the two acted as spokesman. 
He told Barnett that he wanted to purchase an 
overcoat. As Barnett stooped down to pick up 
@ coat the man struck him on the head with a 
piece of lead pipe, which upto the moment of 
the attack he had evidently kept concealed in 
the sleeve of his coat. When the attack was 
made the tall fellow stood with his back to the 
door to prevent interruption. . 

Barnett, who despite his years is robust, 
turned upon his assailant and caught him by 
the throat. Adesperate struggle now ensued. 
The tailor’s assailant struck out with his 
weapon—the lead pipe—and showered 
blow after blow upon his victim’s head and 
shoulders, but the plucky tailor held him by 
the throat and oalled for help. He was more 
than a match for the first ruffian and was get- 
ting the better of himaespite the lead pipe, 
when the second man came to the assistance of 
his companion. He was armed with a pocket 
knife, with which he cut Barnets over the left 
eye and across the right hand. The tailor fell 
against the stove,in which a brisk fire was 
burning. ‘The stovepipe was displaced and fell 
rattling to the floor. This noise evidently 
frightened the thieves, who tied, leaving behind 
the lead pipe. 

Five minutes after the departure of the 
thieves a customer entered the store and found 
the old manin a dazed condition. Physicians 
Were at once summoned, and after a long 
search & policeman was founda. The officer sent 
out a call for on ambulance and the injured man 
was taken to the Presbyterian Hospital. There 
it was found that there were five wounds on his 
bead where the lead pipe nad out through the 
7 to the bone, but had not fractured the 
skull, Yhere was a stab wound over the left 
eye and across the right hand, which was also 
burned from contact with the stove. His 
wounds were dressed at the hospital, and after 
a@ stay there of two hours he was aliowed to go 


ome. 

That the object of the assault upon the tailor 
wasrobbery there is no doubt. Last evening 
the injured tailor was resting comfortably. The 
lead pipe with which he was assaulted is in the 
hands of the police and is one of the best clues 
they have.

THE HOMESTEAD BANK IS OBLIGED TO 
CORRECT A SMALL IMPAIRMENT. 


The Homestead Bank, at Fifty-third-street 
and Tenth-avenue, has had a narrow escape 
from being closed by the State Banking Depart- 
ment owing to a dispute between its officers 
and the State authorities. The bank was organ- 
ized March 11, 1889, as the successor of the 
Ninth-Avenue Bank, at Fifty-ninth-street and 
Ninth-avenue, which was closed because of the 
inability of the friends of one of its officers to 
meet the accommodations which had been ex- 
tended to them by him. Among these accom- 
modations were notes amounting to $13,561 40, 
— the new organization included 1n ite cap-

Deputy Superintendent Hall of the Banking 
Department ordered an examination into the 
affairs of the bank last October, and the result 
was a report showing that the capital of $100,- 
OVO had been reduced by impairment and 
otherwise below the point required by law. 
The impairment amounted to the value of the 
notes. Thereupon the officers of the bank were 
given a days’ notice to make up the de- 
ficiency. ‘This time expired Feb. 5, and the 
officers had not taken any action. Thereupon 
Deputy Attorney General Lardner secured from 
Judge Andrews, in the Supreme Court, 
last Monday, an order directing the bank 
to show ¢ause to-morrow why «4 fre- 
ceiver should not be: appointed. An _ in- 
junction was also granted restraining the 
bank’s officers from exercising any of the 
franchises granted by the charter or dis- 
posing of any of the bank’s property. Both 
of these: were served on J. Wesley Smith, the 
bank’s President, who was considerably sur- 
prised, inasmuch as he declared that he had 
regarded the notes as perfectly good. He 
spent Monday night in making up the defi- 
ciency, and on Tuesday he deposited $14,000 
with the Western National Bank, the Home- 
stead Bank’s clearing medium, so covering any 
impairment complained of by the State authori- 
ties. 

The deposit of the $14,000 brought the liti- 
gation to a close, and the bank will continue as 
it has done. It was expected that there would 
bearun on the bank yesterday, but none was 
evident up to the close of banking hours, Pres- 
ident Smith assured a TIMES reporter that the 
average day’s business had been done. Mr. 
Smith became Presidont Jan. 15, succeeding E. 
L,. Stryker.

It nas been learned that Will Flack has re- 
cently been a constant visitor at Mrs. Flack’s 
home, near Newburg, and that as a result she 
has now become an unwilling witness in the 
case against the Sheriff, and is even anxious to 
avoid appearing against him. She has been 
regularly subpcned, however, to appear in 
court next Monday, when Col. Fellows says 
that he will push the case to trial.

STATEN ISLAND STIRRED UP. 


TRYING THE OLD SAILOR WHO SHOT AT 
CAPT. TRASK. 


The trial of Enoch B. Anderson, formerly an 
inmate of Sailors’ Snug Harbor at New-Bright- 
on, 8. I., on a charge of assault in the first de- 
gree, was begun yesterday in the County Court 
at Richmond before Judge8S. D. Stephens. While 
nominally the case involves the arraignment of 
Anderson on the criminal charge of having shot 
at Capt. Gustavus D: 8. Trask, Governor of the 
institution named, with a revolver, on the 7th 
of December last, virtually Trask’s methods of 
administration are under investigation. 

Public interest in the case was evidenced by 
the fact that an extra panel of seventy-five 
jurors was summoned. Counselor Sidney F. 
Raweon was associated with District Attorney 
Fitzgerald, while the interests of the accused 
were looked after by Lawyer William J. Power. 
The complainant, Governor Trask, wearing 
an air of supreme satisfaction. with himself 
ana all the world, was early on hand. 
Anderson was vrought into court by Sheriff 
Elsworth shortly after 11 o’clock. Since his in- 
carceration in jail his hair has bleached to the 
whiteness of driven snow, and his once erect 
form has become bowed and pent. That his 
mental faculties have suffered no impairment, 
however, was indicated by the active part taken 
by bim in the selection of the jury. In every 
doubtful case his advice was soucht py his 
counsel, 

Sixty-three talesman were examined before 
the twelve jurors were agreed upon. The de- 
fense exjausted eighteen of its twenty per- 
emptory challenges, the prosecution threw out 
twelve jurors who were acceptable to the other 
side by the same operation, and twenty-one 
were excused by the court. The lines of obdjec- 
tion were sharply defined, political affilliations 
and locality exerting a potent influence in the 
matter of rejections. The defense would have 
no jurors from Westfield, nor would Mr. Power 
accept any wan who declared himself to bea 
Teal estate owner or a member of:alaw and order 
league. The prosecution, on the other hand, 
discovered particular partiality for Republic- 


ans. 

The twelve men finally chosen were: 

Lawrence Letts, Richmond; Jeremiah Sweeney, 
New-Brighton; Frederick Wilkins, Westtisid: 
Christopher C. Decker, Traversville; John Mesic, 
Northfield; Michael Hoach, Northtieli; George 
Prior, New-Dorp; Juiius Kramer, Grant City; 
George Sg er Graniteville; Charles H. Bush, Tot- 
tenvilie; Freeman Merrill, Northfield; John Brad- 
ley, Clifton. 

The case for the people was opened by Dis- 
trict Attorney Fitzgerald, who with great dra- 
matic fervor read the indictment found by the 
Grand Jury. Flourishing the revolver, four 
chambers of which were loaded with ball 
cartridges, frantically in the faces of the 
jurors, considerately, however, turning the 
butt of the weapon to the front, he de- 
clared that Anderson had committed a feloni- 
ous assault upon Capt. Trask with intent to 
kill. This the accused had done with delibera- 
tion and premeditation. Capt. Trask had been 
shot at by Anderson as an individual, and not 
as Governor of the Sailors’ Snug Harbor. The 
Sailors’ Snug Harbor was not on trial 

Mrs. Elizabeth L. Sears, the only eye-witness 
of the shooting, detailed the events coming un- 
der her observation on the 7th of December as 
given at the preliminary examination. She 
was almost directly in tne line of fire, and was 
“a little nervous,” she said. ln answer to Mr. 
Power, On oross-exawmination, she testitied that 
she could not swear positiv3ly who fired the 
first shot of the three disch: zed. She was al- 
most positive that it was not Joverpor Trask. 

The caso is expected to reach the jury to-day.

COMMENCEMENT EXERCISES AT THB 
AMERICAN VETERINARY COLLEGE. 


The American Veterinary College held ite 
fifteenth annual Commencement at Chickering 
Hall last night. The Faculty’s address was 
made by Judge John R. Brady, and it was de- 
cidedly complimentary to the progress made by 
the institution. Since the college’s organization 


in 1875 the list of matriculations has grown 
from 18 to 130. There are 207 names on the 
graduates’ roster. 

One of the interesting features of the Com- 
mencement was the reading of a letter by the 
Acting Consul General of France, M. J. Dupas, 
which authorizes on behalfof the French Min- 
ister of Agriculture the entrance into French 
veterinary schools ef all graduates of the 
American Veterinary College without exami- 
nation. The diploma of the local institution ig 
now recognized at Paris, and, unless their atand- 
ing at yearly examinations prevents, New- 
York boys can obtain diplomas there within a 
year. 

The list of graduates who walked off with 
sheepskins handed them by Prof. F. D. Weisse 
last night comprised thirty-seven students. 
The Trustees’ Medal was won by Richard Mid. 
dleton of Philadelphia. Ldward John Creely 
of San Francisco obtained the gold medal for 
having passed the best practical examination 
before acommittee appointed by the Faculty 
from among the locai veterinary experts. A

INDIREOT ATTACK ON OIVIL 
SERVICE REFORM. 

THE ADMINISTRATION RESPONSIBLE FOR 
THE ATTEMPT TO DKSTROY AN OB- 

STACLE TO PARTY PLUNDERING, 


To thé Editor of the New-York Times: 

In regard to civil service reform there are two 
classe8 among the Republican politicians at 
Washington. One of these belicves that the 
party really meant what it said in its last plat- 


form, When it promised the extension of the 


present law, and the application of reform prin- 
ciples to other branches of the service. he 
other Glass regard the Chicago platform as a 
mere device to lure the civil. service reformer 
to the polis, to be thrown away as soon as the 


ballot is cast and counted, 


Among the men who beileve that the promise 
meant something, tbat the words written at 
Chicago were the honest declaration of the 
Party’s purpose, and that the policy enunciated 
Was wise and just, atypical instance may be 
found in Mr. Windom, who had tho frankness 


to state in his lastreport as Secretary of the 
‘Treasury that, from a comparison between the 
two systems drawn from his personal experi- 
ence, he had no hesitation in declaring the 
«reat advantages of the reform. Other mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, such as Secretary Proctor, 


are known to be equally consistentin this r 


spect With the Republican platform. — : 
in the other class, who think that the word 
of the party stood for nothing, are such men 
as Clarkson, who has devoted his entire time to 
the grateful task of dividing the plunder among 


“the boys,’ putting the offices “where they 
would do most good,” and rewarding by every 


kind of preterment the machine work of the 
last campaign; aman who,in a recent inter- 
view, claimed credit for “good behavior” by 
the fact that be had already displaced 31,000 


Postmasters and intended to change 10,000 
more before he quit. 

Among these men, too, is Clarkson's chief, 
Mr. Wanamaker, who beileves that a promise 
tu extend the reform ought to be performed by 
actually taking out of the operation of the law 
toe Kailway Mail Service, which had been in- 
cluded by Mr. Clevelaud, and who demanded of 
the President that the application of the rales 
to that service should be withheld till the Re- 
publicans had time to make the changes they 
wanted. He is the man who, through Marshall 
Cushing, his private secretary, set upon foot 
an inquiry asking a humber of gentlemen 
aeonenes the country, “Why both parties 
should not abandon their insincere professions 
ior the law aod have the patriotism to go back 
to the old system,” the first Cabinet ofticer, I 
think, in American history, who assumed that 
the platform upon which he camé into power 
Was insincere and unpatriotic. : 

Then we have Mr. Porter, the Superintendent 
of the Census Bureau, a man who insisted that 
his bureau should be kept vut of the operation 
of the law and tne places in it left tu be dis- 
tributed among Republican Cougressmen as 
plunder, to the neglect of their proper legisiat- 
ive duties, 

Now these men do not intend that there shall 
be any extension of the system, nor even that 
it shall maintain its present status if they can 
ueipit. Lhey are demanding more booty for 
the party workers. They propose to weaken 
the reform system by every means in ther 
power, and, a8 most of them do not venture to 
attack it Openly on account of the evident 
shamelessness of stich a proceeuing, they pro- 
pose to stab it by indirection and deciure that 
they approve of the law, while they endeavor 
to cripple its enforcement. 

President Harrison has appointed two mem- 
bers of the Civil Service Commission, Messrs. 
Roosevelt and Thompson, men more active, 
evergetic, and aggressive than any who had 
beep upon the board before. On previous oc- 
casions there had been exceilent singie ap- 
puintments, but atno time has there been an 
entire commission whose work of enforcing the 
luw was carried on withthe vigilance and en- 
ergy which have characterized the presept com- 
mission ever since 1ts organization. These men 
have had the confidence of those who believe 
in the reform everywhere. Before they came 
into office there was littie faith in the fair- 
ness of the examinations held. Applicants 
geueraliy considered, however erroneously, 
that there was some mode of avoiding the law; 
that Democrats had no chance under a Repub- 
ligan Administration, and Republicans had no 
chance under a Democratic Administration. 
¥ormer Commissioners had sometimes endeav- 
ored to correct this impression, but with little 
effect. 

When Messrs. Koosevelt and Thompson came 
inte ottice their first eifort was to scatter broad- 
cast throughout the country the declaratiou 
that an applicant Who passed the examination 
creditably would have a fair chance uf appoint- 
ment, 20 matter what his politics migut be; 
tbat there would be no discrimination made in 
fuvor of one party aud against the other; that 
the statute was to be enforced in its 
spirit as well as in its letter. Where 
auy cases of violations of the law were brought 
to thelr notice the Commissioners were prompt 
to correct them. Tuey traveled all over the 
country for the purpose of inquiring person- 
ally into alleged abuses. They went to Cin- 
cinnati, to New-York, to Troy, to Milwaukee, 
io Chicago, to Boston, to Ailanta, to New- 
Crieans, to Baltimore, everywhere, examining 
witnesses and exposing vidiations of tue iaw 
with entire impartiality, hitting Republicans 
28 well «8 Democrats, bringing to the bar of 
criminal justice the solicitors for Mahone’s 
campaign fund in Virginia, a6 well as the 
Democratic blackinailers for campaign funds in 
New-York. 

fo the hustlers and “ workers” of the party 
this thing was becoming disagreeable. The 
law actually stood for sometning, and it was 
xetting to be @ difficult matter either to levy 
ussessments upon federal office holders or io 
give places Within the classilied service as a 
reward to the “boys.” Something must be 
done to stop this thing. At first the plan was 
to cripple the commuiasion by an insuffivieat ap- 
propriation. Senator Farwell declared that 
to be the purpose of the opponents of 
reform. But it was not easy to 
do this unless sume excuse could 
* be found which did not tuvolve a general oppo- 
pition to the system itself, Members of Con- 
gress, however they thay talk against the civil 
eervice law, are, in tle Main, Very glad to be 
relieved of the petty patronage which the 
ciassified service Withdraws from them. The 
President had recommended that an additional 
appropriation should be granted, It wouid not 
aoto ty in the fave of this recommendation. 
Some attack must be made upon the present 
commission, and, behind this, these men can 
shelter themselves in their more insidious at- 
tack upon the reform itself. 

And now two prosecutors come forward. Mir. 
Hation, editor of the Washbiugton /ost, a Re- 
publican paper engaged in discrediting Repub- 
jican principles, wbo calis the reform promised 
to his party a “bogus” and “ pinchbeck” arti- 
cle, and Mr. Ewart, a Republican member of 
congress from North Carolina, who finds in the 
peddling of the smali offices of his district the 
ziory of bis legislative career. Thege men ap- 
pear most oppeortunely, Lhe necessities of the 
spoils system demand them. “hey are the 
nominal parties preierring the charges, but they 
are little more than the tools vf greater intlu- 
euces which lurk benind them, 

There is definite information showing that 
Mr. Hatton of the #cs?, in his attacks upon the 
commission, has been sustained, by oilicials 
high in the Federal serviee. Government em- 
ployos have been sent to him for the purpose of 
furnishing him with the information upou 
which he prepares his attacks against the com- 
Tiission,

ihe thied charge is that one Bailey Was pro-

niarked, and he was raised from the ineligible 
to the eligible list, but the Commissioners 
showed that he was required to pass a hew ex- 
amination, A latge number of other charges 
were made, in regard to which Hatton and 
Ewart introduced no testimony whatever, but 
simply abandoned their own case, 

The specitication upon which they seem to 
place the most reliance is that Roosevelt, on be- 
half of the commission, secured the appoint- 
mentofone Hamilton Shidy toa place in the 
Census Bureau when it was known to the Com- 
missioners that Shidy, as Secretary of the 
Board ot Local Examiners of the Milwaukeo 
Post Office, had made talsa certifications and 
had not reported violations of the law to the 
com mission. . 

The facts are these: One Paul was Postmaster 
at Milwaukee. Johnson, Shidy, and Fahsel, 
three of Paul's suvordinates, who depended for 
a living upon the places which they held under 
him, constituted the Examining Board of tho 
Post Office. When Paul wanted to employ any 
partiouler man he simply appointed him, and 

irected the Examining Bourd to alter the 
certifications and, if necessary, re-mark the 

apers and doctor up the records. Shidy, as 
seoretary of the board, did the work, the otner 
members knowing it, and consenting for fear of 
losing their beads, 

The Commissioners went to Milwaukee in 
Person to investigate. Shidy made a olean 
breast of it, and told them the detalis of these 
violations of the law and pointed out other 
sources of testimony, from which his state- 
ments were corrobvorate?. Roosevelt agreed to 
protect him for making these disclosures. 
Paul turned Shidy out, but keptin his employ- 
ment the two other members of the Kxamining 
Board, and one of them is in that Post Office 

et, Evidently Siidy was discharged because 

6 had turned State’s evidence, aud the Com- 
missioners, a8 bonorable’ men, determined 
they would do what they could to protect him 
and to see that he did not suffer more than those 
who refused to disclose their guilt. So Lyman 
and Thompson went to the Postmaster General 
and requested Shidy’s reinstatement. Wanamak- 
er reiused, hei Mr, Roosevelt tries to get 
Shidy another place Instead, and goes to Mr. 
Porter of the Census Bureau and solicits an ap- 
pointment there. Roosevelt tells Porter that 
Shidy is a weak mau and had been mixed up in 
some wrong-doing connected with the Milwau- 
kee Post Olllce, but that be had been of service 
to the Commissioners and he wanted a place 
for him, Porter suggested that, as Shidy had 
been in the Post Olfice, it would be proper to 
ask the Postmaster General if there were any 
objection. So Roosevelt goes to Wahamaker 
and asks him if he objects. He does not. 
Shidy comes on and Porter gives him, the ap- 
pointment. Shidy had expressed to the Com- 
inissioners his utmost contrition for his muis- 
deeds and had promised to behave well in the 
future. 

The course taken by the Commissioners was 
right. Iferiminals who turn State’s evidenve 
could not be protected by the Public Prose- 
cutor Many of the greatest crimes would go un- 
punished. It1is not only the right but the duty 
of men who intend to enforce the law to pro- 
tect subordinates who confess their guilt and 
furnish testimony leading to the conviction of 
the principal offender. Hatton himself, at the 
opening of this investigation, asked that his 
witnesses now in the Federal service should be 
protected. Postinaster Paul was the man who 
had coerced tnese helpless subordinates. It 
was the duty of the Comwissioners to secure 
the diamissal of the greater offender, and their 
promise to protect Shidy was strictly in the 
line of that duty. 

The prosecutors, Hatton. and Ewart, realiz- 
ing, no doubt, thatthey had a poor case under 
this state of facts, soon shifted their grouna 
and endeavored to show that the Commission- 
ers foisted Shiay upon the Census Bureau by 
misrepresentations and by concealing the fact 
that he had been guilty of making false certill- 
cations, and otherwise violating the law. Upon 
the face of it this proposition was rather 
absurd, for the commission had made 
a report in the Milwaukee case, which 
was published everywhere, and several 
interviews also appeared in the newsa- 
papers, all*showing the part which Shidy 
had taken in the illegal conduct of the office. 
The Commissioners would bardiy misrepresent 
what was @ watter of common kuowledge, But, 
not daunted by such opstacles us these, the 
prosecutors called Mr. Porter of the Census 
Bureau. Porter testified that Roosevelt never 
told him about Shidy’s misdeeds when he re- 
quested.the appointment, and that if he had 
known about them he (Porter) would not have 
appointed Shidy. Hesays: “I did not know 
that he had been mixed upin any wrongdoing. 
I did not realize that.” But after his testimony 
had been completed and be had retired from 
the stand he was recalled, and admitted that 
Roosevelt bad told him that Shidy was a weak 
man who Dad been coerced into doing wrong. 

The prosecution afterward called Mr. Wana- 
maker. The purpose was to show that Koose- 
velt had induced him to consent te Shidy being 
employed in the Census Bureau upon false rep- 
resentations and a concealment of the facts. 
So, sure enough, Wanamaker testified that when 
Roosevelt came to see him upon the subject he 
conveyed the impression that Shidy was ‘‘an 
excellent man, worthy of the interest he was 
feeling in him, and that be wanted, for the 
suke of encouraging other good men to 
aid the commission in the exercise of 
their duty, not to allow a inan to suffer who 
gave them information.” Wanamaker says that 
if he had known the facts he would not have 
entertained for a moment a request for his in- 
dorsement, but would have counted it his duty 
to have warned any head of a department 
against appointing such aman. This is pretty 
strong evidence against Koosevelt. Mr. Wana- 
maker evidently makes it as strong as possible 
He has no hesitation nor doubts of memory. 

But in the course of the examination he is 
asked whether he bad read, at the time of his 
interview with Roosevelt, the report of the 
Civil Service Commission in regard to the Post 
Office at Milwaukee. Hesays: “Ihad read it 
without reference to Mr. Shidy, but with refer- 
ence to the Postmaster.” Fortunately the 
means are at hand to determine cxartiy what 
Mr. Wanamaker has read. This report, signed 
by all the Commissioners, contains the follow- 
ing: 

“We examined the Secretary of the Board, Ham- 
ilton Shidy, and the Chairman, J. Jobnson. 
Shidy is admitted by all to have done the work of 
the board. * * * Shidy testified that he was 
compelled Ky the Postmaster to give the latter free 
access to the list of eligibles, although such access 
Was at that time strictly torbidden, and he further 
testified that the Postmaster, knowing those that 
were eligible as wellas their standing, appointed 
whomsoever he chose, and then forced him [Shidy] 
to torture the list of eligivies and certification 
Look, so as to produce a certification which should 
bear the appointee’s name.” 

There is scarcely & paragraph in the report 
which does not contain the name of B8hidy. 
Shidy was the man who, under Mr. Paul's direc- 
tion, did the acta for which Mr. Paul was re- 
moved by Mr. Wanamaker, and yet Mr. Wana- 
maker makes the impossidie statement that he 
had read this repurt without reference to 
Mr. Shidy, but with reference to the Postmas- 
ter. The report goes on: 

‘As for Shidy, he, equally with his colleagues, 
Johnson and Fahsel, was certainly guilty of grave 
misconduct in permitting the board to become the 
tool of Mr. Paul, but he did it under fear of losing 
his place if he rebelled, being wholly in the power 
of Mr. Pan), and, unlike his colleagues, who were 
equally guilty with himself, he had the manliness 
to come forward and tell what had occurred when 
the chance Was given him, it is manifestly unjust 
to visit him with any on not alse inflicted 
on Johnson and Fabsel.” 

Yet, Johnson, the other member of the Examin- 
ing Board, guilty of the same act of which Sbidy 
is guilty, bas still been retained in office in Mr. 
Wanamakers department. Tne report in an- 
other place shows the common guilt of all: 

“Shidy and Johnson testified before us, in Mr, 
Paul’s presence, thaton one oceasion he examined 
the papers of an applicant, which papers they had 
already marked, and forced them, against theif own 
judgment. to remark them, giving them a lower 
grade, * * * Mr. Shidy testified that Mr. Paul 
made his appointment first, and then forced him 
(Shidy) to gerrymander the hist of eligibles, so as 
to proance a stuifed certification Which should con- 
tain the name of the aiready appointed man.” 

Can Mr. Wanamaker explain in what manner 
he divided these sentences 80 as to understand 
what was the nature of Paul’s offense and not 
understand what Shidy had done ? 

Now take the probabilities of the case. Ac- 
cording to Wanamaker’s testimony Roosevelt 
represents Shidy ag an exceilent man at a time 
when Wanamaker had read the report made by 
Roosevelt and the other Oommissioners and 
published everywhere showing him to be 
directly the reverse. But Mr. Wanamaker’s 
memory, which is so facile in recollecting mat- 
ters which would throw discredit upon Mr, 
Roosevelt, becomes suddenly paralyzed upon 
other matters. Lyman ana Thomson haa 
visited Wanamaker some time before the inter- 
view with Roosevelt for the purpose of asking 
that Shidy should be reinstated. 

Lyman calls Wanamaker’s attention to this 
interview iu the following question: ‘*Do you 
recollect that one afternoon Gov. Thompson 
and myself called at yourroom and showed to 
you two telegrams that we brought concerning 
Shidy’s dismissal from the Milwaukee Post 
Offive, and asking if anything could be done 
aboutit?’? Mr. Wanamaker after along pause 
answers: “It¢is possible that that may have 
occurred, but I cannot say that I remember it.” 
Possibly there may be some explanation of this 
interview sogesding which the clouds of forget- 
tuluness descend over Mr. Wanamaker’s mind. 
On that o¢casion Lyman and Thompson told 
bim of the examination made by them of the 
Milwaukee Post Office, that they had made 
their report and sent a copy of it to him, 
Wanamaker found fault with them for investi- 
gating the conduct cf bis own snbordinates. 

or Wanamaker to pretend, after the Vom- 
missioners had senethis report for the Pectise 
purpose of showing him the misdoings of Shidy, 
Paul, and Joanson, that Mr. Roosevelt had 
aiterwards represented that Shi¢dy was “an ex- 
cellent man,” would be something more than 
absurd. It would bé impossible. 

It is upon charges and evidence such as these 
that the Washington Post, Monday morning, 
Marob 3, demands the rewoval of the Commis- 
siopers. Bat even the Host bas not assurance 
enough to insist upon any of these charees ex- 
cept two—one in regard to vbe retention and 
promotion of Campbell, und the other in re- 
spect to gotting the appointment for Shidy.

FCREIGN NAVAL NOTES. 


ae 
Concerning the coming year’s naval mancu- 


vres of the British fleet, Broad Arrow says: 
“Without pretending to any special knowl- 


edge, and merely putting two and two together, 
we should Say that neither in the Moditerra- 
nean nor anywhere eisé will there be auy 
naval manceuvres On the extensive scale of the 
last two years. [f the matter be regarded 
calmly, it is difficult to suppose that such ex- 
tended operations could be persevered in 
yearly for an indofinite time, The thing would 
fall too much into a perfunotory groove in the 
first instance, and there might be difficulty in 
providing programmes of a sufficiently varied 
character to keep up the interest. The expense 
is not inconsiderabley and the wear and tear of 
material repeated aunually might postpone in- 
stead of accelerating the readiness for war, 
which isthe object. We shonld look, however, 
for some settled plan of biennial or trieanial 
mancwuvres to answer all the intended pur- 
poses. But, while man@uvres on a very ex- 
tended scale may be made to stand over, it is 
to be hoped that the proper working out of 
naval problems on asmaller scale niay not be 
omitted. The questions are endless, which can 
only be solved experimentally. How to block- 
ade? remains just as it stood before 1888 if 
fallacies have not arisen as consequonces of 
imperfect testing. How to tight the enemy at 
sea in a general action? remains wholly unan- 
swered. Such are matters not requiring exten- 
sive mobilizations or great outiay for their 
experimental solution. What is wanted for 
thom is careful thinking out beforehand, and 
supplies of the sort of ships and proper propor- 
tions to Garry Out the trials,” 

Several mercantile marine engineers of em- 
inence have been invited by the British Ad- 
miralty to make an examination of the boilers 
of the British cruiser Barracouta, which recent- 
ly exploded on a trial test and killed and 
wounded several of the stokers. The object in 
calling in mereantile engineers is to assist in 
elucidating all the circumstanves which con- 
tributed to the recent lamentable disaster. It 
has been suggested that the outburst of flame 
into the stokebold may have been due to an 
explosion of gasin the combustion chamber of 
the boilers, but it is said to be dilfi- 
cul6é to understand how an accumula- 
tion of inflammable gases could occur 
In the presence of gases already in 
course of combustion. It is thought certain 
that with ordinary draught proceeding from an 
open stokehold such an acbumulation of gases 
would be utterly impossible; so that, if the true 
explanation is foundin the above suggestions, 
there will be still an additional objection to the 
torced draught system. In connection with the 
subject of forced draught it should be said that 
its use is becoming very common in the mer- 
cantile marine, and that many marine en- 
gineers of large experience and undoubr 
ed skill express themselves in favor of 
it At the same time it does not appear 
that the use of forced draught iu 
the mercantile marine has been attended 
with disaster, whereas the caye of the Barra- 
couta alone shows that the contrary is the case 
in the British Navy. Itis thought that much 
good will result from the inquiries into the 
Barravouts disaster, which will also be of great 
value to engineers. Boiler failures in the 
British Navy have been very frequent of late, 
and, whether rightly or wrongly, they have be- 
come associated in the minds of mast people 
with the devices tor obtaining artificial draughs 
which have been in use during the same 
period. 


The arrangements for the supply of the com- 
pound armor for the large battle ships, which 
form a conspicuous feature in the Admiraity 


programme, have now been completed. The 
work has been divided equally between two 
Shefitield firms. At the Cyciops Works (Mossrs. 
Charles Cammel) & Co.) the armor for the fol- 
lowing ships will be made: The Hood, building 
at Chatham Dockyard; the Royal Sovereign, 
building at Portsmouth; the Royal Oak, buiid- 
ing by Laird Brothers, Birkeaohead, and the 
Ramillies, building by Messrs. J. & G, Thomp- 
gon, Glasgow. The Atlas Works (Messrs. Joln 
Brown & Co., limited) will supply the armor 
forthe Renown and the Repulse, building at 
Pembroke Dockyard, and for the Resolution 
and Revenge, building by the Palmer Shipbuild- 
ing Company. The work will probably occupy 
both tirms during the next two years. 


Itis a matter of wonderin British naval oir- 
cles how the report thatit was contemplated 
to hold a series of naval mManceuvres on a large 


scale in the vicinity of Gibraltar first origi- 
nated, and whether, the authoritative contradic- 
tion notwithstanding, there was not at some 
time an idea of carrying out such a programme, 
and whether it was not really due to interna- 
tional prejudices that the matter has been 
dropped. The British scem to think that the 
Spaniards are too quick to take umbrage, and 
they are at a loss tu see Where could be the of- 
fense even ifa British squadron did mancuvre 
off the Canaries. The question is asked, **Are 
all manceuvres to be limited to midocean or the 
immediate vicinity of the shores of a war ship’s 
own country?” It is said there js nothing 
either in the state of affairs in Morocco or in 
Britain's desire to have a dock at Gibraltar 
which should give offense to Spain. 


It is said that the report that a dock is to be 
constructed at Gibraltar on improved lines bas 
greatly disturbed the oflicilal mind of Madrid, 


and various efforts have been made through 
oe peng agents in London to obtain particulars 
of the project. This curiosity is instructive in 
its way, since it shows what has long been sus- 
pected, that the Spanish Goveroment still en- 
tertains a dream that the British will some day 
relinquish their hold upon the gates of the 
Mediterranean. The dream, however. has been 
disturbed by the very matter-of-fact statements 
that the British are about to increase the value 
of thelr possession by the construction of a 
naval dovk within its granite embrasures, 

The naval advisers of the Czarare said to 
be getting very energetic. They have fixed upon 
Liban as the most desirable port toform the 
Bouthern Baltic harbor of Russia, The objec- 
tion to Cronstadt is thatitis frozen up readily 

nd can easily be blockaded by a hostile filest. 

iban will serve for a division of forces, and at 
the same time will be useful as a harbor of 
refuge near the German frontier. Germany, 
too, has shown considerable enterprise in naval 
aifairs lately, and Russia is evidently jealous of 
her position in the Baltic. 

It is said that when the guns now under way 
are completed the British will have on hand 
nine 110-ten guns, of which number it is known 
that five have already developed defects of 
greater or less importance. The defects have 
decided the Admiralty to construct no new 
guns for the present of a greater weight than 
sixty-nine tons. 

It is reported that the British battleship Vic- 
toria, the heaviest fighting ship at present in 
the British Navy, is to be commissioned on 
March 18. This vessel has been fitted with 
Bullivant’s torpedo defense booms, instead of 
the cumbersome wooden fittings in recent use. 

The British war ship Conquest, which was re- 
cently reported as having gone ashore at Pemba 
Island, east eqast of Africa, has been got off 
and towed to Zanzibar. She is said to be unin- 
jured, notwithstanding her stay of twelve hours 
on the beach. 

Ordera have been issued for the prompt arma- 
ment of the five new Turkish war vesseis which 
were. recently launched at Constantinople. 





A NEW DRESSED-BEEF COMPANY. 
Another company for supplying this city and 
vicinity with Western dressed beof started busi- 
ness yesterday under the nawe of “‘The Empire 


City Beef Company.” This hovee will act as the 
New-York agénts for the Kansas City Packing 
and Chase frigerator Company, which con- 
cern is reported to°have built about 150 re- 
frigerator cars tor shipping to this point. The 
company is one of threé large concerns in Kart- 
sas City and has never before had an agency 
here, though 1ts beef has been sold in the city, 
and it has agencies in Connecticut and the other 
New-England States. . 

The new house claims to be making an at- 
tempt to break the practical monopoly of the 
* Big Four’—Morris, Armour, Swift, ind Hause- 
mat—in New-York, Brooklyn, and Jersey City, 
and it will of course meet with intense oppost- 
tion from this combination of Chicago dressed- 
beef shippers.

If IT SECURES ITS CONTRACT IT WILL 
MAKE COMPETITION IMPOSSIBLE, MR. 

NICOLL DECLARES. 


Subway matters had a five-hour airing in the 
Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, before 
Judge Andrews. Tue proceedings include the 
motions of the Manhattan Electric Light Com- 
pany, the East River Electric Light Company, 


the Northera New-York Electric Light Com- 


pany, the Mount Morris Electric Light Com- 
pany, aud George E. Armstrong, taxpayer, to 
make permanent the injunction granted by 
Judge Patterson against the Mayor, the Board 
of Electrical Control, and the Consolidated 


Telograph and Electrical Subway Company, 


restraining the Mayor and the Board of Elec- 
trioal Control from authorizing the Consolidated 
Company te trausfer to the new Standard Elec- 
trical Subway Company or any other company 
any or ali of its subways and the right and 
Obligation to build subways for electric light 


and power conductors, and enjoining the Con- 
solidated Company fram making such a trans- 
ter of its rights and duties. 

Elihu Root and De Lancey Nicoll appeared 
for the protesting companies, W, B. Putney for 
Mr. Armstrong, Edward Lauterbach and Will- 


iam N. Cohen for the Consolidated Company, 


Wheeler H, Peckham for the Standard Com- 
pany, W. Bourke Cockrau and Paul D, Cravath 
tor the United States [Illuminating Company 
and tne Brush Electric Light Company, and 
David J. Dean for the Mayor aud the Board of 
Electrical Control 

Mr, Nicoll opened in behalf of the petitioners. 
He said it was no exaggeration to say that the 
question was oue Of life and death to the piaint- 
itt If the transfer suheme was carried ont 
is would drive the plaintiffs out of business. 
Involved in the procvsedings was the question 
whether the electric light interests of tue city 
should be monopolized or should remain open 
to all companies. Continuing, Mr, Nicoll said: 


“Our State Legisiature iu 1884 created a Board 
of Biectrical Coutrol to carry outa pian of under- 
gtound subWays, Such & pian they did lay out, 
and in 1886 they employed ur contracted with the 
Consolidated Company tocarry it out. In 1887 there 
Was an act passed py the Legisiature providing 
that the agreément with the Consvlidated Company 
was Valid. The scheme of that contract was a good 
One and @ fair one Ww all parties interested, The 
Consolidated Company furnished the capital. Se- 
curity was given tor the iamhfal performance of 
the contract. Under thatold contract thirty miles 
of electric light subways have been laid, A system 
of rules was adopted vy the Board of Electrical 
Control governiug the use of the subways and the 
oocupanvy of them by tenants, 

“These rules must be curefally considered, for if 
the proposed monopoly is allowed to exist they can 
and will be made an instrument of oppression. One 
rule provides that the subway Company shall keep 
the keys to the manholes. Another rule provides 
that subsidiary connections can be made oat by 
the subway company. Another ruie says that 
application for spave must be made to the subway 
company. So the subway compauy—the landlord 
comyany—can bea power to crush any tenant of 
the subways it does notiavor. Tuis power worked 
hurm to none 80 long as a neutral company held it, 
but if it is put in the hands of this Stamuard monop- 
oly, coutrolied as itis by an electric lighting sys- 
tem, What may happen lo Companies using otner 
systems? 

“ Phe electric light interests of New- York appear 
to be divided as fuilows: Fjrst, there is the hdison 
Company, the right wo Daild sabwaye for which is 
reserved by the Consolidated Company under this 
scheme, secoud is the Westinghousd interest. 
lu this isthe Brush Hiectric Light Company, aud 
the United States Illuminating Company and it 
controls tueir new aspirant tor subway honors, the 
Staudard Lhe thitd iuterest is that of Lhe com- 
panios using other than the Westinghouse system, 
those whivh i represent. 

“Up to January, 1890, the Consolidated Company 
strenuousiy claimed the sole right to build sab- 
ways. At that time, however, four some unknowa 
reason the company developed @ strong willingness 
to divide its auiies. In the Board of Kiectrical Con- 
trol there was @ ready permission for this division, 
as recent meetings of the board show, ‘hat this 
permission was assured, loug belore the trausfer 
scheme was made public, seems to be shown by a 
remarkable letter written by President CU. H. Jack- 
son of the Standard Company.” 

The jetter to which Mr. Nicoll referred was a 
bay gees issued on Jan. 14, 1890, The fol- 

owing portions of it show the confidence of 

the embryotic company of getting the cv- 
operation of the authorities, The United Light 
aud Power Company referred to is the consoli- 
aated United states and Brush Companies, 
which, as the figures show, Means also the new 
Standard Subway Company: 


“Under the proposed arrangement the Standard 
Electrical Subway Company will ve the owner of 
ull electric light and power subways of New-York 
City, except the Hdison ducts, and will have the 
right to build such extensions of the supway sys- 
tom as may be required, and to rent the same to the 
electeic light and power companies. 

*‘}his subway company will have the right to 
charxue sullicient rentals to enable it to earn iV per 
cent, net upon the cost of its subways avove ex- 
penuses of operation and maintenance. it is stated 
that the cost to the Consolidated ‘telegraph and 
Electrical Subway Company of the snbdways al- 
ready constructed is about $2,000,000, which 
affords a basis for a net revenue of $200,000. 

“ Proceedings have been instituted by the counsel 
ofthe Standard Subway Company by which the 
capital stock of the company will be $1,600,000, of 
which $1,000,000 will be common stock aud $500,- 
QUU preierred stock. The $1,000,000 of common 
stock will be issued for rights, &¢., to the United 
Electric Light aud Power Company, or some 
Trustee representing it. The United Company will 
subscribe for, at par, the $500,000 of prererred 
stock torthe purpose of providing funds to make 
the cash payments to the Consolidated leiegraph 
and Klectrical Subway Company, requirea by the 
terms of the purchase, 

“The Standara hlectrical Subway Company will 
also at once authorize a mortgage uf $4,000,000 to 
secure that amount of bonds as they may be re- 
quired, such bonds to be issued, frat, $1,320,000 
tur the purchase uf the subways taken from the 
Consolidatea Company, and, second, for ths purpose 
of raising funds for extensions hereua:ier to be 
nade, 

“As you are aware, the work of gaining foot- 
hold in New-York has extended over a period of 
nearly three years, during which time we have 
secured numerous Tights and privileges, ali of 
which have been turned over to the United Hlectric 
Light and Power Company. 

“Forthe purpose of making the improvements 
that are contemplated, the Direciors have in view 
the increase of the company’s capital to $5,000,000, 
the inorease of $2,000,000 to be preferred stock en- 
titled to receive 6 percent. per annum; holders of 
this preferred stock to have for a fixed period the 
right to surrender the same and receive therefor a 
like amount of common stook.” 


Contiowing his argument, Mr. Nicoli said that 
up to date the Standard Company was merely 
@ paper concern. He added: 


“At present it simply exists to get this contract 
ifitocan. itis controlled by the two great Wuest- 
inghouse companies, and 1f they get control of the 
subway syslem allrival companies might as well 
put outa red flag and sel: their assets at auction. 
Now, we claim that the Board of Hiectrical Controt 
has no power to make another contract because 
there has not beea a breach of the contract made 
with the Cousolituated Company. Ifit has the power 
to make another contract, it has not the power to 
authorize the sale or transfer of the subways con- 
atructed by the Consolidated Company, Tne execu- 
tion of this new contract would be a waste of the 
rights and resources of the city of New-York. It is 
proposed to substitute @ company with no assets 
lor @ company that is bonded to pat $3,000,000 in 
the subways.” 


William N. Cohen followed Mr. Nicoll, speak- 
ing for the Consolidated Company. He re- 
viewed at great length the history of subways 
in New-York, working up to a point where he 
said that events of the past year and the deter- 
mination of Mayor Grant to get ali electric 
wires in the subways had caused the Board of 
Eleetrical Control to order more subways built 
in 1890 than his company alone could promise 
to complete. Because of this the Consolidated 
saw fitto drop or trausfer the bullaing of all 
high-tension subways to the Standard Com- 
pany. He continued: 


“In reply to Mr. Nicoll’s question as to why we 
sell our subways, I will say itis none of his busi- 
ness, It was our poser that built them, and we 
have 8 right to sell or give them away if we see fit. 
The case is analogous to that of a tenant wbo tells 
his landlord that bo shall not sell his house. But 
if we are to transfer the business of building the 
subways We must give those we have built to the 
party accepting the new contract. The subways 
mustall be under one management, in order that 
respousibility for them can be La oy 4 placed. 

“She plaintiffs Complain that the new company 
wilt ruin them because of certain power vosted in 
it. ‘hose rules were made by the Board of Elec-. 
trical Control. They can be changed at any time 
by that board. The subway company is absolutely 
responsible to the board, and any injustice or at- 
tempt at ny a work would at once be sat 
upon by the board.” 

In behalf of the Board of Electrical Control 
ana the city Mr. Dean of the Corporation Coun- 
sel’s office said: 


“We contend that we have a power undor the 
provisions of the subway laws to make new con- 
struction contracts if the existing contract becomus 
ineffectual. We claim that the present condition of 
affairs, the inability of the Consolidated Company 
to do the work requir renders the old contract 
ineffectual, and makes a division of the work, such 
as is proposed, expedient and desirable, Instead of 
the new arrangement sacrificing any public or cor. 
porate interest, the papers will show that these 

ave been fully guarded.” 


W. Boarke Cookran’s argument for the United 
States and Brush Companies created a good 
deal of astir owing to the violence of his alie- 
gations. He said: 


“This is a proceeding which is simply an attempt 
on the part of the piaintiifs to extort from the 
Standard Company advantages which they cannot 
otherwise obtain. By the recent raid on the wires 
the United States and Brush Companies were prac- 
tically paralyzed. Milllons were invested. The 
companies must find a means of going on with their 
business. Subways must be provided. Con- 
solidated Company acknowledged that 1t could not 
build them fast enough. The result was the forma- 
tion of the Standard Company. These plaintiffs 
were invited to come and take stook in that new 
company, but atthe eleventh hour refused on the 
— we hai not the money to go on with 
the work. 

‘It was then that the Manhattan Company came 
to the Standard Company and ree st demand. 
ed that it be bought out for $1,200,000, 
ue erty was not worth $600, 000. 11

‘*Mr. Root’s company,” said Mr. Cohen, “has 
made that offer, but he well knows that all the 
companies could not be induced to go into it 
They did not have the money.”

ST. JOHN'S GUILD.

THE TWENTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE INSTITUTION. 


The twenty-third annual report of 8t. John’s 
Guild, which has just been issued, makes an ex- 
cellent showing for the work done during the 
past year, The benefactions of the institution 
have never before been extended to so large a 
number of sick children. The floating hospital 
carried during the Summer the large number of 
30,057 sick children and mothers on free fresh- 
air excursions, while at the St. John’s Guild 
Seaside Hospital, which is at New-Dorp, 8 L, 


1,573 sick children and mothers received hos- 
pital care and treatment. The cost per day for 
maintenance on the floating hospital was 21% 
cents per capita. A similar cost at the seaside 
hospital was 39 cents per day. The patients 
were gratuitously supplied with nourishing 
food and the necessary medical attention. 

During the hot season, when infantile sick- 
ness Was most prevaient in the crowded tene- 
ment districts, the numbers applying for places 
ou the floating hospital were frequently greater 
than it was prudent to receive. Nevertheless, 
as many as 1,628 sick children and mothers 
have been carried atone time. This number, 
however, was found to so overcrowd the sick 
wards, the citing tables, and the decks that it 
was decided to limit the number received to 
1,400 for each trip, the excess of applicants 
being requested to come the following day. 
The floating hospital made thirty-three trips 
from July 9 to Sept. 6, inclusive, and the man- 
agement was so careful that not a single accli- 
dent happened. In this time there were given 
2,056 salt-water baths under medical super- 
vision, many of the physicians volunteering 
their services. The increased expeases inci- 
dental to the greatly enlarged and improved 
work done by the society have been difficult to 
provide for, 

The completion sand equipment of the new 
wing of the Seaside Hospital exhausted the re- 
serve fund and the Guild was compelled to be- 
gin the season of 1889 with au empty treasury 
and relying entirely on contributions for carry- 
ing on the work. Although these contributions 
were equal to those of former years, they were 
insufficient for the demands of the work done, 
and there is consequently a deficit of about 
$2,300. The management of St. John’s Gulia 
appeals to the generous friends of sick children 
to supply this deficiency and tosoreplenish the 
treasury of the institution that it may be able 
to continue the relief that it is now so well 
equipped to extend, During the twenty-three 
years that 8t. John’s Guild has been — 
out sick children and mothers from the crowde 
tenements on free fresh-air excursions, 398,915 
human beings have been directly benefited by 
the charity. 

All of the 223 hospital beds of the Guild are 
free, and no charge of any kind is made to any 
one. Sickness and poverty are the only requi- 
sites for relief at the hands of St. John’s Guild, 
tor its benefits are extended to all the poor and 
the sick without creed, class, or sectarian dis- 
tinction. Particular attention is paid in the 
report to “named excursions.” The donor of 
$250 for a distinct trip is rewarded with the 
name of the donor being given to the trip, dur- 
ing which about 1,000 sick children and moth- 
ers are cared for. The donors of such trips 
during the past year were: Mrs. William H.

A KNOUTY LEGAL POINT. 


THE FIGHT FOR DAMAGES FOR SOUTH- 
ERN BOULEVARD LAND OWNERS, 


When Commissioners William H. Willis, Sam- 
uel Milbank, and Arthur Ingraham met in Mr. 
Willis’s office in the Boreel Building yesterday 
afternoon, to appraise damages claimed py the 
Spofford estate and other former owners of land 
on which the Southern Boulevard was laid out 
by the act of 1867against the Southern Boule- 
vard Railroad Company for the use of the street 
for its purposes, an interesting law point was 
raised by W. P. Williams and E. P. Johnson, 
counsel for the property owners, which pre- 
cluded the taking of evidence, and will probably 
lead to an appeal for instructions as to the 


powers of the Commissioners from the Special 
Term ot the Supreme Court. 

The land was condemned only for street pur- 
poses proper by the law of 1867. The title in 
tee still remained with the original owners, and, 
under Section 24 of the act alluded to, the right 
to further damages in case of an attempt to 
put a street railroad on the Southern BKoule- 
vard was distinctly reserved. In 1887 another 
law was passed which undertook to repeal this 
provision. But adecision of Judge Larremore 
has held this later law unconstitutionai, as in 
the nature of confiscation. Mr. Williams 
claimed that the commission must accept this 
decision as a guide to its action and assume lo 
be appraising damages under the law of 1867. 
John N. Lewis for the railroad insisted that 
the usual presumption of constitutionality stl 
attached to the law of 1887, and that damages 
must be appraised only under its provisions, 
No question of the rights of abutting property 
owners is involved in this action. 

“The commission has no rightto pass upon 
the law’s constitutionality,” said Mr. Lewis. 
“It has a right to pass upon ail facts affecting 
the question of damages,” responded his oppo- 
nents, “and this is one of those facts.” ‘he 
commission was indoubt. At last it was de- 
cided that counsel for each side should hand in 
& Memorandum of its position and decisions 
bearing thereon on Saturday next. Then the 
commission will make a tentative decision, and 
the 106 against whom’ it is made will ask the 
Special Term of the Supreme Court to issue in- 
atructions to the commission as to its powers. 
The hearing was adjourned to 2 P.M. Wednes- 
day, Mareh 12,

from the police, told the young man to sit 
down aud wait a minute. Then Detective 
Chambers was sont for, and the caller was ar- 
rested on a charge of dealing in “green goods” 
and of using the mails fora fraudulent pur- 
be On the latter charge he was arraigned 

efore United States Commissioner Benedict 
ana held for examination. 

The prisoner said his name was Henry Kane, 
and that he was @ salesman living at 153 Kast 
Seventy-fourth-street, New-York, but further 
than that he would say nothin Police Super- 
intendent Campbell first- heard of him on Feb. 
6, When ho received a letter from T. Pe Frank- 
lin of Centreport, Chester County, Tenn., in- 
closing a circular by him. It was signed “John 
Fox, 4 Court-street, Brooklyn,” and coneisted 
of a reprint of a clipping stating that John Fox 
had the best counterfeit money in the world. 

The Superintendent set a detective to work 
watching the telegraph office, but until yester- 
day no one appeared to olaim the correspond- 
eneé of John Fox. There is a man known to 
the police by thas name who for years has 
dealt in counterfeit money. He has an ottlice 
in this eity and one in Jersey City, but whether 
the prisoner arrested in Brooklyn yesterday is 
Fox or is connected with Fox the police do not 
know. Anthony Comstock was notified of the 
arrest yesterday and be will follow the case up.

TROSTEES NOT ENJOINED. 


JUDGE WALLACE GIVES A DECISION IN 
THE COTTON OIL CASE. 


Judge Wallace of the United States Circuit 
Court yesterday banded down a decision aeny- 
ing the motion of Col, William Wall for a pre- 
liminary injunction to prevent the reorganiza- 
tion of the American Cotton Oil Trust. Col. 
Wall is a resident of Virginia, and only four of 
the nine Trustees against whom the sult was 
brought are residents of this State. Judge 
Wallace - therefofte beld, when the matter was 
brought before him, that he did not have 


jurisdiotion,as neither plaintiff nor defendant 


was & resident of the district in which the 
action was brought. 

The bill was therefore amended, aftw tne 
argument for an injunction, so that only the 
four Trustees residing In this State were made 


defendants, and Judge Wallace took under con- 


sideration only the question of whether the 
action could be maintuined against but four of 
the Board of Trustees. In his vpinion hoiding 
that the suit cannot thus be maintained, and 
therefore denying the motion for an injunction, 
Judge Wallace says: 


“Upon the present bill the only question for con- 
sideration at this time is whether the court has 
jurisdiction to proceed to a decree in a suit brought 
against four of nine Trustees by a beneficiary who 
has an interest in the trust fund in which the Truat- 
ees are charged with an abuse of their power, and 
the reljef sought is that the defendants be re- 
Strained from doing specified acts in alleged viola- 
tion of the authorized powers of the Trustees. If 
the five Trustees not suet are indispensable 
parties to the controversy the court cannot 
process until they are brought in, and 
should refuse a preliminary injunction, They 
are indispensable parties if their interest 
in the subject matter of the suit and the 
reliet sought are such that a final] decree cannot 
be made without either affecting that interest or 
leaving the controversy in such a condition that its 
final determination may be wholly inconsistent 
with equity and good conscience. If the suit were 
brought to charge the defendants merely with per- 
sonal liability jor tnoir fraudulent acts, it would 
be free from difficulty. Such a case suppiles an 
exception to the rule that in a suit avainst Trustees 
all of the Trustees must be made parties. 

** The object of the present suit, however, is to 
restrain the defendants from participating in acts 
which they aud their co-l'rustees are about to per- 
form. If the defendants are enjoined the oo- 
Trustees will to that extent be crippled and may be 
wholly prevented from doing what they propose. 
What is proposed to be done may be lawfal and 
authorized and, indeed, essential to the protection 
of the general interests with the management of 
which the Trustees are charged. It is not enough 
that, according to the averments of the bul, 
these things are unauthorized and a breach 
of trust, because the absent Trustees have 
a Tight to be heard before these aver- 
ments are taken as trae against them, and they 
caunot be assumed % be true as the basis for a 
decree until all those who have a right to challenge 
them have been given an opportunity to do so. A 
contrary rale would put it in the power of a mi- 
nority of unfaithful ‘rusteea, by coliusion with a 
beneliciary whose interests might not lie with 
those of other beneticiaries, to defeat the perform- 
ance of legitimate and exigent oificial duties by 
faithful Trustees, — 

‘*If it were adjudged in this suit that the de- 
fendants have been guilty of a breach of trust, and 
that what they propose todo is a violation of the 
trust agreement, it mightalso be adjudged in an- 
other suit brought against thé absent Trustees 
that the present defendants were guilty of a breach 
ot duty in refusing to co-operate with their co- 
‘rrustees in the transactions contempiated, and if a 
suit were to be brought by those not parties here 
against the present defendants to charge them 
With liability because of their failure to perform 
their duty, the decree in the present suit would not 
protect them. 

‘*Succinctly stated, the court is called upon to aa- 
judge not only that the defendants have abused 
their trust, Dut also that the absent trusteés have 
done so, and to decree that what the absent 
trustees propose to do is unauthorized and unlaw- 
ful. itis obvious that the relivt now sought is of 
no sort of utility or value except to the extent that 
it will operate upon the proceedings of the absent 
trustees. If, notwithstanding an injunction re- 
straining the defendants from taking the action 
contemplated, the other trustees are competent to 
take it without the assistance of thedefendants, the 
complainant will get nothing by the injunction. 
On the other hand, it such an injunction would pre- 
vent the absent trustees from iaking the contem- 

lated action, it should not be granted without giv- 
ng them an opportunity tobe heard. The suitis 
an attempt, by indirection, to control the manage- 
ment of a trust fund without giving some of those 
who are charged with the duty of managing ita 
right to be heard.” 





THE “GREAT MORAL SHOW.” 


ARRIVAL OF THE FURNESSIA WITH THE 
BARNUM & BAILEY CIRCUS. 


The last section of the Barnum & Bailey 
“great moral show” arrived safely in port 
yesterday, and, judging from the crowds which 
gathered at the dock in Brooklyn at which the 
Furnessia of the Anchor Line tied up, America 
is jubilant at receiving her own again. No 
fewer than 635 of the show people, including 
the heads of departments, performers, ballet 
girls, and animal trainers, came over on the 
‘ship, with all their bags and baggage, or “lug- 
gage,” as those most bitten with Anglomania 
had it, and the vociferous English raiment they 
wore was a show in itself to the spectators, 
Mrs. Bailey, who knows almost as much about 
the show and the people in it as does her hus- 
band, represented him at the wharf, and greeted 


everybody pleasantly as they came ashore. 
The American contingent soun scattered with 
their friends to their respective homes, but the 
foreigners, who comprise the greater part of 
the “ Nero” exhibition, were sent off all together 
to quarters provided for them in Bridgeport. 

The trip across took thirteen days, and was @ 
very easy one. But three stormy days were 
encountered, and they were not bad enough to 
cause any great discomfort. Three horses, one 
of them one of the octet of German stajlions 
purchased abroad, died on the way over, but 
all of the other animals landed in good con- 
dition. Seven of the fourteen elephants, in- 
cluding Mandarie, who killed one of the atabile- 
men in London, made the voyage in airy quar- 
ters On the upperdeck. The others, with 232 
horses, 55 ponies, 15 led animals, and 85 cages 
of wild beasts, traveled between devks. 

Most of them were lifted out yesterday after- 
noon, and by to-night they will all bein Mor- 
risania on their way in their own cars to 
Bridgeport. There they will have a month’s 
rest, and be ready to start out on April 15 to 
exhibit themselves to the uncrowned heads of 
this country, Mr. ‘* Tody” Hamilton said that 
every trotting horse thaf the show had taken 
over had been ose at fanoy prices by the 
delighted English populace, and that he had 
orders for seventy-five more fine road horses 
which he would send across as soon as possi- 
ble. “So you see,” saic he, ‘the show has ap- 
pealed successfully to the sporting as well us 
to the moral tastes of our cousins.” The Fur- 
nessia retains as a souvenir of the trip a pe- 
culiarly powerful “‘circusy” odor, and her 
officers think of running her well up north on 
her return trip to seeif itocan be trozen into 
harmlessneas, ,

MEETING OF THE NEW-YORK FREE CIR- 
CULATING LIBRARY. 


A meeting of the New-York Free Circulating 
Library will be held in Chickering Hall this 
afternoon at 4 o’clock. Addresses will be made 
by ex-President Grover Cleveland, Carl Schurz, 
Seth Low, James C. Carter, Joseph H. Choate, 
and Henry BE. Howland. The public is asked to 
attend without tickets or further invitation. 

The New-York Free Circulating Library is an 
institution of wide popularity and great public 
value. The circulation for the year ending Oct. 


31, 1889, was 423,363 volumes, an increase of 
102,668 volumes over the previous year. The 
books in the possession of the library’s various 
branches number 49,423 volumes, an increase 
of 3,037 volumes during tbe year. Of these 
11,072 are German books and 1,701 are French, 
The average daily attendance at the reading 
rooms of the library was 561 readers, against 
464 during the previous year. These tigaures 
indicate the value of the Free Circulating Li- 
brary, @ Value that is constantly increasing.

WHAT THE CLAIM RESTS ON 


—_——@——— 


THAT DISPUTHD BROADWAY 
STRIP DESORIBED. 
LAWYER HALDANE EXPLAINS HIS pPo« 
SITION AND THE ATTORNEYS FOR 
THE PRESENT HOLDERS CRITICISE IT. 


John E. Blackman and Charles Haldane, who 
are pushing the claim against the holders of 
the stripof Broadway frontage from Forty- 
ninth-street to Fifty-third-street, take excep- 
tion to the accounts already published in 


regard to that claim and have furnished a state- 


ment defining their legal position. Mr. Black: 
man says people may think what they please of 
his business, but that he is after defective titles 
wherever he can find them, and that he has 
large claims of the same kind now pending in 


Wisconsin and in Philadelphia 


In regurd to his operations here hé says he 
has made his searches personally, being equally 
diligent in looking for records against the 
claim and in favor of it, and that when con- 
vincea that the claim was «ood, he obtained 
about 200 quit-claim deeds from various beifs 


ot the Hopper and Cosine estates. Only a few 
heirs declined to give deeds. Now that he has 
about everything he expects to get in this line 
he wililes the present holders look into their 
rights, and such as do not agree with him with- 
in & reasonable time may try conclusions with 
bim in the courts. 

The strip in question is described in Lawyer 
Haldane’s statement as follows: 

“ Between Fiftieth and Fifty-fourth streets the 
road was tirown bodily to the west, @ distance 
varying from one footto its entire width. The ef- 
fect of this was to throw out to the east a stri 
ground in the form of au obtuse triangie, the 
of which extends from a poiat near the southern 
line of the present American Horse Exchange 
Building to the uorthwest corner of the Windsor 
Qvartment house, at Fifty-fourth-street. The 
apex of the triangle was at <4 _ point 
locuted in about the middle of Fifty-second- 
Street, a few feet east of he easterly wall 
of the Strathmore apartment house. By drawing 
lines from the extremities of the base to the point 
named the exact limits of the discoutinucd strip caa 
be ascertained. Those lines wili show the easteriy 
line of the old road, aud the base is tho present 
Broadway froutage. A most elaborate map show- 
ing these matters is on file in the ollice of the 
County Clerk.” 

The claimants seem to have looked up the 
records pretty well as far back as 1703, when 
the Bloomingdale road was iaid out by direc- 
tion of the Colonial Assembly. In those times 
it was not customary to condemn by purchase. 
The colony paid for the road and tue abutting 
property owners had to keep itin order. Con 
sequentiy the feeto the highway properly re- 
mained with the owners from whom it had beén 
takev. It does not appear in Mr. Haldane’s 
statement how the Hoppers acquired any rights 
in the highway, whether or not they owned the 
farm in 1703, or whether, indeed, the elder 
Hopper ever asserted rights in in {t seems tu 
have been ignored in the partition of the Hop 
per estate. 

Speaking of the terms and operation of the 
act of 1569, under which the presens lines of 
Broadway were laid out, Mr. Haldane says: 

“The act recognized that upon the discontinuance 
of the strip in question the city became divested of 
any interesatin it. The act directed the Commis- 
Sioners of Lstimate anid Assessment lo ascertain 
who the reversioners were, and provided the methed 
of purchasing from them their title to the discon. 
tinued strip, subject always to their cersent. Ia. 
deed, the act went further than that, and expressly 
prohibited any occupatiun of the discontinued strip 
until the reversiouers had been settled with and had 
consented to such eccupatiou. The Commissioners 
of Katimate and Assessment, 80 far as can be as- 
certained, seemed to have eutirely distegarded their 
duties in this important particular. They made no 
award to anybody tor the reversionary interest, 
but reported in a general Way that whoever owned 
the lots abutting on the old road was eatitiled to the 
added frontage, and the Commissioners charged 
them nothing for it.” 

Beyond this the statement deals largely with 
intentions. It announces that the claim wiil 
be Maintained without any pettifogging 
methods and upon its merits solely. Mr. Biack- 
nan says that he has not yet asserted title to 
any lane on the Hopper farm, although he is 
likely to Investigate in that direction. 

The outiines of this statement having been 
communicated to attorneys of present lolders 
and to others who try to keep informed on such 
matters, the first question raised was as to John 
Hopper’s rights in the Bloomingdale road. At- 
tention was also directed to the closing portion 
of the Broadway act of 1869, which provided 
that the Commissioners should fix the vaiue 
of reversionary ‘interests and «deposit the 
amounts so fixed with the City Chamberlain, 
from whow those entitled to such amounts 
were to receive them. When the Commission- 
ers finished their work they made a report to 
the court. Parties in interest were summoned 
by due legai notice to present objections to the 
reportif any were to be made. The report Was 
linally adopted by a judgment of the ceurt, 
which is claimed to have been conclusive against 
the world. Itissaid that in matters affecting 
public improvements, in closing as well as in 
opening streets, such a judgment has never 
been set aside in this State. 

Whatever there may bein the claim, itis a 
matter of fact that for the time real estate 
operations in that district are at a stand-still. 
If there are any weak holders along the strip 
in question persistency in this claim will bring 
them to the surface, for they can neither sell 
nor negotiate loans so long as the property is 
clouded by dispute. It is within the experience 
of almost every real estate attorney that 
holders have paid money to claimants tor ‘re- 
leases to save litigation, ortirely regardless of 
the merits of the claims.

Yor Directors of the trust are up in arms 
again. Cajolery ana biulf brought «bout peace 
before, but the Boston Gontingent’s friends 
aver that this time the New-Yorkers are golux 
to be ousted aud the property taken in hand 
and managed by its real owners. Representa- 
tives of the Boston interest charge that not one 
of the New-York Trustees Owns a8 much as 
1,000 shares of stock. A 


So confident are the Boston people said to be 
of carrying out their pians that they have 
been buying heavily; and one report has it 
that certain partics suspiciously close to New- 
York insiders have been caught short of a big 
block of the stock. The stuck Is said to have 
been sold short on the ground that under Judge 
O’Brien's recent order it would not be practica- 
ble to pay any March dividend; but the Boston 
contingent, holding a majority of the stock, in- 
sists on making a statement of current busi- 
ness to the court as a basis tor judieial permise 
sion to declare the dividénd. 


Though it has been said that C. P. Hunting 
ton would oppose the plan of an alliance be- 


tween the Northern Pacific Railroad and the 
Pacitic Mail Steamship Company for handling 
tratlic between Lacoma and Asiatic ports, it was 
stated yesterday that Mr. Huntington had not 
by any means put himselfin active opposition 
to the project. Henry Villard and Mr. Hunting- 
ton were in couference yesterday, and Mr. Vii- 
lard’s friends were cunfident that no serious 
objection to Mr. Villard’s plan would be made 
by Mr. Huntington.
